Committee  on  Board  and  Boarding  Houses  begs 
leave  to  report  that  it  has  inspected  the  rooms  of  the  students  and  finds 
the  condition  of  the  same  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

Tour  Committee  was  especially  gratified  to  learn  that  the  students  are 
properly  and  kindly  cared  for,  and  that  everything  conducive  to  their 
health  and  comfort  is  suitably  provided  for  them.

Mr.  Miller  submitted  the  following  report  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Lands. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands,  to  whom  portions  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  report  was  referred,  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

1st.  That  we  gravely  doubt  the  propriety  of  parting  with  the  fee  of 
any  portion  of  the  laud  and  thus  departing  from  the.  policy  of  our  prede- 
cessors. That,  in  view  of  the  mortgages  now  resting  on  the  property  of 
the  corporation,  the  suggestion  as  to  the,  propriety  of  selling  alternate 
sections  should  not  now  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2nd.  That  the  propriety  of  having  a  hotel  erected  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  families  and  friends  of  the  Faculty  and  students  is  manifest ; 
and  if  any  proposition  is  submitted  which  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  it  should  be  accepted  if  a  lease  for  ninety-nine  years 
with  the,  privilege  of  renewal  for  a  like  period  can  be  njrreed  on  as  satis- 
factory to  the  builder. 

3d.  That  such  of  the  buildings  reported  as  in  bad  order  should  be 
repaired,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  any  income  to  be  derived  therefrom 
during  the  current  year. 

4th.  That  before  selling  any  of  the.  bonds  secured  by  the  mortgage 
dated  June  1st,  1880,  that  the  same  be  amended,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Trustees  thereunder,  so  that  the  same  shall  not.  affect  or  impair  the 
right  to  grant  future  leases  ;  the  mortgage  lien  to  rest  upon  the  property 
so  leased,  subject  to  the  terms  thereof. 

Resolved  (5]  That  the  foregoing  report,  be  received  and  adopted.

Wednesday,  Aug.  4. 

At  half  past  nine  o'clock  the  Board  met.  and  was  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  Chancellor.  Upon  call  of  the  roll  the 
following  members  answered  to  their  names:

In  order  to  give  time  to  Committees,  the  Board  took  a 
recess  till  .5  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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At  5  o'clock,  P.  M.,  the  Board  reassembled  and  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Chancellor.  / 

The  Committee  on  Organization  reported  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF    COMMITTEE  ON    ORGANIZATION. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

The  Committee  on  organization  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
had  before  them  such  parts  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  as  relate  to 
the  subject  of  organization  and  have  arrived  at  the  following  conclusion: 

First,  with  regard  to  Sacred  Studies  in  the  Grammar  School,  they  are 
of  the  opinion  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  that  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  through  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  should  have  the 
sole  control  of  this  matter.  They  are  however  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Chaplain  should  have  a  voice  in  the  arrangement  and  conduct  of  classes 
in  this  subject ;  and  so  in  order  to  meet  the  difficulty  presented  by  the 
Vice  Chancellor,  they  recommend  that  Resolution  (20)  on  page  27  of 
the  last  Journal,  be  ammended  as  hereinafter  proposed. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Vice-Chancellor's  commen- 
dations of  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  are  thoroughly  deserved ;  and 
that  that  important  department  of  the  University  was  never  before  in 
such  an  admirable  condition .  The  peculiar  circumstances  under  which 
Mr.  Sessums  accepted  the  position  of  Master,  entitled  him,  the  commit- 
tee think,  to  a  vote  of  thanks. 

The  committee  recommend  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  Mr. 
John  Gass  for  his  excellent  service  as  Proctor. 

With  regard  to  the  Vice-Chancellor's  recommendation  touching  the 
late  Rev.  Samuel  Nichols,  d.d.,  the  Committee  recommend  that  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  write  to  the  Bishops  of  New  York  and 
Connecticut  and  to  the  Rev.  Sylvester  Clark  expressing  the  regret 
of  this  Board  that  death  deprived  them  of  the  pleasure  of  conferring  the 
honorary  degree  in  question. 

With  regard  to  the  University  Commission,  your  Committee  are  not 
able  to  see  how  any  advantageous  change  can  be  made  in  its  organiza- 
tion, and  so  recommend  that  it  be  left  as  at  present  constituted;  and 
that  the  several  educational  departments  of  the  University  and  the 
Grammar  School  as  arranged  by  this  Board  at  its  last  annual  meetin- 
be  continued. 

The  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  resignation  of 
Professor  A.  Jaeger   which  was  referred  to  them,  and   recommend  that 
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the  resignation  be  accepted.  Tour  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  a  graceful  tribute  to  the  acknowledged  learning  of  Professor 
Jaeger,  upon  the  point  of  his  departure  to  his  new  field  of  labor,  to  con- 
fer upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity. 

Prom  information  which  has  reached  your  Committee,  there  seems  to 
be  a  probability  that  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hugh  Miller  Thomp- 
son might  be  obtained  in  our  Theological  Department.  They  recom- 
mend therefore  that  steps  be  taken  to  that  end,  by  requesting  the 
Bishop  of  Louisiana  to  open  a  correspondence  with  Dr.  Thompson  on 
the  subject  and  by  giving  the  Executive  Committee  authority  to  act 
in  case  they  shall  think  it  advisable. 

Information  has  been  given  your  Committee  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee have  elected,  provisionally,  the  Rev.  Sylvester  Clark  to  the 
Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the  Theological  Department  of  the 
University.  This  Committee  recommend  that  such  action  be  confirmed 
by  the  Board. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing,  the  following  resolutions  are  rec- 
ommended for  adoption: 

Resolved  (11)  That  Resolution  (20)  page  27. Proceedings  of  last  year, 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows  :  The  Vice  Chancellor  together  with  the 
Chaplain  and  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  shall  be  charged  with 
the  regulation  and  enforcement  of  the  course  of  sacred  studies  in  the 
Grammar  School. 

Resolved  (12)  That  theUhanks  of  this  Board  be  tendered  to  Mr.  Davis 
Sessums  for  his  valuable  services  during  the  past  year  as  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School,  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  he  has  greatly  raised  the 
standard  of  discipline  and  scholarship  in  that  important  department. 

Resolved  (13)  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  make  proper  ac- 
knowledgements of  the  letters  of  the  Bishops  of  Nfw  York  and  Con- 
necticut and  the  Rev.  Sylvester  Clark,  with  regard  to  the  late 
Rev.  Dr.  Nichols. 

Resolved  (14)  That  the  resignation  of  Professor  A.  Jaeger  be  herein- 
accepted,  and  that  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  be  conferred  upon 
him. 

Resolved  (15)  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  it  would  be  a  great  ac- 
quisition to  this  University  to  have  the  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson  as 
professor  in  the  Theological  Department;  and  that  the  Bishop  of  Louisi- 
ana be  requested  to  correspond  with  Dr.  Thompson,  with  the  view 
of  ascertaining  whether  his  service  can  be  had — that  in  case  of  a  favor- 
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able  result,  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  take  such  action 
as  may  seem  best  to  them. 

Resolved  (16)  That  the  action  of  the  ex-Committee  in  electing  the 
Rev.  Sylvester  Clark  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  be  hereby 
confirmed. 

Resolved  (17)  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  extended  to  Mr.  John 
Gass  for  his  faithful  and  efficient  services  as  Proctor. 

Resolved  (18)  That  the  attention  of  the  University  Commission  be  call- 
ed to  the  fact  that  they  are  required  to  make  annually  a  full  and  de- 
tailed report  of  their  transactions. 

Resolved  (19)  That  Mr.  H.  Tallichet  the  acting  Professor  of  Modern 
Languages,  be  and  is  hereby  elected  Professor  in  his  Department,  this 
action  being  taken  at  the  instance  and  request  of  the  members  of  the 
University  Commission  and  meeting  the  full  concurrence  of  this  Board. 
His  term  of  office  to  expire  at  date  fixed  by  the  terms  of  his  election  to 
the  acting  Professorship  last  year. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Miller,  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Stat- 
utes, offered  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  whom  the  resolution 
offered  by  Mr.  Whittle  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Lands,  was  referred,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following: 

Resolved  (20)  That  the  Trustees  under  the  mortgage  dated  June  1st, 
1880,  upon  being  satisfied  that  no  bonds  have  been  issued  thereunder, 
cancel  and  satisfy  the  same  where  it  is  of  record  in  the  Register's  office 
of  Franklin  County,  Note  Book  C,  page  85,  and  Trust  Book  No.  2, 
pages  276  and  282,  and  destroy  the  bonds  if  signed  by  them. 

That  this  cancellation  be  at  once  recorded  in  said  Register's  office  so 
soon  as  executed  and  delivered. 

Resolved  (21)  That  to  fund  all  the  indebtedness  of  this  corporation 
now  outstanding,  to  pay  off  and  discharge  the  only  existing  lien  against 
the  corporation  held  by  the  United  States  Mortgage  Company,  and 
place  this  institution  on  a  sound  financial  basis: 

That  the  Chancellor  and  Secretary  in  the  corporate  name  and  under 
the  corporate  seal  execute  a  mortgage  with  power  of  sale  in  case  of  de- 
fault to  certain  Trustees,  namely:  Telfair  Hodgson,  Jacob  Thompson, 
and  Albert  T.  McNeal,  of  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  this  cor- 
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poration  for  the  sum  of  Forty  Thousand  Dollars,  reserving  the  rights  of 
all  existing  lessees,  and  to  this  corporation  the  power  to  make  any  new 
leases  deemed  advisable  by  this  Board  or  the  Executive  Committee,  it 
being  understood  and  agreed  that  the  fee  to  the  land  and  all  the  rights 
of  the  corporation  under  such  new  leases,  if  made,  are  to  continue  bound 
by  said  mortgage  but  the  lien  of  the  mortgage  is  to  rest  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  leases.  That  for  the  amount  of  said  mortgage,  coupon 
bonds,  in  the  corporate  name,  to  be  signed  by  the  Cham  ellor  under  the 
corporate  seal,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  and  payable 
to  bearer  with  six  per  cent,  interest  and  thirty  years  to  run,  and  the 
coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  alone  shall  be  issued;  and  when 
certified  to  by  the  trustees,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vice  Chancellor 
to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  this  resolution. 

That  in  addition  to  the  powers  of  a  mortgage  the  said  trustees  there- 
under shall  from  this  date  have  the  entire  control  of  the  income  of  the 
corporation  arising  from  the  improvements  on  the  domain  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  are  required  to  apply  the  same,  less  taxes,  insurance, 
expenses  of  collection  and  repairs,  to  the  prompt  payment  of  the  semi- 
annual interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Resolved  (22)  That  this  mortgage,  with  the  form  of  Bond  to  be  exe- 
cuted, be  prepared  by  Mr.  Miller  of  this  Committee,  and  submitted  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board,  at  his  earliest  conveneience,  for 
their  approval  when  they  carry  these  resolutions  into  effect. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson  offered  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted: 

Resolved  (23)  1st,  That  a  Standing  Committee  of  five  be  annually 
appointed,  to  whom  all  recommendations  for  Honorary  Degrees  shall  be 
made. 

Resolved  (24)  2nd,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
consider  all  such  recommendations,  and  if  in  its  judgment  it  be  deemed 
expedient  by  this  Committee,  recommendations  shall  be  made  to  this 
Board  for  final  action. 

Resolved  (25)  3rd,  That  all  such  recommendations  must  be  made  to 
the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Provided,  That  upon   one  day's  notice  given  to  the  Board,  and  the 
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affirmative  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present,  such  degrees  may 
be  conferred  without  the  three  months'  notice  above  required. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  Pickett,  of  ttfe  Committee  on  Sanitary  Meas- 
ures, made  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  no  changes  to  recommend  in  the  present  admirable  Sanitary  sys- 
tem. The.  report  of  the  Health  Officer,  referred  to  your  Committee, 
shows  that  the  number  of  cases  of  sickness  among  the  students  during 
the  past  year  has  been  below  the  average;  only  one  of  a  serious  nature, 
and  which  terminated  fatally,  occurring;  and  that  of  a  chronic  disease 
from  which  the  deceased  had  suffered  since  childhood.  The  few  cases 
of  remittent  aud  intermittent  fevers  were  mild  and  readily  yielded  to 
treatment.  The  development  of  malarial  poison  in  persons  coming 
from  the  low  country  is  to  be  expected,  as  the  patients  had  all  suffered 
from  malarial  fevers  before  coming  to  Sewanee. 

The  salubrious  atmosphere  of  this  mountain  top  is  a  better  tonic  than 
quinine;  and  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  students  is  sent  here  pro- 
fessedly to  establish  their  health,  leads  your  Committee  to  express  their 
conviction  of  the  great  wisdom  exhibited  by  the  founders  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  selecting  Sewanee  as  its  site.

Mr.  McNeal,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance,  offered  the 
following  report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report — 

First,  upon  the  matters  in  the  Vice  Chancellor's  Report  submitted  to 
them. 

In  regard  to  the  suit  vrith  the  Estcll  Heirs,  upon  which  advice  is 
asked,  they  recommend  the  passage  of  a  resolution  hereto  attached, 
marked  A. 

In  regard  to  the  collection  of  Rents  and  other  claims,  they  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  a  resolution  hereto  attached,  marked  B. 

In  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the  University  Mortgage  Bonds  pro- 
posed to  be  sold  under  authority  given  at  last  meeting,  they  have  no 
additional  recommedation  to  offer,  save  as  contained  in  resolution  here 
presented,  marked  C,  as  another  report  in  regard  to  said  mortgage  has 
been  made  by  the  Committe  on  Constitution  and  Statutes. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Mr.  Yau.Hoose  to  be  re- 
lieved from  the  bond  for  the  safe  keeping  and  return  of  the  guns  used  by 
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the  battalion,  your  Committee  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  old 
Bondsmen,  being  no  longer  resident  at  or  connected  with  the  Univer- 
sity, should  be  relieved  and  a  new  Bond  given,  and  append  a  resolution 
on  the  subject,  marked  D. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  presented  in  Col.  Lovell's  communication  con- 
cerning his  contract  with  the  University  as  to  the  sale  of  Books,  your 
Committee  can  make  no  recommendation  in  the  absence  of  any  papers 
showing  the  nature  and  character  of  the  contract  claimed.  Unless  such 
papers  can  be  presented  and  examined  during  the  present  session,  your 
Committee  recommend  that  the  Vice  Chancellor  confer  with  Col.  Lovell, 
and  after  advising  with  the  Executive  Committee  settle  the  matter  with 
him,  or  report,  after  further  investigation,  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

In  regard  to  the  additional  sum  donated  by  Mrs.  Manigault  for  the 
completion  of  St.  Luke's  Hall,  as  wefl  as  certain  funds  mentioned  in  the 
Vice  Chancellor  and  Treasurer's  report,  belonging  to  the  Elliott  and  Par- 
sons Memorial,  and  for  repairs  of  Chapel,  your  Committee  call  attention 
to  the  importance  of  the  keeping  of  strictly  separate  accounts  for  such 
funds,  and  all  of  similar  character,  in  order  to  avoid  trouble  such  as  we 
have  had  in  past  years.  This  seems  to  be  fully  appreciated  by  the 
Treasurer,  and  is  only  mentioned  by  your  Committee  in  view  of  the  im- 
portance of  the  matter,  and  to  show  our  concurrence  in  the  present 
action  of  the  Treasurer  in  regard  thereto.  The  expense  undertaken  in 
regard  to  St.  Luke's  Hall  should  in  no  event  be  allowed  to  exceed  the 
fund  provided  for  the  purpose. 

In  regard  to  the  bequest  by  Chas.  Connor,  Esq.,  of  City  of  Philadel- 
phia Bonds,  your  Committee  suggest  further  correspondence  f?v  the 
Vice  Chancellor  so  as  to  ascertain  more  definitely  the  exact  interest  and 
control  the  University  has  in  the  reversion  to  the  same. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Bursar  your  Committee  find  the  receipts  for 
the  past  year  in  the  Academic  Department  aggregate  the  sum  of 
$9,669.00,  and  the  outstanding  dues  to  be  $418.66;  total,  $10,87.66. 
The  receipts  the  year  before  were  $10,694.73.  The  receipts  for  Lent 
Term  of  the  past  year  were  much  larger  than  for  the  Trinity  Term, 
however,  and  an  increase  is  expected  also  during  the  coming  Term. 

The  Expense  Account  of  the  Academic  Organization  for  the  past  year 
is  nearly  $1,100.  In  order  to  have  met  this  expense  and  also  realized 
the  full  salaries  to  Professors  and  Teachers  as  fixed,  the  gross  income 
should  have  been  about  $12,000— the  Salary  list  as  shown  br  the  inin- 
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utes  ol'last  year  being  $11,000;  the  Salary  list  as  shown  by  the  Bursar, 
however,  is  $11,400;  thus  making  it  necessary  for  the  gross  income  to 
have  aggregated  $12,500  to  have  met  it. 

The  receipts  in  the  Theological  Department  aggregated  the  sum  of 
$4,697.04,  exclusive  of  amount  donated  to  said  Department  by  Mr.  Ses- 
sums,  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  out  of  his  salary,  $420.00;  making 
the  total  receipts  $5,117.04.  The  year  before  the  receipts  in  this  De- 
partment were  only  $3,330.00.  The  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for 
this  Department  was  $5,000.00.  It  is  proper  to  state,  however,  that  a 
large  portion  of  this  income  was  the  result  of  extraordinary  effort,  and 
a  part  of  it  the  proceeds  of  personal  application  by  one  of  the  Professors, 
and  for  a  large  portion  of  the  year  no  income  came  in  at  all.  Supported 
in  such  a  manner  as  this  Department  is  there  can  be  neither  regularity 
nor  certainty  in  receipts. 

In  the  University  Department^  receipts  for  the  past  year  altogether 
aggregate  $7,348.03,  as  shown  by  examination  of  statements  and  sched- 
ules furnished  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  Treasurer.     Of  said  amount,

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Executive  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  but  little 
to  offer  as  to  their  action  the  past  year.  As  your  Committee  understand 
the  purposes  of  their  appointment,  it  is  desirable  that  in  an  advisory 
capacity  when  called  on  they  should  always  be  ready  to  act,  but  in  au 
executive  capacity  should  find  as  few  occasions  for  action  as  possible. 
Hence  your  Committee  have  sought  to  avoid  any  action,  wherever  mat- 
ters could  be  properly  and  without  injury  postponed  until  the  session  of 
the  Board. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  past  year  various  matters  were  brought 
before  them,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Committe  has  preserved'  all  com- 
munications and  correspondence,  should  it  ever  be  necessary  to  have 
reference  thereto,  but  will  only  report  herein  formal  action  taken  by 
them. 

Your  Committee  provisionally  appointed  Rev.  Sylvester  Clark,  of 
Bridgeport,  Conn.,  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the  Theolog- 
ical Department,  and  refer  to  the  Vice  Chancellor's  Report  and  papers 
presented  therewith  for  full  explanation  of  their  action  as  to  said  ap- 
pointment. 

Your  Committee  also  gave  formal  consent  to  the  preparation  of  Bonds 
and  Mortgage  by  the  Vice  Chancellor,  contemplated  in  resolutions 
passed  by  the  Board  last  year.  None  of  said  Bonds  have,  however,  been 
negotiated,  and  the  whole  subject  will  again  be  before  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  ask  the  Board  to  consider  the  claim  of  Hyatt,  Mc-

The  Bursar's  report  makes  a  most  remarkable  exhibit  of  collections 
in  this  Department:  for  the  past  year  every  dollar  of  dues  has  been  col- 
lected, and  in  the  three  years  past  the  loss  altogether  is  only    $    92.75 
In  the  Theological  Department  the   Receipts  aggregate  the 

sum  of 2,656.00 

out  of  which  deduct  expense  account •     86.00 

Leavingfor  Salaries  only 2,570.00 

Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $1230.29  was  received  through  Dr.  Patter- 
son. This  is  very  little  more  than  half  the  amount  received  by  this 
Department  the  year  before.  The  mere  statement  of  the  amount  of  re- 
ceipts show  more  strongly  than  any  thing  your  Committee  could  urge 
the  absolute  necessity  of  relief  for  this  Department,  its  sources  of  income 
being  so  precarious  and  uncertain. 

The  Report  of  Dr.  Geo.  Patterson  special  agent  of  the  Board  to  raise 

funds  for  this  Department  shows  gross  collections $1,956.15 

of  this  sum  however  $125.00  was  simply  loaned  and  has  been  since 
paid  back.  Amount  paid  over  to  Theological  Department  (in  addition 
to  the  above  $125.00)  1230.29;  Balance  to  be  credited  upon  Dr. 
Patterson's  expenses  and  Salary  $600.86 

Dr.  Patterson  gave  up  his  parish  at 'Wilmington  when  he  undertook 
this  work  and  was  to  receive  $1000  per  annum,  his  travelling  expenses 
out  of  his  collections.  His  Salary  for  9|  months  amounted  to  $  791.66, 
and  his  travelling  expenses  amounted  to  $238.08,  thus- showing  due 
hiin  from  said  Department  the  sum  of  $428.88. 

Tour  Committee  append  resolutions  marked  A.  and  B.  and  C.  as  a 
plan  of  relief  for  the  Theological  Department. 

In  tne  Department  of  the  Corporation  for  the  past  year  the  Receipts 
aggregate  $28,901.83. 

The  Mortgage  authorized  at  last  meeting  for  $40,000.00  has  been  ex- 
ecuted and  Bonds  issued  as  directed  and  $19,000.00  of  the  Bonds  have 
been  sold.     Of  this  amount  $454.94  were  virtually  sold  last  year,  certi- 
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ficates  having,  been  given  $200  to  L.  PiUet;  $200  to  the  Churchman, 
$54.94  to  Parsons  Memorial  fund  as  shown  by  Vice-Chancellor's  report 
last  year  and  repeated  here  at  this  time  to  avoid  confusion  in  future. 
Upon  issuance  of  Bonds  since  last  meeting  the  certificates  were  taken 
up  and  Bonds  delivered,  the  Parsons  Memorial  fund  taking  $145.0G 
more  which  has  been  deposited  this  year  in  the  Corporation  Treasury 
making  $200,  taken  by  that  fund.

Unadjusted  claim  of  Hyatt,  McBirney  <fc  Co.,  referred  to  in 
last  Finance  Report. 

A  discrepancy  will  be  observed  between  the  present  report  and  Fi- 
nance report,  of  last  year  as  to  the  amonnt  due  the  Theological  En- 
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dowment  Fund.  There  has  been  considerable  confusion  (heretofore 
referred  to  in  previous  reports)  as  to  this  fund.  The  Report  of  the 
"Vice  Chancellor  and  Treasurer,  both  this?  year  and  last,  sets  ont  that 
the  $2,200  in  TJ.  S.  Bonds  above  spoken  of  had  been  transferred  to  this 
account. and  were  in  fact  included  in  the  $7,500  balance  he  reports  due 
the  Theological  Endowment  Pund. 

Tour  Committee,  after  such  examination  as  they  have  been  able  to 
make,  accept  this  statement  and  have  reported  the  amount  due  each 
as  above  accordingly.  ' 

In  making  this  final  disposition  of  what  is  known  now  as  the  Theo- 
logical Endowment  Pund  your  Committee  deem  it  proper  and  neces- 
sary to  place  on  record  some  statement  of  the  facts  in  regard  to  said 
Pund,  in  view  of  the  great  misapprehension  that  has  obtained  from 
time  to  time  as  to  the  management  of  the  same  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. It  is  not  true  and  never  has  been  true  that  the  Board  have  en- 
croached on  the  interests  or  income  of  said  department  for  the  benefit 
of  other  departments  of  the  institution. 

The  fund  erroneously  known  as  Theological  Endowment  is  made  up 
of  five  different  funds,  once  kept  in  as  many  separate  accounts,  but  the 
numerous  accounts  kept  on  our  books  some  years  ago  seemed  to  have 
caused  so  much  confusion  that  the  Treasurer  some  three  years  since 
transferred  all  to  one  account  and  at  the  time  of  transfer  the  account 
kept  as  Theological  Endowment  Pund  only  footed  up  $1,175— the 
others  were  all  funds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Theological  Department, 
but  were  for  purposes  of  Theological  support  mainly,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses of  said  Department,  and  had  never  at  any  time  been  formally  set 
apart  for  Permanent  Endowment. 

It  may  further  be  6tated,  as  to  the  "Commissioner  Pund,"  one  of  the 
five  funds  above  referred  to,  that  the  Board  itself  never  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  make  orders  concerning  its  security  or  disposition.  It  was 
received  and  used  by  the  then  Treasurer  for  general  purposes  of  the 
University  before  the  Board  met  in  1876,  and  the  Board  then  had  no 
Executive  Committee;  at  that  time  the  most  urgent  and  positive  in- 
structions were  in  force  requiring  all  special  funds  to  be  kept  separate 
from  the  general  funds  of  the  University.  If  granted  even  that  this 
fund  had  been  set  apart  by  formal  pledge  of  our  Commissioner  for  per- 
manent purposes,  still  the  first  and  primary  object  was  the  building 
of  the  Theological  Hall  itself,  and  hence  our  expenditure  out  of  Uni- 
versity funds  upon  St.  Luke's  becomes  a  proper  credit. 

"When  it  is  remembered  that  for  eight  years  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment was  supported  almost  entirely  from  University  funds,  the  pro- 
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ceeds  of  Tuition  and  funds  for  genera]  purposes,  and  that  the  Univer- 
sity has  paid  out  of  its  general  treasury  over  $5,500  toward  the  com- 
pletion of  St.  Luke's  Hall  and  its  surroundings,  it  will  be  seen  on  a 
strict  settlement  that  but  little  would  be  due  the  same. 

Tour  Committee  further  state  that  in  1878  Dr.  DuBose  and  Mr.  Yan- 
Hoose,  as  agents  of  the  University  secured  in  and  near  Vicksburg, 
Miss.,  some  $2,562  in  notes  with  various  length  of  time  to  run,  and  a 
note  also  from  Mrs.  M.  K.  Jones,  of  Alabama  upon  a  Mr.  Peters 
(secured  by  real  estate)  of  over  $900.  These  note's  were  not  at  the 
time  secured  for  the  Theologioal  Department,  but  the  Theological  De- 
partment made  an  informal  application  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
meeting  in  1878  to  have  them  turned  over  to  that  Department  with  the 
consent  of  the  donors  as  a  source  of  income  for  the  same. 

No  action  was  ever  taken  by  the  Board,  but  it  seems  that  the  con 
sent  of  the  donors  was  obtained  and  the  notes  have  been  in  fact  long  . 
since  turned  over  to  the  Theological  Department.  It  was  not  done  in 
a  business  way,  but  it  was  in  fact  assented  to  by  the  Board  subject  to 
the  consent  of  the  donors,  and  the  action  seems  to  have  been  under- 
stood and  considered  as  authorized,  and  your  committee  attach  no 
blame  anywhere. 

They  give  the  fact,  however,  for  two  purposes — first,  to  show  that 
they  have  given  up  this  amount  of  $3,500,  or  nearly  so  (in  case  the 
action  be  now  approved);  second,  to  have  that  action  formally  ratified 
by  resolution  of  the  Board,  so  that  it  may  not  appear  on  our  records, 
as  it  now  does,  that  we  have  such  notes  in  our  University  Treasury 
A  resolution  is  appended,  marked  D. 

In  the  annual  report  made  by  the  Theological  Department  a  state- 
ment of  this  fund  should,  however,  be  given,  and  their  annual  receipts 
from  it.  The  Treasurer  of  said  Department  has  handed  in  a  statement 
showing  the  collections  from  this  source  the  past  year  to  be  $105.15, 
which  amount  is  included  in  the  item  of  $172.35  credited  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Mississippi  in  his  general  report  above  referred  to. 

Tour  Committee  submit  that  in  securing  as  much  as  $5,300  as  En- 
dowment to  the  Theological  Department  they  have  done  more  than 
justice  to  said  Department,  and  hope  the  complaint  heretofore  made  of 
misapplication  of  its  funds  will  not  be  again  urged  against  the  Board. 

It  will  also  account  for  our  failure  for  a  time  to  pay  interest  upon 
this  fund,  as  it  may  not  be  possible  for  us  to  do  so  at  once,  and  your 
Committee  incorporate  this  statement  in  their  report  as  a  sufficient 
reason  for  the  deferring,  for  a  time,  payment  of  interest  on  the  Bonds 
set  apart  as  aforesaid. 
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Tour  Committee  recommend  that  these  Bonds  set  aside  as  security 
for  these  special  funds  be  so  endorsed  as  to  show  plainly  to  what  they 
belong  and  prevent  any  sale  or  diversion  of  them. 
Resolutions  are  appended  marked  E  and  F. 

In  stating  the  Assets  of  the  University  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
Treasurer  in  his  report  has  perhaps  properly  omitted  the  large  mass  of 
old  claims  which  have  been  culled  over  and  pressed  for  collection  for 
more  than  ten  yaars  past,  and  their  statement  only  seems  to  mislead. 
But  his  statement  of  Assets  is  not  a  complete  one,  even  as  to  claims 
undoubtedly  good.  We  have  of  Coupon  and  Endowment  notes  some 
good  assets,  certainly  over  $2,000,  and  your  Committee  feel  sure  of  a 
larger  amount,  but  wish  to  speak  safely,  and  among  the  old  assets  some 
collections  may  be  made. 

The  Vice-Chancellor's  estimate  of  probable  expenses  the  ensuing 
vear  is  $3  057.  This  estimate  provides  for  interest  only  on  our  outside 
'debt-the  other  items  being,  Taxes  $117,  Salary  for  clerical  assistance 
$500,  and  Repairs  $500.  If  this  be  a  safe  estimate,  our  income  may  be 
safely  relied  on  to  meet  it  for  the  next  year,  as  we  still  have  the  items 
of  past  due  rents  and  our  good  uncollected  notes  to  draw  from  to  aid 
our  regular  income  from  rents.  But  this  can  hardly  be  relied  on  longer 
than  one  more  year  or  two  at  farthest. 

Tour  Committee  have  examined  the  unsold  Bonds  in  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor's hands  and  find  number  correct  as  stated.  They  have  com- 
pared his  accounts  and  vouchers,  and  find  vouchers  for  disbursements 
correct,  and  have  burned  the  coupons  and  scrip  paid  by  him. 

Tour  Committee  are  satisfied  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  Univer- 
sity to  pay  off  the  debt  of  the  U.  S.  Mortgage  Company,  even  if  we 
have  to  pay  the  Indemnity  demanded,  and  recommend  that  from  pro- 
ceeds of  other  Bonds  when  sold  the  Vice-Chancellor  pay  off  this  debt 
and  have  their  prior  Mortgage  cancelled. 
A  resolution  is  appended  marked  G.

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caring  money  support  for  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University. 
B.  Resolved  (13),  That  the  agents  so  appointed  be  instructed  to 
secure,  if  possible,  the  promises  of  a  number  of  individuals  sufficient  to 
yield  $5000  yearly,  for  the  support  of  the  Theological  Department  ol 
the  University.  .The  subscriptions  to  run  for  five  years.  Provided  that 
the  efforts  of  the  agents  to  secure  temporary  aid  or  permanent  endow- 
ment are  not  to  be  affected  by  the  passage  of  this  resolution ;  and  fur- 
ther that  the  present  arrangement  of  Advent  offerings  shall  not  be 


C.  Resolved  (14),  That  two  Commissioners  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  and  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out  the  plan  proposed  in 
the  above  resolutions. 

D.  Resolved  (15),  That  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  Eeport 
of  the  Finance  Committee  touching  the  amount  of  about  $3,500.00, 
raised  by  Dr.  DuBose  and  Mr.  VanHoose  in  and  about  Vicksburg  and 
in  Alabama,  as  reported  to  this  Board  in  1878,  is  approved,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department  is  directed  to  report  annually 
to  this  Board  how  the  same  is  invested  and  how  the  income  is  used. 

E.  Resolved  (16),  That  the  $5300  in  bonds  set  apart  for  the  Theolog- 
ical Endowment  Fund  at  this  meeting  and  also  the  $2200  in  Bonds  set 
apart  for  the  Endowment  of  Professorships  be  intrusted  to  Dr.  Hodgson

to  the  present  meeting  and  that  a  record  of  said  Bonds  showing  amount, 
date,  number,  and  purpose  for  which  held,  shall  be  made  upon  our 
Bond  Book. 

F.  Resolved  (17),  for  the  reasons  given  in  this  Report,  that  the  $5,300 
of  six  per  cent  Bonds  set  apart  by  the  Trustees  to  reimburse  funds 
belonging  to  the  Theological  Department,  are  to  bear  no  interest  until 
the  further  order  of  this  Board. 

G.  Resolved  (18),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  soon  as  may  be,  sell 
enough  of  the  six  per  cent  Bonds  issued  by  this  Board,  to  pay  off  the 
$10,  000  due  to  the  U.  S.  Mortgage  Company  of  New  York,  bearing 
eight  per  cent  interest;  and,  if  necessary,  that  he  pay  the  indemnity 
required  for  paying  the  Bonds  before  due. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  seratim,  and  finally  the 
report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  McNeal,  the  Bishops  of  Western  Texas 
and  Louisiana  were  chosen  to  be  the  Commissioners  under 
the  above  resolutions. 

Messrs  Whittle  and  McNeal  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  attend  to  the  endorsement  of  the  Bonds  as  pro- 
vided in  resolution  16. 

Gen.  Cox  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted. 

Resolved  (19),  That  the  valuable  services  so  generously  rendered  to 
the  University  of  the  South  by  our  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Eev.  Telfair 
Hodgson,  D.  D.,  merit  our  warmest  thanks. 

Resolved  (20),  That  the  foregoing  resolution  be  spread  upon  our  min- 
utes and  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
Eev.  Dr.  Hodgson. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  moved  the  following,  which 
was  adopted: 

Resolved  (21),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  desires  to  put  upon  record  its  sense  of  obligation  to  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Patterson  for  his  faithful  and  self-sacrificing  effort  during  the  past  year 
as  the  Commissioner  of  the  University  for  collecting  funds  for  the 
Theological  Department. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  the  Board  proceeded  to 
elect  by  ballot  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  following 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ORGANIZATION. 

Tour  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  fully  considered 
the  memorial  presented  to  this  Board  by  two  members  of  the  Universi- 
ty  Commission,   requesting  expression   and  action  by  this  Board  in 
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regard  to  the  policy  to  be  pursued  by  the  Commission  as  to  the  conduct 
of  the  University.  And  while  your  Committee  fully  appreciate  the 
subject  matter  of  said  memorial,  they  think  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  present  arrangement  with  the  Faculty  under  which  said  Commission 
is  constituted  expires  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board,  it  is  inexpedi- 
ent, at  this  time,  to  attempt  any  definition  of  policy  beyond  that  indi- 
cated in  the  Eeport  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  and  the  resolu- 
tions appended  in  the  Proceedings  of  1879. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  respect 
to  the  proposed  establishment  at  this  place  of  a  station  of  the  Signal 
Service,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  an  end  very 
much  to  be  desired,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  6hould  be  given  the 
authority  and  influence  of  this  Board  to  accomplish  it. 

Tour  committee  have  considered  the  resolution  referred  to  them  upon 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  establishment  of  the  Chair  of  Theology  and 
Natural  Science,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  this  Chair  is  already 
substantially  in  existence,  it  would  but  lead  to  confusion  and  difficulty 
if  the  proposition  were  carried  into  effect.  They  therefore  recommend 
that  no  further  action  be  taken  in  the  premises. 

Tour  committee  append  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved  (22),  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to  make  all 
proper  effort  to  procure,  the  establishment  of  this  place  as  one  of  the 
stations  of  the  Signal  Service  and  "Weather  Bureau. 

The  resolution  appended  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Miles  offered  the  following: 

Resolved  (23),  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  returned  to  the  Rev. 
A.  J.  Drysdale  for  the  eloquent  and  instructive  Commencement  Sermon 
delivered  by  him. 

Resolved  (24),  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  returned  to  the  Rev. 
Joseph  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  for  his  able  and  appropriate  address  delivered 
before  the  University. 

Resolved  (25),  That  the  Secretary  communicate  these  Resolutions  to 
Dr.  Tucker  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Drysdale. 

These  resolutions  were  adopted.  Mr.  Miles  offered  the 
following: 

Resolved  (26),  That  the  members  of  the  University  Commission  be 
requested  to  appear  before  the  Board  at  12  o'clock  to-morrow  to  express 
their  views  in  relation  to  the  conduct  and  well-being  of  the  University. 

Pending  the  discussion  upon  this  resolution,  the  Board 
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took  a  recess  till  8  o'clock  p.  m. 


Thursday,  8  P.  M. 
The  Board  reassembled,  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas  in  the 
chair.  - 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  offered  the  following,  which 
was  adopted: 

Resolved  (27),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  believes  that  the  connection  of  Professor  Lowry,  instructor  in 
locution,  has  been  of  eminent  benefit  to  the  students  of  this  institu- 
tion who  have  been  under  his  direction,  and  that  his  faithful  discharge 
of  h13  duty  and  his  exceptional  success,  merit  and  hereby  receive  the 
gratetul  acknowledgement  of  this  Board. 

Resolved  (28).  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  send  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  Professor  Lowry. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  the  following  was  adopted: 

■Resolved  (29),  That  the  appointment  of  Messrs.  C.  R.  Miles  and  A.  T 
Mctfeal  touching  the  claim  of  Messrs,  Hyatt,  McBurney  &  Co.  is  con- 
tinued for  another  year,  and  until  their  negotiations  shall  have  been 
completed. 

The  Board  resumed  the  discussion  of  the  resolution  offer- 
ed by  Mr.  Miles  proposing  to  call  the  members  of  the  com- 
mission before  the  Board  to  express  their  views  on  the 
subject  of  the  conduct  and  the  well-being  of  the  University. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  moved  to  substitute  the 
following: 

Resolved  (30),  That  the  subject  matter  presented  in  the  memorial  of 
the  two  members  of  the  University  Commission  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three  members  of  this  Board  with  instructions  to  report  at  the 
next  meeting  of  this  Board. 

The  substitute  prevailed,  and  was  adopted. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed.  The  Bishop  of 
Louisiana,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  and  Mr.  McNeal. 

Dr.  Patterson  presented  the  following  report  on  Board 
and  Boarding  Houses. 
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The  Committee  on  Boaed  and  Boaeding  Houses  find  the  Halls  in 
good  order  and  have  no  suggestions  to  make  with  regard  to  them. 

The  attention  of  the  board  is,  however,  called  to  the  condition  of  the 
privies,  which  in  many  cases  are  in  bad  order.  We  think  it  unneces- 
sary to  more  than  refer  to  the  fact,  satisfied  that  the  Board  will  unani- 
mously agree  that  the  defects  must  be  remedied.  To  effect  which  wc 
would  suggest  that  the  attention  of  the  boys  in  the  first  place  be  called 
to  the  subject  and  that  it  be  impressed  upon  them  that  it  is  an  indica- 
tion of  under-breeding  in  a  boy  or  youth  to  soil  a  place  which  he  is 
compelled  to  visit.  A  tone  can  be  infused  into  the  boys  and  youn- 
men  and  a  spirit  created  which  will  in  a  large  measure  remove  any  ne 
cessity  for  decided  action. 

Writing  on  walls  can  be  stopped  if  it  is  committed  to  the  boys  them- 
selves and  they  are  authorized  to  punish  the  offender.  In  the  mean- 
while we  recommend  that  the  University  Proctor  be  authorized  direct- 
ed, and  required  to  inspect  the  buildings  weekly,  and  to  have  them 
kept  clean. 

This  can  be  done  by  the  Proctor  requesting  the  proprietors  of  the 
several  HaUs  to  direct  the  man-servant  in  charge  to  obey  his  orders 
Should  any  difficulty  arise,  the  Proctor  is  instructed  to  communicate 
the  fact  to  the  Yice-ChanceUor  who  is  requested  to  enforce  the  Regu- 
lations. & 

Lime  and  disinfectants  should  be  furnished,  if  necessary,  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University.  We  regard  this  as  very  important  to  the 
future  health  of  this  locality 
The  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolution- 
Resolved  (31),  That  the  University  Proctor  is  authorized  to  inspect 
the  prices  of  the  Halls  and  those  of  the  Grammar-School  once  in  every 
week,  and  to  see  that  they  are  kept  clean  and  in  good  order. 

And  in  case  of  wilful  disorder  on  the  part  of  any  boy  or  youth  or  of 
difficulty  from  neglect  of  servants-he  will  report  the  same  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  who  is  requested  to  enforce  the  necessary  discipline.

The  Bishop  of  Louisiana  offered  the  following  which  was 
adopted. 

Resolved  {32),  That  a  Committee  of  two  be  raised  to  consider  the 
matter  of  students  fees  and  charges  at  the  University-tb  collect  in- 
formation concerning  such  charges  at  other  institutions  of  similar 
character— and  to  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in   1882 
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The  Chair  appointed  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  as  such 
Committee. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  offered  the  following  which 
was  adopted. 

Resolved  (33),  That  a  Committee  of  three,  to  include  the  Chancellor 
be  appointed  to  invite  the  Rev.  Dr.  Potter  of  Grace  Church,  New  York, 
to  preach  the  next  Commencement  Sermon  or,  in  case  of  failure  to 
secure  him,  to  procure  some  other  preacher.  Also  that  said  Commit- 
tee be  authorized  to  invite  a  Commencement  Orator. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  and 
Louisiana  to  serve  on  said  Committee. 

Upon  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  a.  m. 
to-morrow. 


SIXTH  DAY. 


Friday,  August  5,  1881. 

The  Board  met  and  was  opened  as  usual  by  the  Chancel- 
lor. 

Present  same  as  yesterday. 

The  Bishop  of  Louisana  moved  the  following,  which  was 
adopted. 

Resolved  (31)  That  Dr.  Albert  Shaffcer  (formerly  of  Berne,  Switzer- 
land, and  at  this  time  Professor  Honorarius  of  French  Literature  in  the 
University  of  Berne)  be  and  is  hereby  elected  Honorary  Professor  of 
French.German,  and  Italian  Literatures  in  the  University  of  the  South. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organization. 
Mr.  Miles  presented  and  read  the  following. 

REPORT  OF  IRE  COMMITTEE  OX  BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  to  whom  was  referred  por- 
tions of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  Report,  the  memorial  of  Charles  Richard- 
son, and  so  much  of  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  as  relates 
to  the  subject  of  the  repairs  of  the  Buildings  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment, applications  of  Genl.  E.  XirbySmith.  and  of  St.  Paul's   Church, 
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respectfully  report :— that  they  have  given  to  the  important  matters 
referred  to  them  as  careful  consideration  as  is  possible  in  the  short  time 
afforded  for  their  work,  and  submit  the  following  suggestions  and 
recommendations  : 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  action  of  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor in  relation  to  the  allowance  of  the  expenditure  by  Professor  John 
McCrady  of  two  hundred  dollars  in  repairs  upon  "Otey  Hall"  was 
proper,  and  they  recommend  that  his  action  be  approved. 

The  Committee  consider  the  arrangement  made  by  the  Viee-Chancel- 
lor  as  to  the  rent  and  repairs  of  "Tremlet  Hall,"  for  the  interest  of  the 
University,  and  recommend  that  his  action  be  approved.  They  advise 
that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  require  the  tenant  to  make 
all  such  repairs  as  in  his  judgment  are  necessary. 

The  Committee  regard  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chan  -ellnr  in  expending 
upon  "  St.  Luke's  Hall"  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  was 
authorized  by  the  Board,  as  justified  by  the  necessities  of  the  case,  and 
recommend  that  such  action  be  confirmed. 

In  relation  to  the  contract  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  Messrs. 
Shetter  &  Bork  for  the  stripping  of  tan  bark  from  the  chestnut  oaks 
upon  the  University  lands,  and  the  sawing  of  timber  and  cross  ties,  the 
committee,  are  of  opinion  that  the  authority  of  the  Vice- Chancellor,  as 
expressed  in  the  Resolution  of  this  Board  adopted  on  August  5th,  1879 
(Proceedings  of  1879,  page  26)  "to  take  charge  of  the  general  business 
affairs  of  the  University,  including  control  of  the  finances,  and  the 
domain  and  leases  (embracing  all  the  functions  of  Treasurer  and  Com- 
missioner of  Buildings  and  Lands)"  etc.,  does  not  embrace  the  right  to 
make  such  a  contract  in  relation  to  the  timber  upon  the  University  do- 
main. The  powers  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  as  de- 
fined in  the  XVIII.  "Statute  of  the  University  of  the  South"  did  not, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  authorize  him  to  make  such  a  contract. 
In  1877  (Proceedings,  p.  28)  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands 
stated  that  they  felt  "it  their  duty  to  report  to  the  Board  that  in  their 
opinion  no  policy  which  contemplates  or  sanctions  the  cutting  down 
and  laying  waste  our  forest  trees  should  be  approved,  and  that  any 
forester,  or  any  other  person,  who  should  go  beyond  the  cuttiDg  down 
of  dead  trees,  and  the  cutting  up  of  logs  on  the  ground,  should  be  im- 
mediately deprived  of  his  contract."  And  the  Board  thereupon 
resolved  (Proceedings  of  1877  p.  30)  "That  cutting  wood  in  our  forests 
should  be  confined  to  the  dead  and  fallen  trees,  and  the  trimming  of 
dead  tops  or  branches." 


Tour  Committee  deem 


it  most  necessary  to  adhere  to  this  policy. 
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The  provisions  of  the  contract  do  not  commend  themselves  to  the 
committee,  as  the  ambignity  and  want  of  explicitness  endanger  the 
interests  of  the  University  tinder  it. 

As  this  contract  was  entered  into  by  the  Vice- Chancellor  in  good 
faith,  both  as  to  his  authority  and  the  benefits  to  accrue  to  the  Uni- 
versity; and  to  avoid  any  litigation  the  committee  recommend  that 
the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  negotiate  with  the 
contractors  for  the  modification  of  the  contract  or  formation  of  a  new 
contract,  by  which  the  contractors  shall  be  restricted  to  sawing  up 
such  trees  only  as  have  been  stripped  of  their  bark.  Also  that  the 
Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  take  such  steps  as 
he  shall  deem  most  efficacious  to  collect  the  amount  due  under  the 
contract,  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  University  and  to  make  such 
compromise  and  settlement  with  the  contractors  as  he  shall  deem  best. 
And  to  better  enable  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  protect  the  University 
domain  from  trespass  and  waste,  the  committee  recommend  that  he 
be  authorized  and  instructed  to  have  such  portions  of  the  lands  as  ho 
may  think  necessary  surveyed  and  the  boundaries  laid  down  and 
marked,  and  to  secure  the  services  of  such  persons  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  aid  him  in  guarding  the  wood  lands  from  trespass  and  depre- 
dation. 

In  relation  to  the  erection  of  a  hotel  at  Sewanee,  the  committee  are 
fully  impressed  with  its  great  importance  and  desirability  at  least,  if 
not  of  its  absolute  necessity.  As  to  this  there  has  been  but  little  dif- 
ference of  opinion;  the  difficulties  have  been  to  attain  this  important 
end  without  endangering  the  control  and  discipline  of  the  University 
authorities,  which  is  essential  to  our  good  order  and  well  being. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Board,  the  chief  objection  urged  to  the 
scheme  was  that  responsible  persons  would  not  undertake  the  erection 
of  a  hotel  unless  they  could  acquire  the  fee  simple  of  the  land.  The 
Board  emphatically  reasserted  its  determination  not  to  part  with  the 
fee  simple,  but  to  invite  proposals  for  a  long  and  liberal  lease,  which 
would  be  almost  equivalent  to  the  fee  simple  to  the  lessee,  but  would 
enable  the  University  to  reserve,  under  proper  covenants,  full  authority 
to  make  such  regulations  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  hotel  as  they  con- 
sider necessary  for  maintaining  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  Uni- 
versity. The  objection  which  the  Vice-Chancellor  states  is  now  urged 
arises  from  the  operation  of  the  law  of  Tennessee,  which  forbids  the 
sale  of  liquor  or  wines  within  four  miles  of  the  University,  and  the  un- 
willingness of  persons  to  erect  a  hotel  subject  to  the  restrictions  of 
this  law. 
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The  Committee  are  not  able  to  obtain  such  information  as  to  the 
provisions  of  the  State  law,  and  of  the  manner  of  obviating  the  diffi- 
culty which  the  Vice-Chancellor  states  has  been  suggested. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  invite  and 
enter  into  negotiations  with  responsible  persons,  for  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  hotel,  at  such  place  as  they  shall  deem  best,  upon  such  terms 
and  under  such  covenants,  provisions  and  conditions  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  and  appropriate  to  promote  the  interests  and  maintain  the 
order  and  discipline  of  the  University. 

The  Committee  approve  of  the  suggestion  of  the  -Vice-Chancellor 
that  the  overflow  or  surplus  water  of  the  springs  should  be  made  a 
source  of  revenue  to  the  University,  and  recommend  that  he  be  author- 
ized to  make  such  arrangements  aud  contracts  with  persons  applying 
for  the  use  of  the  water  as  he  shall  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  the 
University. 

The  Committee  consider  the  request  of  Gen.  Smith  to  be  allowed  to 
erect  a  ram  to  force  up  water  for  the  use  of  his  house,  as  for  the  use  of 
the  ordinary  flow  of  water  other  than  the  overflow  or  surplus,  and  they 
recommend  that  his  application  be  granted  without  payment  of  any 
amount  to  the  University  for  the  use  of  the  water.  Such  permission, 
however,  to  be  subject  to  the  condition  that  it  may  be  revoked  by  the 
Board  if  the  interests  of  the  University  should,  at  any  future  time, 
require  it. 

The  Committee  suggest  that  so  much  of  the  Report  of  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor refers  to  Leases  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Leases; 
and  request  that  this  Committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consid- 
eration of  the  same.     (See  Proceedings  of  1880  p.  29.) 

The  Committee  consider  it  essential  that  the  resolution  adopted  at 
the  last  session  requiring  the  leases,  contracts  and  muniments  of  title 
of  the  University  to  be  copied  into  books  (Resolution  No.  31,  Pro- 
ceedings of  1880  p.  28)  shall  be  carried  out.  And  they  recommend 
that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  employ  such 
clerical  force  as  is  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

The  questions  in  relation  to  the  coal  mines  upon  the  University  lands, 
suggested  by  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  petition  of  Mr.' 
Charles  Richardson,  require  for  their  proper  solution  more  information 
and  special  knowledge  than  your  committee  have,  and  much  more 
time  for  their  consideration  than  it  is  possible  to  give  during  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Board.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the 
whole  subject  of  the  working  of  the  coal  on  the  lauds  of  the  University, 
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and  the  rights  of  the  former  Lessee,  and  the  obligations  of  the  Univer- 
sity to  him,  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Executive 
Committee,  with  power  to  act,  and  to  make  such  arrangements,  and 
enter  into  such  contracts  with  responsible  persons,  and  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  shall  best  protect  and  promote  the  interests  of 
the  University  and  bo  just  and  equitable. 

The  Committee  recommend  a  concurrence  in  the  request  of  St. 
Paul's  parish;  and  suggest  that  the  annual  ground  rent  of  one  dollar, 
reserved  in  the  lease  of  the  lot  occupied  by  the  school  building,  be 
granted  to  and  vested  in  t^e  Yestry  and  "Wardens  of  St.  Paul's  for 
twenty-five  years  for  the  purpose  stated  in  their  memorial. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  this 
report  the  committee  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  loll  owing  resolutions: 

Revolved  (:>."•),  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  relation  to 
the  repairs  upon  Otey  Hall  is  approved. 

Resolved  (3.1),  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chaucellor  in  relation  to 
the  rent  and  repairs  of  Tremlet  Hall  is  approved,  and  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor is  directed  to  require  the  tenant  to  make  such  repairs  as  in  his 
judgment  shall  be  necessary  and  reasonable. 

Resolved  (:S7),  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  making  ex- 
penditures upon  St.  Luke's  Hall  in  excess  of  the  amount  previously 
authorized  by  the  Board  is  approved. 

Resolved  (38),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  authorized  and  instructed 
to  negotiate  with  the  parties  to  the  contract  for  the  sale  and  purchase 
of  tan  bark,  lumber  and  cross-ties  from  the  trees  upon  the  lands  of  the 
University,  for  the  making  of  a  contract  by  which  the  contractors 
shall  be  restricted  to  sawing  up  such  trees  only  as  have  been  already 
cut  down  or  stripped  of  bark.  And  that  he  be  empowered  to  take 
such  steps  as  he  shall,  in  conjunction  with  the  Executive  Committee, 
deem  most  effectual  to  collect  the  amount  now  due  to  the  University, 
to  protect  the  interests  of  the  University,  and  to  make  such  compro- 
mise and  settlement  with  the  contractors  as  he  shall  deem  advisable. 

Also  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  authorized  and  instructed  to  have 
such  portions  of  lands  of  the  University  as  he  may  think  necessary  sur- 
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veyed,  and  the  boundaries  laid  down  and  marked ;  and  to  secure  the 
services  of  such  persons  as  may,be  necessary  to  aid  him  in  guarding 
the  woodlands  from  trespass  and  depredation. 

Resolved  (39),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee are  authorized  and  empowered  to  invite  and  enter  into  nego- 
tiations and  contract  with  responsible  persons  for  the  erection  of  a 
hotel,  at  such  place  as  they  shall  deem  best,  upon  such  terms  and 
under  such  covenants,  provisions  and  conditions,  to  be  inserted  in  the 
lease  for  the  purpose,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  appropriate  to 
promote  and  protect  the  interests  of  the  University  and  maintain  its 
order  and  discipline. 

Resolved  (40),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  authorized  to  make  such 
arrangements  and  contracts  with  persons  who  may  apply  for  the  use 
of  the  overflow  or  surplus  water  from  the  springs  on  the  University 
domain  as  he  shall  deem  best  for  the  interests  of  the  University. 

That  Professor  E.  Kirby  Smith  be  allowed  to  raise  the  water  by  a 
ram  constructed  by  him  for  the  purpose,  for  the  supply  and  use  of  his 
house,  upon  the  condition  that  the  permission  is  subject  to  be  revoked 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  whenever  they  consider  that  the  interests  of 
the  University  require  it. 

Resolved  (41),  That  so  much  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  as  re- 
lates to  the  subject  of  Leases  be  referred  to  the  standing  Committee  on 
Leases,  with  the  earnest  request  that  they  give  the  subject  prompt 
attention. 

That  the  Vioe-Chancellor  is  authorized  to  employ  such  extra  cler- 
ical assistance  as  he  may  find  necessary  to  have  the  muniments  of 
Title  of  the  University  lands  and  the  leases  and  contracts  in  relation 
thereto  properly  copied  and  preserved  as  directed  in  Resolution  No.  31 
(p.  28),  adopted  by  the  Board  in  1880. 

Resolved  (42),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee are  authorized  to  make  such  arrangements  and  enter  into  such 
contracts  with  responsible  persons  for  the  working  of  the  coal  mines 
upon  the  lands  of  the  University,  and  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and 
penalties  as  they  *hall  deem  best  to  protect  and  promote  the  interests 
of  the  University  and  the  convenience  of  the  residents  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  shall  be  just  and  equitable  to  the  late  contractor. 

Resolved  (43),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  authorized  and  required 
to  have  all  necessary  repairs  to  the  buildings  of  the  University  and  for 
the  Academic  Department  made,  and  paid  for  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
University. 
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Resolved  (44),  That  the  ground  rent  of  one  dollar  per  annum, 
reserved  under  the  lease  of  the  lot  occupied  by  the  public  school  build- 
ing, is  hereby  granted  to  and  vested  in  the  Vestry  and  Church  Ward- 
ens of  St.  Paul's  parish,  for  the  term  of  twenty-five  years,  lor  the  pur- 
poses set  forth  in  their  memorial  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  first  four  resolutions  were  adopted  seratim. 

Major  Fairbanks  moved  to  amend  the  41st  resolution  by 
adding  the  following  words  "in  accordance  with  the  regu- 
lations in  reference  to  leases."    The  amendment   was  lost. 

The  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth  resolu- 
tion were  adopted  seratim. 

The  report  and  resolutions  were  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  McNeaL  the  following  was  adopted. 

Resolved  (45),  That  it  is  important  that  the  survey  to  define  our 
boundaries  contemplated  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Bmldmgs 
and  Lands  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  Maj.  lx.  K 
Fairbanks,  a  member  of  this  Board,  and  our  former  Commissioner  of 
Buildings  and  Lands,  be  requested  to  give  such  assistance  to  the  Vice- 
Chancollor  as  he  may  be  able  to  do. 

Dr.  Porter  from  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands 
presented  a  supplementary  report. 

Mr.  Whittle  moved  to  recommit.    Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances  presented 
a  report  on  the  subject  of  the  memorial  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Wilmer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  the  following  substitute  was 
adopted. 

Resolved  (46),  That  in  response  to  the  memorial  of  the  Professors  of 
the  Theological  Department,  the  Trustees  can  give  no  guarantee 
or  securitv  for  the  payment  of  their  salaries,  other  than  the  existing 
arrangement,  as  shown  by  the  proceedings  of  18*8  and  1879,  with  the 
assent  of  the  Professors:-Further,  that  this  Board  at  its  present  ses- 
sion has  taken  such  action  as  is  confidently  believed  will  secure  to  the 
Professors  their  full  salaries,  to-wit:  $1,800;  and  the  Trustees  will  sec 
that  the  amounts  raised  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  the  salaries  ot  the 
Professors  and  incidental  expenses. 
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The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  returned  the 
report  recommitted  to  them  as  follows. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS 


The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  having  now 
brought  to  your  attention  all  matters  submitted  for  their 
consideration,  beg  leave,  in  a  second  report,  to  sug- 
gest, that  in  their  opinion,  the  time  has  come  when  we 
should  be  preparing  for  the  permanent  location  of  the 
Schools  and  Departments  of  this  University— separating 
the  Grammar  School  in  its  location  and  administration 
from  the  University  proper. 

The  Theological  Department  is  now  planted  by  the 
erection  of  St.  Luke's  Hall,  and  around  this  building  will 
grow  up  everything  which  belongs  to  this  branch  of  the 
Unviersity.  It  will  soon  have  its  own  history  and  treas- 
ured associations  from  which  in  the  future  will  come  its 
permanent  establishment.  Let  us  begin  the  same  policy 
with  regard  to  each  and  all  of  the  different  schools  which 
now  exist  and  of  those  which  we  hope  will  be  established 
in  the  future. 

The  site  on  which  each  building  of  the  different  schools 
is  to  be  erected  should  be  selected  and  decided  upon  ;  and 
the  design  of  each  building  should  be  adopted.  These 
designs  should  be  photographed  and  lithographed  for  such 
further  use  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  decide,  and  the 
estimated  cost  of  each  should  be  ascertained  and  stated. 
The  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will 
thus  be  occupied  with  this  definite  object  to  which  they 
are  working.  Pictures  hung  in  the  room  in  which  they 
meet  will  call  upon  them  from  the  walls  to  bring  them 
into  being.  They  would  possibly  and  probably  attract  the 
attention  of  some  friend  or  friends  who  may  help  the 
Board  to  erect  one  or  more  of  them  and  to  endow  the 
Schools  for  which  these  buildings  are  erected.  We  fully 
appreciate  the  paramount  necessity  for  endowments,  but 
we  believe  they  will  come  faster  where  there  are  proper 
buildings  well  located  presented  to  the  eye,  which  will 
give  to  those  who  may  contribute  the  assurance  that  this 
Institution  is  founded   for  all  time.     Many  will  give  large 
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sums  to  assured  results  who  are  not  willing  to  assist  in 
what  they  may  regard  as  an  experiment.  In  the  primitive 
condition  of  all  of  our  University  buildings,  save  St.  Luke's 
Hall  and  the  Hodgson  Library,  there  is  a  look  of  experi- 
ment and  an  advertisment  of  impecuniosity,  and  there 
is  a  lack  of  dignity  which  must  necessarily  impress  the 
minds  of  the  students  unfavorably  while  they  and  their 
surroundings  would  not  attract  the  patronage  of  those 
whose  first  and  great  purpose  in  sending  pupils  and  stu- 
dents here  is  not  the  christian  influences  which  are  with 
many  of  us  the  great  reason  for  the  existence  of  this  Uni- 
versity. To  these  latter  parties  who  have  the  firmest  con- 
viction ot  the  ultimate  success  and  future  prosperity  of  the 
University  these  adjuncts  are  not  needed;  but  the  policy 
we  propose,  in  our  judgment  would  assist  in  widening 
the  circle  of  our  friends  and  patrons. 

We  are  fully  aware  that  a  University  does  not  consist 
of  buildings  and  that  the  most  valuable  work  and  the 
most  profound  teaching  can  be  done  in  a  log  cabin.  So 
we  know  that  God  can  be  worshipped  in  an  open  field, 
but  most  Christians  recognize  the  obligation  that  the 
church  should  be  of  the  most  imposing  character  within 
the  means  of  the  congregation  which  worships  in  it  ;  and 
that  these  externals  are  helps  to  worship  itself.  We  main- 
tain that  the  whole  Church  in  all  this  land  and  the  whole 
country,  through  the  Church,  is  interested  in  the  rapid 
success  of  this  enterprise.  And  we  should  so  formulate 
our  plans  with  regard  to  the  ability  of  this  great  Church 
and  the  means  in  its  possession  as  to  be  commensurate 
with  the  same.  The  heart  and  the  purse  of  the  Church 
has  not  yet  been  reached.  Let  us  adopt  every  method  in 
our  power  to  inform  the  public  mind,  and  with  our  knowl- 
edge of  the  trust  committed  to  our  keeping.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  that  both  the  heart  and  the  purse  will  be 
opened  when  men  and  women  are  convinced  of  the  utility 
and  the  necessity  for  this  Institution. 

With  the  designs  and  the  probable  cost  of  each  building 
in  the  possession  of  each  Trustee,  and  in  the  hands  of  such 
agent  or  agents  as  may  be  entrusted  with  the  work,  and 
by  circulation  through  the  mails,  we  do  not  know  at  what 
moment  some  person  or  persons  may  be  found,  who,  like 
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the  estimable  lady  who  selected  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment, and  our  Vice-Chancellor  to  whom  we  owe  our 
Library  building,  may  desire  to  erect  some  building  as  a 
memorial,  and  call  it  after  the  name  of  some  loved  one 
whom  they  may  wish  to  commemorate.  We  are  aware 
of  the  great  work  done  by  Bishop  Hopkins  and  it  may  be 
that  all  that  relates  to  the  location  of  buildings  has  been 
already  done  satisfactorily,  but  it  is,  in  its  present  shape, 
inaccessible  to  the  general  public;  and,  in  order  that  this 
whole  subject  may  be  carefully  and  thoughtfully  consid- 
ered, we  would  recommend  the  election  of  a  commission 
of  four  persons  who  shall  serve  for  one  year  and  to  whom 
instructions  shall  be  given  to  have  prepared  by  a  compe- 
tent architect  the  designs  for  the  Grammar  School  and  all 
its  adjuncts,  and  the  prominent  building  or  buildings  for 
the  use  of  the  Schools  of  the  University  now  in  operation, 
with  the  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  same.  The  result  of 
their  labors  to  be  reported  to  this  Board  at  its  next  meet- 
ing. The  commission  to  bring  before  the  Board,  in  an 
accessible  form,  the  sites  already  selected  or  which  they 
propose  shall  be  selected  for  the  erection  of  these  buildings. 
They  shall  also  devise  some  scheme  or  plan,  which  in  then- 
mature  judgment  mav  seem  most  feasible  to  put  then- 
suggestions  into  effect— it  being  distinctly  understood  that 
no  one  will  consent  to  his  election  by  this  Board  who  does 
not  purpose  and  who  will  not  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to 
discharge  the  duties  here  entrusted  to  them.  We  recom- 
mend that  if  the  full  amount  needed  cannot  be  raised  by 
subscription  to  have  these  designs  furnished,  lithographed 
and   photographed,  then   the  Treasurer  is   authorized   to 

place  mortgage  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $ in  the  hands 

of  the  commission,  who  may  dispose  of  so  many  of  them 
as  will  provide  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  for  the  same. 
The  unused  bonds,  if  any,  to  be  returned  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  University;  and  the  first  money  received  from  any 
source,  not  specified,  to  be  used  for  the  restoration  of  the 
fund  borrowed  for  this  purpose. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved  (47),  That  a  Comrnission,  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  three  others  to  be  elected  by  the  Board,  is  hereby  constituted. 
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whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  the  subject  of  the  location  and  con- 
struction of  the  permanent  buildings  of  the  University  and  Grammar 
School  to  procure  suitable  plans,  designs  and  estimates  for  the  said 
buildings  and  improvements,  subject  to  the  provisions  set  forth  in  the 
resolution  next  following.  And  said  Commission  shall  submit  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board  a  full  report  of  their  action,  views  and  sug- 
gestions, as  to  the  best  methods  of  carrying  the  same  into  speedy 
effect. 

Resolved  (48),  That  the  Commission  shall  incur  no  expense  beyond 
the  amount  which  they  shall  have  first  secured  for  the  purpose  by  vol- 
untary subscriptions. 

Resolved  (49),  That  the  Commission  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  va- 
cancy which  may  occur  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

Cox,  Col.  Whittle,  and  Mr.  Rucker  to  absent  themselves 
from  the  Board  after  this  day. 

The  Board  took  a  recess  till  4  o'clock  p.  m.

Resolved  (51),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  deeply  regret  the  loss  to 
the  University  of  the  valuable  services  of  so  able  and  distinguished  a 
scholar  as  Professor  Tallichet.

Tour  special  Committee  appointed  to  have  the  Bonds  set  aside  for 
Theological  Endowment  and  Endowment  of  Professorships  properly 
endorsed,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  said  endorsements 
made  on  each  Bond  as  instructed  by  the  Board,  and  the  same  are  now 
in  the  custody  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Sanitary  Measures. 

Tour  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  respectfully  reports  that  it 
finds  no  cause  for  change  in  the  sanitary  system  of  the  University. 

The  Committee  has  examined  the  annual  report  of  the  Health  Offi- 
cer and  finds  that  the  health  of  the  students  has  been  remarkably  good 
for  the  past  year. 

The  report  shows  only  two  cases  of  a  serious  nature,  one  of  pneu- 
monia and  one  of  concussion,  and  both  of  these  resulted  favorably. 
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Your  Committee  would  most  earnestly  recommend  the  Statistical 
Report  of  the  Health  Officer  as  the  be*t  guarantee,  in  this  respect,  for 
the  favorable  consideration  of  the  claims  of  the  University  to  the  pat- 
ronage of  parents  and  guardians,  and  especially  those  residing  in  low, 
malarial  districts.

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The  Commmittee  on  Organization  presented  a  report  re- 
garding Church  Instruction  and  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted: 

Resolved  (61),  That  the  attention  of  the  rice-Chancellor  is  called  to 
the  need  for  more  thorough  religious  instruction.  That  it  is  deemed 
important  that  there  should  be  more  than  one  class  in  the  School  of 
Moral  Science  and  Evidences  of  Christianity.  That  the  Apostles' 
Creed  should  be  made  the  basis  of  some  definite  religious  teaching- 
and  that  some  work  like  Palmer's  Church  History,  or  Outts'  Turning 
Points  of  Church  History,  should  be  among  the  text  books  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Resolved  (62),  That  all  students  who  are  studying  Greek  in  the 
Academic  Department  should  recite  in  the  Greek  Testament  on  Mon- 
day mornings  throughout  each  term. 

The  Committee  on  Organization  reported  further  regard- 
ing compensation  to  Professors.  Mr.  McNeal  moved  that 
the  report  be  laid  on  the  table  until  to-morrow  morning,  to 
afford  time  to  the  Committee  to  consult  concerning  changes 


The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved  (03),  That  the  receipts  of  the  Theological  Department  shall 
be  added  to  the  funds  of  the  Academic  Department  derived  from 
tmtions  and  fees,  and  that  all  salaries  shall  be  paid  from  such  united 
funds. 

After  discussion  Dr.  Porter  withdrew  his  resolution,  and 
the  motion  of  Mr,  McNeal  prevailed. 

The  Board  then  determined  to  proceed  with  the  election 
of  Professors  and  other  officers  of  the  University,  which 
were  held  by  ballot,  and  resulted  as  follows: 

Mr.  B.  Lawton  Wiggins  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  An- 
cient Languages  and  Literature. 

Eev.  Thos.  F.  Gailor  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Ecclesi- 
astical History  and  Church  Polity. 

Mr.  John  W.  Weber  was  elected  Head  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted :

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute  in  relation 
to  the  death  of  Professor  John  McCrady  reported  as 
follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute  in  reference  to  the 
death  of  Professor  McCrady,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : 


The  University  has  suffered  a  grievous  loss  in  the  death  of  the  late 
Professor  John  McCrady,  and  the  loss  is  deeply  felt.  His  remarkable 
attainments  and  exalted  character  would  have  made  him  eminent  in 
any  quarter  where  nobleness  and  scholarship  are  honored ;  but  here, 
where  his  great  gifts  of  mind  and  heart  were  so  freely  and  generously 
bestowed,  he  was  not  only  eminent  but  beloved. 
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Pure  in  his  life,  brilliant  in  his  genius,  zealous  in  his  work  and  faith- 
ful in  all  things,  he  was  a  tower  of  strength  to  the  University  which 
now  stands  bereaved  and  sorrowing  by  his  grave.

The  Chancellor  appointed  as  a  committee  of  five  on  the 
subject  of  a  Change  of  Name  of  the  University,  to  report  at 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  following,  viz: 
The  Et.  Eev.  the  Bishop  of  Texas;  the  Bt.  Bev.  the  Bishop 
of  Florida;  the  Eev.  Dr.  Wilmer,  and  Messrs.  Whittle  and 
McNeal. 

The  Committee  on  Boarding  Houses  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Board  and  Boarding  Houses  respectfully  report : 
That,  in  prosecuting  their  inquiries  respecting  the  matters  committed 
to  them,  they  have  been  gratified  at  finding  the  satisfactory  condition 
of  the  Boarding  Houses  generally,  in  all  particulars  pertaining  to  them 
as  such.  The  tables  are  reputed  to  be  good ;  they  are  not  over- 
crowded ;  the  students,  as  a  universal  rule,  occupy  single  beds;  and, 
though  in  a  few  cases  some  are  disposed  to  neglect  their  studies  and 
overstep  the  bounds  of  order  and  discipline,  the  conduct  of  the  stu- 
dents generally,  as  we  are  informed  by  the  Proctor,  has  not  for  years 
been  so  unexceptionable  as  it  was  during  the  last  term. 

The  condition  of  some  of  the  privies  is  the  only  matter  we  have  found 
to  animadvert  upon  with  censure.  On  speaking  with  the  Vice-Chan- 
oellor  on  this  subject  he  informed  us  that  they  were  some  time  ago  put 
in  complete  order  with  comfortable  wooden  seats,  but  that  the  stu- 
dents have  wantonly  destroyed  them,  leaving  nothing  but  the  upright 
front  of  the  seats  and  .side  walls,  which  are  too  strongly  constructed  of 
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stone  to  be  destroyed  without  much  labor.  This  statement  refers  to 
the  public  prices  and  not  to  those  attached  to  Boarding  Houses

The  Chairman  appointed  as  the  Committee  recommended 
by  the  Committee  on  Organization,  in  their  second  report 
(see  res.  45.)  regarding  the  discipline  of  the  Grammar 
School,  the  following:  The  Kt.  Kev.  the  Bishop  of  Alabama, 
Dr.  Porter  and  Mr.  Miles. 
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Upon  motion  the  resolutions  of  Mr.  McNeal  (75,  76)  were 
taken  from  the  table,  debated  and  passed. 

Mr.  McBeo  was  excused  by  the  Chair  from  further  at- 
tendance. 

The  following  resolution  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of 
Alabama  was  carried  : 

Resolved  (79),  That  the  resolutions  (75,  76)  of  Mr.  McNeal  be 
adopted  as  the  action  of  this  Board. 

The  resolution  (26)  offered  by  the  Committee  on  Organ- 
ization, regarding  beneficiary  students,  was,  upon  motion 
of  Dr.  Dalzell,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  addressed  the 
Board  upon  the  question  of  Money  Support  from  the  dio- 
ceses for  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University. 
Upon  this  subject  he  was  followed  by  the  Bishop  of  Florida, 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Bishop  of  Alabama,  Dr.  Por- 
ter, of  South  Carolina,  and  others. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  called  his  resolu- 
tion (78),  concerning  the  title  of  Proctor,  from  the  table, 
and  moved  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
for  their  consideration,-  which  was  done. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  offered  the 
following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted : 

Resolved  (80),  That  the  venerable  Chancellor  be  requested  to  invite 
the  Kt.  Rev.  Samuel  S.  Harris,  D.  D.,  the  Bishop  of  Michigan,  to 
deliver  the  Sermon  at  the  Commencement  of  1883. 

Resolved  (81),  That  the  venerable  Chancellor  be  requested  to  invite 
the  Hon.  H.  R.  Jackson,  of  Georgia,  to  deliver  the  next  Commence- 
ment Oration. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted. 

Resolved  (82),  That  in  ease  the  income  of  the  Acadomio  Department 
exceed  the  amount  of  the  expenses  and  the  salary  list  thereof,  as 
shown  in  the  amended  schedule  adopted  by  this  Board,  then  the  ex- 
cess shall  be  applied  to  the  two  salaries  in  said  list  which  are  subject 
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to  scale  until  they  reach  $1,800  each,  and  to  no  others  ;  and  if  there  be 
still  a  surplus  it  shall  go  into  the  University  Treasury. 

Mr.  Miles  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted. 

Resolved  (83),  That  for  the  performance  of  the  duty  of  collecting  and 
disbursing  the  tuition  fees  and  dues  of  the  students  of  the  University 
and  pupils  of  the  Grammar  School,  directed  in  resolution  No.  27  of  the 
first  report  of  the  Committee  on  Organization,  the  Vice-Chancellor 
shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between 
the  Hebdomadal  Board  and  himself. 

The  Et.  Eev.  the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  on  behalf 
of  the  author,  presented  to  the  Board  for  the  University 
Library,  a  book  entitled  "Sketch  Book  of  the  American 
Episcopate,"  by  the  Eev.  Hermon  Griswold  Batterson,  D.  D., 
Nov.  13,  1879. 

The  Et.  Eev.  the  Bishop  of  Texas  offered  the  following, 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved  (84)  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  returned  to  the  Sec- 
retary for  the  very  efficient  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  Board  then  transferred  their  sitting  to  St.  August- 
ine's Chapel,  where  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  was 
formally  conferred  upon  the  Eev.  Edmund  D.  Cooper,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Long  Island,  and,  after  devotions,  was  pro- 
nounced by  the  Chancellor  adjourned  sine  die. 
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Resolved  (85),  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  all  the 
students  of  the  University  must  board  in  houses  where  no  Grammar 
School  boys  can  be  taken,  and  all  Grammar  School  boys  must  be 
boarded  in  houses  where  no  University  students  can  be  taken. 

Resolved  (8G),  That  on  and  after  the  first  of  September  no  persons 
taking  University  students  to  board  will  be  permitted  to  take  any  other 
boarders. 

Resolved  (87),  That  hereafter  all  applications  for  admission  into  the 
University  or  into  the  Grammar  School  must  be  made  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  and  assigned  by  him  into  the  one  department  or  the  other, 
as  the  case  may  be.  In  the  case  of  students  in  the  University,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  see  that  the  student  is  pursuing  at 
least  the  number  of  studies  prescribed  by  the  Statutes.  Should  a  stu- 
dent be  found  incompetent  to  pursue  the  branches  of  study  he  has 
selected,  either  from  lack  of  preparation  or  from  mental  incapacity, 
the  fact  must  be  reported  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  by  the  Professor 
who  decides  upon  this  disqualification,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall 
transfer  said  person  to  the  Grammar  School,  if  he  elects  to  remain  at 
this  institution. 

Resolved  (88),  That  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  students  of  the  University  shall  be  made  by  the  Faculty  of  the 
University,  and  all  questions  of  discipline  shall  be  decided  by  them, 
the  Vice-Chancellor  being  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  the  executive  of- 
ficer of  the  same. 

Resolved  (89),  That  the  discipline  of  the  Grammar  School  shall  be 
absolutely  under  the  Head  Master  of  the  same;  all  questions  involving 
suspension  to  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  upon  whom  the 
responsibility  of  decision  rests;  questions  of  expulsion  being  reserved 
for  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  pupils  in  said  school  shall  be  subject 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  outside  of  the  school-room  as  the  Head 
Master  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  adopt:  said  rules  to  be  rednced 
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to  writing,  and  not  to  be  changed  without  due  consideration  on  the 
part  of  the  said  Head  Master  and  Vice- Chancellor,  and  after  due  notice 
given  in  writing  to  the  pupils. 

Resolced  (90),  That  reports  from  the  Faculty  of  the  University  and 
from  the  Head  Master  and  Vice- Chancellor  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
University  and  the  Grammar  Sohool  be  made  to  this  Board  of  Trustees 
at  its  annual  meeting.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Health  Re- 
port for  the  year  1881-2.  The  cases  treated  are  classified  according  to 
time  aud  cause  in  the  subjoined  table:

From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  102  cases  have  needed  medical 
attention.  Of  these  cases  37  are  classed  under  Tonsillitis,  or  sore 
throat.  Most  of  these  were  mild  in  form,  a  few  were  severe  but  none 
serious.  Twenty-two  of  these  cases  of  Tonsillitis  occurred  in  Novem- 
ber, 1881,  raising  the  total  cases  of  that  month  to  31,  and  making  No- 
vember, usually  the  healthiest  month  in  the  year,  stand  first  in  the 
number  of  its  cases.  The  23  cases  of  Bronchitis  were  all  mild.  The 
18  cases  of  Diarrhrca  were  of  short  duration,  yielding  readily  to  simple 
treatment.  The  12  cases  of  Intermittent  Fever  were  reappearances  of 
the  disease  in  patients  from  malarial  sections.  The  remaining  cases 
classed  under  Ephemeral  Fever,  Laryngitis,  Neuralgia,  Asthma,  Dys- 
entery and  Pneumonia  present  nothing  of  interest.  One  of  the  cases 
of  Pneumonia  was  severe,  but  resulted  favorably. 

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  102  cases  reported  60  cases  fall  under  the 
two  heads  of  Bronchitis  and  Tonsillitis,  a  fact  that  clearly  exhibits  the 
simple  forms  under  which  the  majority  of  cases  occur. 

WATER  SUPPLT. 

During  the  past  year  some  examinations  have  been  made  of  the 
drinking  water  of  the  mountain.  These  waters  are  drawn  from  two 
sources:  First,  the  natural  springs;  second,  from  shallow  wells. 
While  the  waters  from  these  two  sources  are  derived  from  the  same 
sandstone  rock,  yet  the  conditions  of  their  accumulation  are  essentially 
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different.  The  natural  springs  draw  their  supply  from  unknown  and 
probably  remote  reservoirs,  as  the  quantity  of  their  overflow  is  unaf- 
fected by  drought.  That  the  reservoirs  are  remote  seems  to  be  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  chemical  examination  shows  these  waters  to  be 
free  from  such  impurities  as  result  from  soil  contamination.  The  well 
waters,  on  the  other  hand,  drawn  from  weUs  of  25  to  33  feet  depth 
show  the  existence  in  them  of  such  impurities  as  accumulate  in  the 
soil  around  dwelling  houses. 

The  impurities  chiefly  relied  upon  to  determine  the  fitness  or  unfit- 
ness of  water  for  drinking  purposes  are  chlorine  and  ammonia.  As 
chlorine  is  one  of  the  chief  elements  excreted  in  urine,  and  is  not  pres- 
ent, save  in  small  quantities,  in  pure  water;  its  presence  in  amounts 
greater  than  one  grain  in  100,000  grains  of  water  is  regarded  as  an  evi- 
dence that  the  water  has  been  polluted.  Ammonia  is  also  one  of  the 
ultimate  results  of  the  decomposition  of  animal  matters,  and  like  chlo- 
rine constitutes  a  large  per  centum  of  the  substances  excreted  by  the 
kidneys;  its  presence,  therefore,  in  excess  is  indicative  of  pollution. 
The  subjoined  data,  takeu  from  the  report  of  the  "Rivers  Pollution 
Commission"  of  Great  Britain,  are  given  in  order  that  a  standard  of 
comparison  may  be  had  for  our  spring  water.  These  data  represent 
the  average  taken  from  the  analysis  of  the  water  of  198  springs.  The 
numbers  represent  parts  in  100,000  of  water: 

Organic  Nitrogen,  0.013.  Ammonia,  0.001.  Chlorine,  2.49. 
An  analysis  of  the  Tremlett  spring  water  gives  in  100,000  parts  of 
water:  Organic  Nitrogen,  0.0053  parts;  Ammonia,  0.00054  parts; 
Chlorine.  0.98  parts.  It  is  thus  seen  that  in  spite  of  the,  proximity  to 
the  outlet  of  the  spring  of  a  large  dwelling  house  with  its  necessary 
soil  pollution,  the  waters  remain  practically  pure,  giving  evidence  that 
the  waters  are  drawn,  not  from  the  immdeiate  neighborhood  of  the 
outlet,  but  from  a  point  remote  from  dwelling  houses.  With  the  wells 
on  the  other  hand  the  case  is  different.  They  are  practically  local  res- 
ervoirs for  the  drainage  of  the  surrounding  soil,  and  being  shallow 
must  in  time  become  affected  by  the  unavoidable  accumulations  of 
refuse  matter  in  the  earth  about  them.  No  accurate  analysis  has 
been  made  of  any  of  these  waters,  but  a  preliminary  analysis  has 
shown  in  some  cases  the  presence  of  chlorine  in  excess. 

In  regard  to  the  impurities  spoken  of— chlorine  and  ammonia— it  is 
well  to  explain  that  they  are  not  in  themselves  dangerous  to  health 
unless  in  excessive  quantities.  The  danger  of  their  presence  in  small 
quantities  consists  in  the  fact  that  they  afford,  with  such  other  im- 
purities as  usually  accompany  them,  the  conditions  necessary  for  the 
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development  and  growth  in  the  waters  of  fungoid  organisms,  now  re- 
garded as  the  probahle  causes  of  many  diseases.  Against  the  develop- 
ment and  growth  of  these  forms  of  life  our  waters  are  in  a  great  meas- 
ure protected  by  their  low  temperature,  so  that  impurities  that  would 
render  warmer  waters  unfit  for  use  may  to  a  certain  extent  be  toler- 
ated in  the  mountain  waters  with  their  temperature  of  56°  F. 

"With  this  safeguard,  however,  too  great  care  cannot  be  exercised  by 
householders  in  preventing  soil  contamination  in  the  neighborhood  of 
their  wells,  for  it  requires  but  a  few  years  to  render  the  waters  of  shal- 
low wells  unfit  for  use  from  simple  excess  of  impurities. 

Volumetric  analyses  of  the  chalybeate  waters  of  two  springs  on  the 
domain  have  given  the  following  results. 

In  the  "Far  Chalybeate"  spring  was  found  1.73  grs.  of  Ferrous  Car- 
bonate per  gallon  of  water. 

In  the  chalybeate  spring  below  "Green's  Spring"  was  found,  1.49 
grs.  of  Ferrous  Carbonate  per  gallon  of  water. 

These  small  quantities  are  quite  sufficient  to  render  these  waters  val- 
uable as  medicinal  agents. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved  (13),  That  all  dues  to  this  University  must  be  paid  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  who  will  pay  to  each  professor  the  amount  of  salary 
due  to  him,  according  to  the  scale  agreed  upon  by  the  Faculty;  to  be 
derived  from  the  Tuition  account  as  that  fund  will  warrant.  Provided 
in  each  case  that  the  salary  for  the  current  year  does  not  exceed  $1800. 
The  Vice-Chancellor  will  pay  all  dues  to  boarding  houses. 

Resolved  (14),  That  the  sum  of dollars  be  placed  at  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  disposal  to  pay  for  such  clerical  aid  as  he  may  need  to 
carry  out  these  financial  duties. 

Upon  motion  these  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

The  Secretary  read  a  memorial  from  a  committee  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Organization.  Also  a  memorial  from  the  Rev.  Prof.  Geo. 
T.  Wilmer,  D.  D.,  in  regard  to  the  proposition  of  Prof.  E. 
KirDy  Smith  presented  to  the  Board  yesterday,  which  was 
referred  to  the  same  committee.  Also  a  proposition  from 
Prof.  Wilmer  to  extend  his  own  professorial  labors,  which 
was  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

There  being  a  vacancy  in  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Statutes,  owing  to  the  absence  of  Mr.  L.  N.  Whittle,  of 
Georgia,  the  Chair  appointed  Mr.  S.  McBee,  of  North  Caro- 
lina, to  fill  that  vacancy. 

There  being  a  vacancy  in  the  Committee  on  University 
Organization,  Mr.  C.  R.  Miles,  of  South  Carolina,  was  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  Chair  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Et.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  presented  a  commu- 
nication from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fontaine,  of  Louisiana,  whicli 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organization. 

Upon  motion  the  Board  took  a  recess  until  5  o'clock  this 
afternoon. 


Wednesday,  5  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Board  reassembled;  a  quorum  was  found  to  be  pres- 
ent. An  invitation  was  presented  to  the  Board  requesting 
their  attendance  at  the  Commencement  Hop. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  a  re- 
port calling  attention  to  matters  referred  to  committees 
in  1881. 

The  Committee  appointed  in  1881  to  consider  the  matter 
of  students'  fees  and  charges  at  the  University  and  to  col- 
lect information  concerning  such  charges  at  other  institu- 
tions (Journal  1881,  p.  30,  res.  32)  reported  and  offered  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved  (15),  That  the  expenses  of  students  of  the  University  and 
pupils  of  the  Grammar  School  should  be  reduced  in  amount  if  possible. 
[For  text  of  above  report  see  Record  of  Proceedings,  1882.] 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reported  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OX  FINANCE. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report  that  they  have  exam- 
ined the  various  matters  and  reports  with  accompanying  vouchers  sub- 
mitted to  them. 

For  the  past  year  the  receipts  in  the  Theological  Department  have 
only  amounted  to  $2,950.02.  On  the  other  hand  their  expense  account 
has  amounted  to  $93.73  leaving  the  sum  of  $2,85(5.29  for  the  salaries  in 
said  Department.  But  from  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  that  Depart- 
ment and  the  account  of  Dr.  Patterson  filed  therewith  it  seems  that 
there  are  claims  against  said  department  as  follows,  to  wit :

This  would   leave  only  the  amount  of  $2,718.53  as  regular  income 
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and  even  in  this  amount  are  included  individual  offerings  and  certain 
small  items  that  really  belong  to  collections  from  old  Assets. 

We  have  three  sources  of  income  at  present.  One  which  is  fixed  and 
can  be  relied  on,  to  wit:  From  Rents  (and  from  Royalty  on  Coal,  if 
the  mining  privileges  be  continued);  second,  from  our  old  Assets  yet 
unexhausted;     third,    from    accidental    sources,    such    as  individual 


From  the  first  source  a  safe  estimate  for  the  next  year  would  not  be 
over  $2,000.  From  the  second  source  it  may  be  assumed  that  what  is 
collectable  at  all  can  by  effort  be  realized  during  the  next  year,  and 
previous  reports  from  this  Committee  show  but  little  can  be  expected 
from  it. 

From  the  third  source  we  can  only  judge  by  the  past,  and  though  it 
may  be  called  a  very  uncertain  and  unretiable  income,  yet  there  have 
always  been  some  voluntary  offerings  and  we  may  reasonably  expect 
something  from  it. 

With  the  possibilities  of  the  last  two  sources  of  income  your  Com- 
mittee believe  that  the  Treasurer  in  his  tables  presented  to  the  Board 
has  not  over  estimated  the  income  for  the  next  year,  which  he  puts  at 
$3,062.50  and  that  we  will  be  able  to  meet  the  interest  on  our  debt 
and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  corporation,  amounting,  as  estimated 
by  him,  to  the  sum  of  $3,033.25. 

After  next  year,  however,  if  the  income  from  old  Assets  has  been 
exhausted,  as  matters  now  appear  we  will  be  confronted  with  the  fact 
that  our  obligations  and  expenses  will  exceed  our  income. 

The  expense  account  last  year  largely  exceeded  the  estimates  made 
by  the  Treasurer  and  Vice-Chancellor,  but  his  report  satisfactorily  ex- 
plains the  reasons  for  the  same,  and  your  Committee  are  satisfied  the 
expenditures  were  necessary  and  judicious;  as  the  condition  of  the  Uni- 
versity buildings  and  grounds  absolutely  required  the  work  to  be  done, 
and  this  Board  had  directly  authorized  their  being  put  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Tour  Committee,  however,  call  attention  to  the  very  important  fact 
that  while  the  debt  has  been  reduced  over  $3,000,  as  shown  by  Treas- 
urer's Report  and  Tables,  yet  had  it  not  been  for  these  collections 
from  old  assets  and  extraordinary  sources  of  income  it  would  on  the 
contrary  have  been  increased  at  least  $1,50(1. 

Our  present  indebtedness  (that  is  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year,  1882, 
June  30)  is  now  represented  entirely  by  our  Bonds  outstanding,  except 
the  unadjusted  claim  of  Hyatt,  McBurney  &  Co.  This  indebtedness 
amounts  to  $33,500,  of  which  amount,  however,  the  sum  of  $7,500  is 
represented  by  reserved  Bonds  under  onr  own  control,  to  wit:  $5,300 
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belonging  to  Theological  Department,  and  $2,200  to  the  fund  for  En- 
dowment of  Professorships,  making  our  proper  indebtedness  to  the  out- 
side world  the  sum  of  $26,000. 

Tour  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  all  of  our  old  assets  should  be 
overhauled  and  examined  and  a  vigorous  effort  made  to  collect,  com- 
promise or  finally  dispose  of  them  dnring  the  next  year,  as  they  have 
so  often  served  to  mislead. 

In  regard  to  the  chancery  suits  for  rent  referred  to  in  report  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  attention  to  their 
great  importance,  not  on  account  of  the  amount  involved  in  them,  bat 
because  they  are  our  first  suits  for  enforcement  of  delinquent  rents;  and 
any  inattention  or  want  of  care  in  their  management  might  result  in 
serious  injury  hereafter. 

A  resolution  is  appended  marked  A.  Resolutions  marked  B.  and 
C.  are  also  appended  in  regard  to  our  old  assets  and  the  Philadelphia 
Legacy  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Vice- Chancellor. 

Your  Committee  consider  these  necessary  for  the  same  reasons  that 
governed  the  action  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  the  same  subjects  last 
year. 

Your  Committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that,  for  the  proper  informa- 
tiou  of  the  Board,  of  the  local  authorities  of  the  University,  and  of  the 
public  interested  therein,  as  well  as  for  the  permanent  well-being  of  all 
the  complicated  business  interests  of  the  University  of  the  South 
as  a  corporation,  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  should  be  printed  and 
furnished  as  early  as  may  be  to  all  concerned,  and  a  resolution  is  here- 
to appended  marked  D. 

It  is  not  now  necessary  for  your  Committee  to  elaborate  or  give 
reasons  for  this,  for  it  has  heretofore  been  repeatedly  discussed  in  this 
Board,  and  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings 
is  a  necessarv  expense. 

In  regard  to  the  memorial  of  Mrs.  Van  Vleck,  your  Committee  have 
no  action  to  recommend. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  Free  Students  submitted  to  them,  your 
Committee  cannot  act  intelligently  without  full  consultation  with  the 
Academic  organization,  which  has  not  yet  been  determined,  and  there- 
fore recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Or- 
ganization. Alex.  Gregg,  Churn. 

Resolved  (16,  A),  That  in  the  matter  of  suits  for  rent  now  pending 
in  the  Chancery  Court  at  "Winchester,  the  Vice- Chancellor  be  instructed 
to  give  them  the  closest  attention  and  to  secure  all  necessary  counsel 
to  that  end. 

Resolved  (17,  B),  That  the  Treasurer,  under  authority  heretofore 
given  as  to  all  old  assets  of  the  University,  be  directed  to  press  their 
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settlement  by  collection  or  compromise  during  the  next  year — that  he 
have  made  out  a  full  list  of  said  claims  and  carefully  investigate  then- 
character  and  value  during  the  ensuing  year  and  report  fully  upon 
them  to  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting;  appending  to  his  report  a  full 
list  thereof,  showing  names,  location,  amounts,  dates  and  condition 
and  character  of  the  same. 

Resolved  (18,  C),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  make  inquiry  and  ascer- 
tain the  conditions  of  the  Philadelphia  bequest  referred  to  in  his  finan- 
cial tables,  and  report  to  next  meeting. 

Resolved  (19,  D),  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  have  published 
as  soon  as  possible  after  adjournment  six  hundred  copies  of  so  much  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board  as  may  be  of  general  interest ;  that  he 
send  at  least  6ix  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Board ;  that  the  same 
be  of  uniform  size  and  style  with  those  prior  to  1880  so  that  they  may 
be  properly  bound  together  with  all  heretofore,  and  that  the  Treasurer 
be  instructed  to  pay  for  the  same  upon  draft  of  the  Secretary. 

The  above  resolutions  were  adopted  seriatim,  and  finally 
the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 
The  Committee  on  Sanitary  measures  reported  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SANITARY  MEASURES. 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  Dr.  John  B.  El- 
liott, Health  Officer,  find  that  it  naturally  falls  under  two  heads : 

First — The  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  University  for  the  year  ending 
July  1,  1882. 

Second— The  Analysis  of  the  Spring  Water  upon  the  Domain  of  the 
University. 

Under  the  first  head,  your  Committee  congratulate  the  Board  upon 
the  entire  exemption  from  fatal  cases  among  the  Students  during  the 
past  year;  and  also  upon  the  mild  nature  of  the  cases  treated— only 
one,  an  attack  of  pneumonia,  threatening  serious  results,  but  ending 
favorably. 

In  regard  to  the  Analysis  of  Spring  Waters  and  the  partial  analysis 
of  well  waters,  we  would  call  attention  to  the  flattering  results  ob- 
tained, not  only  relatively  as  compared  with  the  report  of  the  "Rivers' 
Pollution  Commission"  of  Great  Britain,  but  also  as  referred  to  an 
ideal  standard  of  purity.  When  waters  contain  only  fifty-three  ten 
thousandths  (0.0053)  of  organic  nitrogen,  fifty-four  hundred  thou- 
sandths (0.00054)  of  ammonia,  and  ninety-eight  hundredths  (0.98)  of 
chlorine  in  one  hundred  thousand  ( 100,000.  )parts  of  water,  in  the 
words  of  the  Health  Officer  "  they  are  practically  pure." 
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With  the  well  water  the  results  are  not  so  encouraging.  A  prelim- 
inary analysis  only  has  as  yet  been  made,  but  the  investigation  ha* 
proceeded  far  enough  to  afford  us  the  warning  that,  while  as  yet  these 
waters,  as  compared  with  the  waters  of  less  favored  localities,  may 
also  be  said  to  be  practically  pure— still  they  are  sufficiently  less  pure 
than  the  spring  water  to  serve  as  an  evidence  that  care  must  be  exer- 
cised to  protect  them  from  contamination. 

It  is  therefore  suggested  by  your  Committee  that  so  much  of  the 
report  of  the  Health  Officer  as  refers  to  this  very  important  matter 
should  be  communicated  to  the  householders  on  the  domain  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  and  that  they  be  warned  against  allowing  their  prem- 
ises to  pass  into  such  a  condition  as  will  promote,  in  the  words  of  the 
Health  Officer,  "surface  contamination." 

Attention  is  also  invited  to  the  analysis  of  the  waters  of  the  chalyb- 
eate springs.  The  report  declares  that  the  Fogg  spring  contains  one 
and  seventy-three  hundredths  (1.73)  grains  of  iron  per  gallon,  and  that 
the  Chalybeate  spring  contains  one  and  forty-nine  grains  (1.49]  grains 
of  iron  per  gallon.  Tour  Committee  submit  that  the  reputation  of 
some  successful  watering  places  have  been  made,  by  simply  a  high 
elevation  above  the  sea;  of  others  by  the  possession  of  waters  not  so 
highly  charged  with  beneficial  qualities  as  these.  The  elevation  and 
water  combined  aggregate  a  capital  that  promises  solid  results  if  util- 
ized, especially  when  we  note  that  your  Health  Officer  goes  on  to  de- 
clare in  regard  to  these  waters  that  they  are  "valuable  as  medicinal 
agents." 

Tour  committee  offer  for  your  consideration  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

Resolved  (20),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  communi- 
cate to  the  householders  on  the  domain,  as  soon  as  practicable,  so  much 
of  the  Health  Officer's  report  as  refers  to  the  contamination  of  wells. 

Resolved  (21),  That  the  Proctor's  attention  be  directed  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  water  closets  on  the  domain,  and  that  he  make  a  personal 
inspection  and  require  the  householders,  wherever  they  are  found  in 
bad  condition,  to  have  them  properly  policed. 

R.  W.  B.  Elliott.  Chum- 

The  resolutions  contained  in  the  above  report  were 
adopted,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Commission  appointed  last  year  to  consider  the 
location  and  construction  of  permanent  buildings  (See 
Record  of  Proceedings  of  1881,  p.  40,  res.  47),  submitted 
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sketches  and  plans  for  permanent  buildings  for  a  Grammar 
School,  and  reported  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen — The  Commission  elected  by  this  Board  [see  Record  of 
Proceedings  of  1881,  page  40,  res.  47],  are  charged  with  making  a 
report  setting  forth  their  views  and  suggestions,  with  a  statement  as  to 
what  they  have  done  towards  the  location  and  securing  plans  for  the 
permanent  buildings  of  the  University  and  of  the  Grammar  School,  do 
report:  That,  after  much  delay,  which  was  unavoidable,  they  procured 
for  the  future  Grammar  School  department  the  plans  and  sketches 
which  are  herewith  submitted  to  the  Board.  The  sketch  is  by  Mr. 
Charles  C.  Haight,  architect,  of  New  York,  whose  charge  is  $350  and 
$70  for  lithographing  the  same.  The  following  amounts  were  given  to 
your  Commission:

Leaving  a  balance  of  $50  due  Mr.  Haight  and  $70  to  the  lithographer. 
Dr.  Porter  holds  himself  pledged  for  the  fifty  dollars,  and  we  ask  the 
aid  of  the  Board  to  raise  the  seventy  dollars.  We  have  confined  our- 
selves to  the  consideration  of  the  Grammar  School  because  we  thought 
it  unwise  to  attempt  too  much  at  once,  and  because  we  are  aware  that 
at  present  the  expenses  of  the  University  are  in  a  large  measure  de- 
frayed by  the  income  derived  from  Jhe  Grammar  School,  and  wo  arc 
convinced  that  one  of  the  methods  of  insuring  the  success  of  the  Uni- 
versity is  to  develop  the  Grammar  School,  to  increase  its  efficiency  and 
to  render  it  more  attractive;  thus  bringing  here  a  larger  number  of 
Grammar  School  boys  and  creating  a  larger  field  from  whence  to  draw 
our  University  students,  having  the  advantage  of  being  prepared  under 
our  system  of  discipline  and  instruction.  We  are  persuaded  that  it  is 
essential  to  the  welfare  of  this  institution  to  separate  topographically, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  the  Grammar  School  from  the  University;  and 
our  next  proposal  will  be  the  erection  of  balls  capable  of  accommo- 
dating at  least  one  hundred  boys  each,  for  sleeping  apartments,  so  that 
while  the  boys  may  eat  at  the  different  adjacent  boarding  houses,  and 
thereby  retain  the  refining  influences  of  home  life,  they  will  yet  be  col- 
lected together  in  such  a  manner  as  to  enable  discipline  to  be  exer- 
cised over  them  by  the  proper  authorities. 

In  the  plans  submitted  it  is  contemplated  that  the  buildings  shall  be 
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erected  in  sections.     The  expenditure  of  $25,000  will  give  us  a  start, 
and  afford  facilities  which  will  suffice  for  some  time  to  come.     By  the 
kindness  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  a  plat  of  these  grounds  was  drawn  out 
and  was  lost  in  transmission  from  the  hands  of  Mr.  C.  Haight,  archi- 
tect, but  the  original  papers  are  still  here.     Tour  Commissioners  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  system  of  buildings  for  the  Grammar  School  should 
lie  located  on  the  plain  in  front  of  Tremlett  Hall,  which  in  time  is  to 
be  removed ;  and  that  the  University  buildings  should  be  located  on 
the  ridge  extending  from  the  Grammar  School  department  to  the  pres- 
ent Library  building,  said  building  forming  one  of  the  group. 
^  Investigation  has  shown  this  to  be  a  magnificent  arrangement.     The 
Commission  had    prepared  a  circular  which  was  to  be  sent  to   each 
Bishop  and,  with  a  number  of  the  plans,  to  be  distributed  by  them  in 
their  respective  Dioceses.     It  was,  however,  so  late  in  the  season  be- 
fore the  plans  were  procured,  and  the  misfortunes  in  the  Mississippi 
Valley  having  befallen  that  section,  and  the  Board  not  having  adopted 
our  suggestions  as  yet,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  await  the  action 
of  this  Board.     Our  circular  contemplated  the  raising  $2,500  in  each  of 
the  ten  dioceses.    The  idea  of  it  is  that  no  subscription  of  less  than 
$500  will  be  received  under  one  name;  that  is,  if  a  parish  will  give  $500 
it  may  raise  the  amount  from  as  many  persons  as  will  give,  but  the 
name  of  the  parish  and  diocese  is  to  be  put  upon  a  tablet  to  be  placed 
in  a  conspicuous  position  in  one  of  the  buildings— the  same  course  to 
be  observed  with  regard  to  individuals.     It  is  thought  that  if  a  proper 
effort  is  made  the  end  can  be  attained. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

J.  NT.  Galleher,  Chum. 
The  Commissioners  appointed  last  year  to  consider  the 
question  of  procuring  money  support  for  the  University,  re- 
ported as  follows: 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Board  on  the  method  of  pro- 
curing money  support  proceeded  without  delay  to  the  duty  assigned 
them.  Upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Board  we  at  once  prepared  cir- 
cular letters  to  all  the  Bishops  in  the  Board,  notifying  them  of  our  ap- 
pointment, and  soliciting  their  co-operation.  These  letters  were 
promptly  sent  out;  but  it  was  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  a  number  of 
those  addressed  were  absent  from  home ;  and  there  was  probably  some 
delay  in  the  transmission  of  our  circular.  There  was  certainlv  delay 
in  the  replies,  and  in  some  cases  that  delay  is  not  ended  yet.  Ve 
asked  the  Bishops  to  name  each,  for  his  diocese,  an  agent  to  work 
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with  us.  This  was  done  in  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Georgia,  South  Car- 
olina, Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Northern  Texas.  The  Bishop  of  Western 
Texas  took  personal  charge  of  the  business.  We  then  sent  out  two 
more  circulars-one  to  the  diocesan  agents  explaining  our  method  and 
purpose,  and  giving  them  full  instruction  in  their  duties;  the  other  was 
an  address  to  the  clergy  and  laity  entreating  their  support  and  sym 
pathy.  J 

In  the  month  of  February  we  visited  the  cities  of  Mobile,  Mont- 
gomery, Atlanta.  Augusta,  Charleston,  and  Savannah,  and  made 
public  addresses  in  aid  of  our  work.  We  did  not  ask  for  contributions 
but  urged  the  mtroduction  of  the  subscription  method.  The  receipts 
of  the  Theological  department,  which  we  made  most  prominent  have 
been  already  reported  to  you.  They  are  not  what  they  should  have 
been,  and  they  might  easily  be,  if  the  Bishops  and  clergy  would  give 
real  thought,  care  and  labor  to  the  working  of  the  system  iu  addition 
to  their  sympathy  and  good  wishes,  which  we  now  receive.

Commissioners. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams  the  thanks  of  the 
Board  were  returned  to  the  Commissioners,  and  they  were 
requested  to  continue  their  labors. 

The  Et.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Texas  moved  that  the  two  ex- 
isting vacancies  in  the  Committee  on  Conferring  Degrees 
be  filled  by  the  Chair.  This  was  adopted  and  the  Chair 
appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dalzell  and  Mr.  S.  McBee. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  contained  in 
his  report,  that  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  Rev.  Edward  D.  Cooper,  of  Long  Island, 
was,  upon  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Conferring 
Degrees. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  Chancellor  of  the 
University,  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions: 

Whereas:  In  the  changes  of  time,  under  the  providence  of  God,  the 
name  of  this  University  has  come  apparently  to  represent  political  feel- 
ing, which  it  is  neither  the  wish  of  the  Trustees  to  cherish  nor  the 
province  of  the  Church  to  inculcate;  and  since  it  is  known  that  the 
name  is  supposed  to  indicate  a  desire  to  cultivate  a  sectional  senti- 
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ment,  which  is  not  true,  but  as  the  mere  supposition  is  militating 
against  the  welfare  of  the  University,  hindering  its  growth  and  devel- 
opment:—Be  it  therefore 

Resolved  (22),  That  the  name  of  this  University  shall  be  henceforth, 
The  University  of  Sewauee. 

Resolved  (23),  That  Mr.  Albert  McNeal  and  Mr.  Jacob  Thompson 
are  appointed  a  committee  to  secure  the  necessary  legislative  enact- 
ments to  effect  this  change  of  name. 

The  Efc.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved  that  the 
above  preamble  and  resolutions  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Statutes. 

Upon  motion  the  Board  adjourned  to  to-morrow  morning 
at  9  o'clock. 


FIFTH  DAY. 


Thursday  August  3,  1882. 

The  Board  met  at  9  A.  M.,  pursuant  to  adjournment; 
a  quorum  was  found  to  be  present. 

Upon  motion  the  calling  of  the  roll  was  ordered  discon- 
tinued during  the  remainder  of  this  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  but  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  note 
the  names  of  those  who  were  absent  at  each  session. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read,  amended 
and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  reported 
through  Mr.  McNeal  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  considered  the  question  submitted  to  them  of  allowing 
representation  by  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees  in  this  Board  to  the  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdictions  of  Northern  Texas  and  "Western  Texas;  and 
recommend  the  following  action: 

Resolved  (24),  That  Article  XVII.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "Diocese"  the  words  "or  Missionary  Juris- 
diction;" and  by  striking  out  the  words  "number  of  Trustees"  after  the 
word  "same"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  article,  and  inserting  in  lieu  the 
words  "Representation  in  the  Board  of  Trustees;"  and  by  striking  out 
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all  of  said  article  after  the  words  "entitled  to"  in  the  fifth  line  thereof, 
and  adding  the  words  "and  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees  from  such  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdictions  shall  be  elected  by  the  convocation  thereof,"  so 
that  the  said  article  will  read  as  follows: 

Article  XVII.— In  case  of  subdivision  of  any  of  the  existing  Dio- 
ceses connected  with  this  University,  or  the  establishment  of  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdictions  by  reduction  of  the  territory  of  said  Dioceses, 
each  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  arising  out  of  such  subdivision 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  representation  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  as 
the  respective  Dioceses  are  now  entitled  to;  and  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
Trustees  from  such  Missionary  Jurisdictions  shall  be  elected  by  the 
convocations  thereof.  Alex.  Gregg,  Chmn. 

The  proposed  action  was  taken  by  the  passage  of  the 
above  resolutions,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas,  Rev.  Dr.  Williams  and  Mr.  Jacob 
Thompson  were  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  and  re- 
port upon  the  best  time  for  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  addressed  the 
Board  upou  the  necessity  of  providing  a  building  and 
equipment  for  the  department  of  Chemistiy  and  proposed 
action  at  once.  The  sum  needed  was  named  as  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  the  speaker  engaged  to  raise  $500  of  the 
amount. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  of  South  Carolina,  pledged  himself 
to  raise  $500,  the  Hon.  Jacob  Thompson  pledged  $1,000, 
and  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  promised  $500. 

[At  the  adjournment  of  the  Board  the  amount  of  snbsa^ijitions 
amounted  to  $5,250.] 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  spoke  in  furtherance  of  this 
plan,  and  with  regard  to  the  change  of  name  proposed  yes- 
terday by  the  Chancellor;  upon  which  subject  he  was  fol- 
lowed by  Bishop  Elliott,  Dr.  Porter,  Mr.  McNeal,  Mr.  Miles 
and  Bishop  Gregg. 

At  half  past  ten  o'clock  the  Board  took  a  recess  until 
four  o'clock  this  afternoon. 
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Thursday,  4:15  P.  M. 

The  Board  reassembled,  with  a  quorum  present. 

The  Et.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Alabama  presented  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  University  Organization,  as  fol- 
lows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ORGANIZATION. 

The  Committee  on  Organization  have  had  before  them  for  consider- 
ation all  the  subjects  and  resolutions  referred  to  them. 

Inasmuch  as  all  the  offices  are  to  be  filled  at  this  time  by  the  action 
of  the  Board,  and  no  instructions  have  been  given  them  as  to  any 
change  in  the  organization  of  the  University  Schools,  the  Grammar 
School  and  the  Theological  Department,  your  Committee  simply  report 
the  vacancies  to  be  filled  at  the  present  time: 

1.  In  the  Vice-Chancellorship. 

2.  In  the  University  Schools,  viz: 
In  the  School  of  Chemistry. 

"  Ancient  Languages  and  Literature. 

"  Ethics  and  Evidences  of  Christianity. 

"  Mathematics. 

"  Metaphysics  and  English  Literature. 

"         Biology  and  Relations  of  Science  to  Religion. 
"  Geology  and  Mineralogy. 

"  Political  Economy  and  History. 

"  Engineering  and  Physics. 

"  Modern  Languages  and  Literature. 

In  the  Theological  Department  as  follows,  viz: 
In  the  office  of  Dean. 
In  the  School  of  Systematic  Divinity. 

"  "  New  Testament  Language  and  Interpretation. 

■'  "  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Church  Polity. 

"  "  Relations  of  Science  to  Religion. 

"  "  Homiletic  and  Pastoral  Theology. 

Also  the  appointment  of  the  following  Instructors,  viz: 
In  Hebrew. 
In  Elocution. 

In  Biblical  and  Church  History. 
3.  In  the  Grammar  School,  viz: 

The  Head  Master  and  necessary  Assistants. 
Hitherto  the  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  has  been  elected 
by  the   University   Commission.     Tour  Committee  recommend   that 
henceforth  the  Head  Master  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  that 
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Assistants  in  the  Grammar  School  be  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  and  Head  Master  in  such  number  as,  in  their  judgment,  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  Gramar  School  may  require. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned,  a  Chaplain  and  a  Health  Officer 
must  be  elected  for  the  University. 

The  foregoing  is  the  report  in  part  which  was  rendered  by  your 
Committee,  and  was  recommitted  by  the  Board,  and  is  now  made  a 
part  of  the  present  report. 

The  action  of  your  Committee  upon  the  matters  referred  to  them  is 
respectfully  reported  as  follows: 

THE   UNIVERSITY   COMMISSION. 

As  it  regards  the  University  Commission,  your  Committee  consider 
it  a  temporary  arrangement,  which  has  now  expired,  and  they  do  not 
recommend  its  resuscitation.  In  their  judgment,  which  is  hereinafter 
expressed  by  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  Board,  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  at  its  head,  as  established  by  the  Stat- 
utes of  the  University,  is  adequate  to  the  performance  of  all  functions 
which  have  been  discharged  by  the  late  Commission. 

THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  the  functions  and  powers  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor  should  be  declared  to  be  such  as  are  laid  down  in  the 
Statutes  of  the  University. 

THE   PROCTOR. 

They  recommend  that  the  Proctor  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  upon  nomination  by  the  Vice-Chancellor.  He  shall  be  aided 
by  as  many  Assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  from  any 
cause,  the  office  shall  be  filled  upon  appointment  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

UNIVERSITY   FUNDS. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  all  dues  from  students  to  the  Uni- 
versity should  go  into  the  hands  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  who  should  dis- 
burse the  same  in  accordance  with  such  arrangements  as  shall  be  de- 
termined on  by  the  Board  in  view  of  such  information  as  is  not  now 
before  your  Committee. 

REV.  DR.  PORTER'S  RESOLUTIONS. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  so  much  of  said  Resolutions  as 
look  to  the  entire  separation  of  the  University  students  from  the  pupils 
of  the  Grammar  School,  are  impracticable  for  several  reasons,  and  chiefly 
from  the  want  of  dormitories.     Those  which  relate  to  the  assignment 
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of  students  and  pupils  to  their  appropriate  schools  are  already  provided 
lor  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

The  other  matters  embraced  in  the  resolutions  of  Dr.  Porter  are  suffi- 
ciently provided  for  in  the  standing  resolutions  which  created  the 
Grammar  School,  which  were  adopted  in  1870  and  were  collected  and 
published  in  1875. 

BENEFICIARIES 

Tour  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  existing  system 
under  which  certain  students  are  instructed  at  the  University  and 
Grammar  School  without  charge  for  tuition.  They  think  the  system 
should  be  modified,  and  have  expressed  in  a  resolution  their  views  for 
the  action  of  the  Board. 

THE  0SE  OF  THE  COSTUME,  ETC. 

Complaint  has  been  made  of  the  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of 
the  University  to  wear  habitually  the  prescribed  costume  and  to  ap- 
pear regularly  at  the  chapel  services.  This  matter  has  been  consid- 
ered by  your  Committee.  They  see  no  remedy  for  what  must  be  con- 
sidered injurious  to  the  interests  of  the  University,  save  in  the  more 
rigid  enforcement  of  the  statutes  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  placed 
in  authority. 

VOLUNTARY  SOCIETIES  AMONG  THE  STUDENTS. 

Tour  Committee  recommend  that  this  whole  matter  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  with  the  Vice- Chancellor  as  its 
head. 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICS  AND  CIVIL  ENGINEERING. 

The  following  resolution,  if  adopted  by  the  Board,  will  dispose  of 
such  applications  and  memorials,  relating  to  said  school,  as  have  been 
before  the  Board  and  have  been  referred  to  your  Committee.  Follow- 
ing the  recommendation  of  the  late  Commission,  your  Committee  pre- 
sent for  adoption  as  follows: 

Resolved  (2T>),  That  Prof.  Robt.  E.  Nelson,  of  the  Maryland  Agri- 
cultural College,  be  elected  acting  Professor  to  the  chair  of  Physics  and 
Civil  Engineering  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum,  guaranteed. 

Your  Committee  further  report  the  following  resolutions,  viz: 

He-solved  (20),  That  the  resolution  whereby  each  Bishop  is  entitled 
to  nominate  two  students  for  gratuitous  instruction  at  the  University 
and  Grammar  School  be  rescinded,  and  that  individual  cases  be  pro- 
vided for  at  the  discretion  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board;  provided  that 
this  resolution  shall  not  affect  the  status  of  students  already  here 
under  designation  of  the  Bishop*. 
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Resolved  (27),  That  all  dues  from  the  students  of  the  University  and 
pupils  of  the  Grammar  School  shall  go  into  the  hands  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  as  Treasurer  of  the  University,  who  shall  disburse  the 
same  in  accordance  with  such  arrangements  as  shall  be  determined  on 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolved  (28),  That  henceforth  the  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar 
School  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  that  Assistants 
in  the  Grammar  School  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
Head  Master,  in  such  number  as  in  their  judgment  the  exigencies  of 
the  Grammar  School  may  require. 

Resolved  (29),  That  the  proctor  of  the  University  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor;  and  that  he  shall  be  aided  by  as  many  assist- 
ants as  may  be  necessary,  who  shall  also  be  appointed  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor. 

Resolved  (30),  That  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
shall  be  such  as  are  laid  down  in  the  Statutes  of  the  University. 

Resolved  (31),  That  all  the  Statutes  of  the  University  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  in  force,  except  in  so  far  as  their  operation  is  suspended 
by  the  above  report  and  resolutions,  and  by  any  other  standing  reso- 
lution now  in  force. 

Resolved  (32),  That  the  Board  do  now  proceed  to  fill  the  vacant 
offices,  schools,  etc.,  mentioned  in  the  above  report. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Richard  H.  Wilmer,  Chmn. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Stringfellow  moved  that  the  report  be  re- 
ceived and  the  resolutions  be  adopted  seriatim;  which  was 
adopted.  The  resolutions  were  then  taken  up  one  at  a 
time  and  debated.    The  first  resolution  (25)  was  adopted. 

The  second  (26)  was  laid  on  the  table  until  further  con- 
ference could  be  had  by  the  Committee  with  the  Professors 
of  the  University.  The  third  and  fourth  resolutions  were 
adopted.  The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  moved 
to  amend  the  fifth  resolution  as  follows: 

Resolved  (33),  That  the  Proctor  shall  be  elected  by  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved,  as  a  substi- 
tute, as  follows: 

Resolved  (34)  That  the  Proctor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor. 
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The  substitute  offered  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  pre- 
vailed, and  the  fifth  resolution  was  so  amended  and  was 
then  adopted. 

Mr.  McNeal  moved  to  amend  the  sixth  resolution  (30) 
so  that  it  should  read  as  follows-. 

Resolved  (35),  That  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  Viee-Chancellor 
shall  be  snch  as  are  set  forth  in  sections  1  to  8,  inclusive,  of  the  printed 
statutes  of  the  University  of  the  South.  Said  Vice- Chancellor  shall 
also  hold  the  positions  of  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
Lands  as  heretofore,  with  the  same  limitations  and  restrictions  as  have 
been  in  operation  during  the  past  three  years. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  resolution  as 
amended  was  passed. 

The  seventh  resolution  (31)  was  read,  debated  and  with- 
drawn. The  eighth  resolution  (32)  was  adopted.  The 
first  resolution  (25)  was  reconsidered  and  amended  by 
adding  tbe  following  words: 

*    *    *    to  be  paid  from  funds  received  from  tuition  fees  paid  by  stu- 
dents of  the  University  and  pupils  of  the  Grammar  School. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  adopted,  and  the  report 
was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Board  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  members  of 
the  Faculty  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  date. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Telfair  Hodgson  was  unanimously  elected 
Yice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Professor  John  B.  Elliott  was  unanimously  elected  to  the 
chair  of  Chemistry. 

A  letter  from  one  of  the  Professors  was  presented  to  the 
Board,  as  follows: 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  August  2,  1882. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen— I  do  not  desire  a  re-election  by  the  Board  to  the  posi- 
tion I  now  hold.  After  twelve  years'  connection  with  the  University 
and  its  Board  of  Trustees,  I  assume  that  there  has  beeu  both  time  and 
opportunity  for  such  knowledge  of  my  qualifications  as  to  need  no 
argument  or  proof  of  my  fitness  for  the  place,  or  otherwise. 
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I  learn  within  the  past  few  days  (for  the  first  time  within  the  twelve 
years)  that  there  exists  in  the  minds  of  members  of  your  body  (how 
many  I  do  not  know)  dissatisfaction  as  to  myself,  and  opposition  to  my 
re-election. 

Though  I  had  no  notice  of  this  feeling,  it  is  sufficient  for  me  to  know 
that  it  exists;  and  I  hereby  remove  all  difficulty  in  the  matter  by  de- 
clining re-election.

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which  upon  division  was  laid  on  the 
table: 

Resolved  (36),  That,  in  view  of  the  letter  of  Professor  Harrison  de- 
clining re-election,  he  be  requested  to  fill  the  position  he  now  occupies 
until  the  end  of  Trinity  Term. 

Dr.  Porter  offered  the  following  resolutions. 

Resolved  (37),  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  it  is  inexpedient 
to  give  two  weeks  vacation  in  the  summer.  That  one  week  at  the 
Commencement  is  sufficient,  at  which  time  no  student  or  pupil  should 
be  allowed  to  leave  the  University  without  sufficient  cause. 

Resolved  (38),  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  there  should  be 
a  suspension  only  of  studies,  but  not  of  the  discipline  of  the  University 
or  the  Grammar  School. 

Upon  motion  these  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Organization. 
At  7:30  the  Board  took  a  recess  to  8:30. 


The  Board  re-assembled,  at  8:45  P.  M.,  with  a  quorum 
present. 

The  Committee  appointed  this  morning  to  consider  and 
select  a  time  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  reported  as  follows. 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  select  a  more  convenient  day  than  the 
present  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  would  res- 
pectfully report  that  in  their  judgment  it  would  be  advisable  to  select 
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an  earlier  day  than  the  Saturday  before  Commencement,  in  order  that 
the  Board  may  have  more  time  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  bo 
relieved  from  the  constant  interruptions  of  Commencement  week. 
Thej'  therefore  offer  the  following : 

Resolved  (39),  That  hereafter  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  will  meet  on  the  Thursday  preceding  Commence- 
ment week,  at  St.  Luke's  Hall,  at  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

R.  "W.  B.  Elliott,  Chmn. 

Upon  motion  the  resolution  was  adopted  as  the  action  of 
the  Board,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Committee  on  Commencement  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Commencement  respectfully  report  that  they 
recommend  that  the  XXII.  Statute  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  Saturday  and  inserting  "Monday." 

They  farther  recommend  that  the  Vice-Chancellor,  one  of  the  Pro- 
fessors and  three  members  of  this  Board  be  appointed  annually  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  Commencement. 

That  three  Bishops  of  this  Board,  of  whom  the  Chancellor  shall  be 
one,  be  appointed  to  select  an  Orator  and  a  Preacher  for  the  Com- 
mencement, alex.  Grego,  Chmn. 

The  Chair  appointed  Mr.  Fairbanks  to  fill  a  vacancy  in 
the  Committee  on  Salaries. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted: 

Resolved  (40),  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  expend  the  usual 
sum  for  transcribing  the  minutes,  and  that  the  Treasurer  pay  the  bill 
for  the  same  upon  draft  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Board  then  entered  upon  the  election  of  Professors 
to  fill  the  various  Chairs  of  the  University. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  nominated  Mr. 
C.  McD.  Puckette  to  fill  the  Chair  of  Ancient  Languages  and 
Literature,  as  Professor,  for  one  year  at  a  salary  to  be  here- 
after fixed.  Upon  ballot  Mr.  Puckette  was  unauimously 
elected. 

The  elections  were  held  by  ballot,  singly,  and  resulted 
unanimously  as  follows: 

The  Rev.  W.  P.  DuBose,  M.  A.,  S.  T.  D.,  was  elected  to 
the  Chair  of  Ethics  and  Evidences  of  Christianity. 
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Gen.  E.  Kirby  Smith,  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Mathe- 
matics. 

Upon  motion  the  Board  agreed  to  pass  over  the  Chair  of 
Biology  and  Relations  of  Science  to  Religion. 

Jno.  B.  Elliott,  M.  D.,  was  elected  Acting  Professor  of 
Geology  and  Mineralogy,  and  also  as  Health  Officer  of  the 
University. 

Mr.  R.  E.  Nelson  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Engineering 
and  Physics,  as  Professor,  at  a  salary  to  be  hereafter  fixed. 

Mr.  F.  M.  Page,  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  Chair  of 
Modern  Languages  and  Literature. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Telfair  Hodgson,  was  unanimously  elected 
Dean  of  the  Theological  Department. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  moved  to  refer  the  matter 
of  compensation  to  Professors  in  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment who  give  instruction  in  the  Academic  Department, 
to  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Mr.  McNeal  moved  to  suspend  the  election  until  to-mor- 
row, to  afford  time  for  consultation  with  the  Professors 
concerned. 

After  discussion  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  offered  the  follow- 
lowing  as  a  substitute  for  the  two  motions  before  the 
Board: 

Resolved  (41),  That  the  election  be  now  suspended,  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Organization  be  requested  to  consult  with  any  personN 
they  may  choose,  and  present  to  this  Board  to-morrow  at  12  o'clock, 
a  schedule  covering  the  Chairs  to  be  filled,  nominations  of  persons  to 
be  elected  to  fill  those  Chairs,  and  amounts  of  salaries  advisable  to  be 
attached  to  the  Chairs,  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Board. 

This  resolution  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  the  mo- 
tions before  the  Board,  and  was  passed  as  the  action  of  the 
Board:  but  after  debate,  upon  motion  of  Dr.  Porter,  was 
reconsidered,  and  the  election  of  officers  of  the  University 
was  resumed. 
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The  Eev.  Dr.  Wilmer  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Meta- 
physics and  English  Literature. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  Wilmer  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  System- 
atic Divinity. 

Leave  of  absence  after  to-night  was  granted  to  the  Rev. 
Drs.  Wilson  and  Stringfellow. 

The  Eev.  Drs.  Porter  and  Dalzell  were  appointed  by  the 
Chair  to  fill  all  the  vacancies  in  Committees  caused 
by  the  absence  of  Drs.  Wilson  and  Stringfellow. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  DuBose  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  New 
Testament  Language  and  kiterpretation. 

At  eleven  o'clock,  P.  M.,  the  Board  adjourned  to  twelve 
o'clock,  noon,  to-morrow.

Yonr  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  have  considered  the 
memorial  from  the  Association  of  Alumni  asking  representation  upon 
this  Board,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  (49),  That  a  delegate  from  the  Association  of  the  Alumni 
of  the  University  of  the  South  be  admitted  to  a  seat  on  the  floor  of 
the  Board  with  the  privilege  of  debate,  but  no  right  to  vote. 

Resolved  (SO),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  think  it  desirable  and 
important  that  the  said  Association  of  the  Alumni  should  be  repre- 
sented by  Trustees  from  its  number,  elected  by  said  Association  to 
membership  in  this  body. 

Resolved  (51),  That  as  a  condition  to  said  representation,  this  Board 
should  have  a  concurrent  voice  in  the  adoption  of  a  permanent  Consti- 
tution for  said  Association  and  a  concurrent  voice  in  the  adoption  of 
any  amendments  thereto. 

Resolved  (52),  That  Dr.  J.  B.  Elliott,  Dr.  W.  P.  DuBose  and  Gen. 
E.  K.  Smith  be  appointed  a  committee  on  behalf  of  this  Board  to 
confer  with  a  similar  committee  on  the  part  of  said  Association,  and 
report  to  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board  a  permanent  Constitution  for 
said  Association.  Alkx.  Gregg,  Chmu. 

The  resolutions  above  were  approved  seriatim,  and  the 
report  as  a  whole  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  reported  as 
follows. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen— The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  have  consid- 
ered all  the  subjects  referred  to  them  in  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
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cellor,  and  report  that  to  save  time  and  space  they  have  briefly  men- 
tioned each  point,  except  in  such  cases  as  require  further  mention. 

They  notice  with  regret  the  burning  of  Otey  Hall,  but  are  glad  of 
the  insurance,  and  urge  that  the  buildings  belonging  to  this  University 
be  kept  constantly  insured.  They  deem  it  inexpedient  to  enter  into 
any  lease  for  a  period  of  ninety-nine  years,  however  advantageous  such 
a  lease  might  be  with  any  one  at  this  present  time.  It  would  estab- 
lish a  precedent  which  may  involve  us  in  trouble  in  the  future. 

The  action  of  the  Yice-Chancellor  in  the  claims  against  Col.  Jones 
and  Col.  Jones's  claims  against  the  University  is  approved  by  your 
Committee. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  and  are  hereby  extended  to  the 
Vioe-Chancellor  for  the  manner  in  which  he  has  carried  out  the  resolu- 
tion regarding  the  providing  of  books  for  the  record  of  Leases,  etc. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  arrangement  between  Mr.  Richardsou 
and  the  Vice-Chancellor  relative  to  coal  be  continued,  only  that  the 
agreement  be  made  in  writing,  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  be  rescinded  or  altered 
whenever  in  their  judgment  it  is  thought  to  be  expedient 

The  survey  ordered  [see  Record  of  Proceedings,  1881,  p.  45,  res.  45] 
we  recommend  be  renewed. 

"We  recommend  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  have  done 
whatever  is  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  property  of  the  Uni- 
versity. * 

The  resolution  on  page  43,  resolution  43,  does  mean  that  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  shall  have  all  necessary  repairs,  viz.,  window  glasses,  locks, 
stoves,  stovepipes  and  painting  of  blackboards,  paid  out  of  the  current 
tuition  of  the  University  and  Grammar  School. 

We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions: 
Resolved  (53),  That  no  lease  be  made  for  ninety-nine  years. 
Resolved  (54),  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  the  matter 
of  Col.  Jones  is  confirmed. 

Resolved  (55),  That  the  arrangement  between  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  Mr.  Richardson  is  approved,  save  that  it  should  be  in  writing  and 
subject  to  rescinding  or  alteration  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor and  Executive  Committee. 

Resolved  (5fi),  That  Resolution  45,  page  45,  Proceedings  of  1881,  is 
renewed.  A.  Toomer  Poster,  Chmn. 

The  resolutions  above  were  approved  seriatim,  aud  the 
report  as  a  whole  was  adopted. 
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The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  reported 
regarding  the  proposed  change  of  the  name  of  the  Univer- 
sity, as  follows: 

Tour  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolutions  presented  by  the  Chancellor  in  regard  to  a  change  of 
name  of  the  University  of  the  South,  have  conferred  upon  the  same 
and  fully  appreciate  the  gravity  and  importance  of  the  subject  and  the 
suggestions  in  regard  thereto  in  the  preamble  and  resolutions. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  it  has  held  the  present  name  for 
twenty-five  years,  being  known  as  such  in  its  original  charter  and  the 
amendments  thereto,  in  which  it  was  granted  extraordinary  privileges, 
and  has  acquired  large  property  interests  under  said  name,  not  to  re- 
cite other  important  considerations,  your  Committee  believe  that  any 
action  taken  thereon  should  be  the  result  of  deliberate  judgment  after 
careful  examination  of  all  that  the  proposition  involves. 

They  therefore  express  no  opinion  now,  as  a  Committee,  but  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved  (57),  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  consider 
the  proposition  suggested  in  said  preamble  and  resolutions,  and  that 
they  make  report  thereon  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

Discussion  was  had  upon  the  report  and  upon  the  reso- 
lution appended ;  the  latter  was  finally  approved  and  the 
report  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Your  Executive  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  held 
no  formal  meeting  of  the  Committee  during  the  past  year. 

Correspondence  upon  various  matters  has  taken  place  between  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  and  the  University  authorities,  but  as  no 
official  action  was  demanded  or  had  it  is  not  necessary  to  recite  the 
details  thereof. 

As  stated  in  a  previous  report,  your  Committee  have  never  been  dis- 
posed to  use  the  authority  or  discretion  given  them,  save  when  it  ap- 
peared a  necessity  existed  for  their  doing  so.

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  committee  the  Bishop  of 
Florida,  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  Mr.  Geo. 
R.  Fairbanks. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  followiug  resolution  which  was 
adopted. 

Resolved  (58),  That  the  matters  contained  in  the  communication 
of  Mr.  Wadhams  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  which  reference  was 
made  in  the  Vice-Chan  ellor's  report,  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  who  shall  report  fully  upon  the  same  to  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  this  Board.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  ottered  his  resignation  as  Secre- 
tary. It  was  accepted,  and  upon  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Williams,  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Shoup,  D.  I).,  was  elected  Secre- 
tary. 

the  Rev.  Dr.  Douglas  ottered  the  following,  which  was 
adopted: 

•  Re-wived  (1),  That  the  thank*  <>f  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  due 
and  hereby  tendered  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  for  his  able  and  efficient 
labors  as  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  Bishop  of  Texas  ottered  the  following: 

IfEJ'OMT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  preamble  and  resolu- 
tions offefed  at  our  last  annual  meeting,  proposing  a  change  in  the 
name  of  the  University,  have  given  the  subject  their  earnest  consid- 
eration, and  respectfully  report,  as  their  unanimous  judgment,  that 
no  change  of  name  should  be  made  except  for  the  most  weighty  and 
urgent  reasons ;  and  further,  that  in  their  opinion  such  reasons  do 
not  exist. 

Your  committee  are  not  at  all  prepared  to  assent  to  the  statement 
made  in  the  preamble  and  the  resolutions,  that  "the  name  of  this 
University  has  come  apparently  to  represent  political  feeling,"  nor 
can  they  admit,  as  it  is  said  to  be  supposed  by  some  who  are  unin- 
formed on  the  subject,  that  the  ••name  indicates  a  desire  to  culti- 
vate a  sectional  sentiment."  or,  that  the  '•mere  supposition  is  mili- 
tating against  the  welfare  of  the  University,  hindering  its  growth 
;ind  development." 

If  there  is  in  reality  such  a  widespread  militating  supposition,  the 
actual  feeling  of  indifference  or  opposition  operating  adversely  is 
believed  to  lie  back  of  that,  aud  ready  to  take  advautage  of  it,  such 
.as  would  not  be  favorably  affected  by  any  action  of  ours  in  the  di- 
rection indicated. 

Now.  irhdt  arc  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  what  is  the  real  basis 
lor  the  feeling  and  supposition  as  alledgedl1 
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The  first,  suggestion  of  such  a  great  Church  educational  school 
was  made  by  the  late  revered  Bishop  of  Tennessee  as  far  back  as 
1835.  to  meet  a  -want  loug  and  sorely  felt  through  the  South.  Tin- 
experiment  on  a  small  scale  had  been  made  by  individual  Dioceses, 
and  signally  failed;  hence  the  thought  of  the  union  of  all  the  Dio- 
ceses more  immediately  interested  in  one  common  effort,  looking  to 
their  geographical  positions  and  connections,  and  their  common 
sympathies,  associations  and  needs.  And  when  on  the  4th  of  July. 
1857,  the  first  meeting  was  held  on  Lookout  Mountain,  Tennessee, 
the  thought  a  ud  feeling  which  originally  prompted  the  movement, 
continued  to  operate.  The  selection  of  a  name  was  then  anxiously 
discussed  by  the  fathers  of  the  University,  and  determined  without 
any  reference  whatever  to  sectionalism,  but  simply  as  the  most  ap- 
propriately expressive  of  the  region  in  which  this  cherished  school 
of  religion  and  learning  was  to  be  located,  by  whom  it  was  to  In- 
built up.  and  why  it  was  to  be  established.  Four  years  afterward 
the  war  came  on,  the  progress  of  the  work  in  its  goodly  beginnings 
was  stayed,  and  then  after  a  long  and  painful  struggle,  with  the  en- 
dowment swept  away  and  a  people  impoverished,  the  University 
was  at  length  opened,— an  humble  beginning  it  is  true.— but  in 
spirit  and  object  just  as  it  was  at  first  designed  to  be— its  cherished 
name  unchanged,  on  its  catholic  basis,  and  in  the  spirit  of  a  catholic 
comprehensiveness,  with  all  the  beneficent  influences  of  the  Church 
surrounding  it.  and  the  blessing  of  God  invoked  for  its  growth  and 
perpetuity.  Our  brethren  in  all  parts  of  the  land  were  well  advised 
through  the  press  of  the  status  then.  Not  very  loug  after,  in  1874. 
an  enthusiastic  meeting  was  held  in  the  City  of  New  York,  at  which 
the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese  presided,  and  prominent  clergymen  and 
laymen  of  the  North  took  part.  Hearty  sympathy  was  expressed 
and  encouraging  assurances  were  given.  Very  soon  students  came 
flocking  from  all  parts  of  the  South,  aud  some  were  welcomed  from 
the  Northeast  and  Northwest,  from  which  sections  we  have  had 
representation  all  along  since.  Bishops,  clergymen  and  distin- 
guished laymen  of  Northern,  Eastern  and  Western  Dioceses  have 
been  again  and  again  invited  to  deliver  sermons  or  addresses  at  our 
commencements,  and  oven  now  among  the  instructors  is  an  honored 
clergyman  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

Surely  in  all  this  can  be  found  no  evidence  of  sectional  sentiment 
or  desire  to  encourage  "political  feeling."  Nor  could  we  adopt  so 
radical  a  change  as  that  of  our  name  without  a  virtual  concession 
which  would  compromise  our  sincerity  and  conduct  in  the  past  as 
they  have  been  herein  briefly  set  forth. 
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Ten  Dioceses  were  originally  embraced  in  the  scheme  of  the  Uni- 
versity, to  which,  in  the  past  ten  years,  two  Missionary  Jurisdictions 
have  been  added,  taken  from  the  vast  territory  of  the  then  Diocese 
of  Texas.  All  these  have  a  common  interest  in  its  name,  its  prop 
erty,  its  prosperity — iu  all  in  fact  that  makes  the  University  what  it  is 
and  what  we  trust  it  is  to  be.  The  location  of  necessity  had  to  be  in 
one  Diocese,  but  giving  that  Diocese  no  special  interest  or  claim  or 
influence  beyond  that  of  any  other.  And  well,  wisely,  most  happily 
was  that  location  ordered, — on  a  quiet,  beautiful  mountain  top,  se- 
cluded yet  accessible,  with  a  climate  bracing  as  it  is  healthful,  high 
above  the  disturbing  agitations  and  excitements  of  politics  and 
mammon  alike, — where  perhaps  either  have  as  little  sway  as  is  to  be 
found  on  this  continent.  Here,  the  venerated  fathers — all  fallen 
asleep  save  one — here  they  placed  it,  and  here  it  was  to  bear  the 
name,  honored  and  cherished,  which  they  gave. 

Why  should  it  now  be  changed?  On  alleged  grounds,  more  im- 
aginary than  real,  and  with  the  Interested  motives  manifestly 
prompting  it,  is  it  to  be  supposed  any  benefit  would  accrue? 
Would  it  allay  prejudice,  remove  unfriendly  feeling,  or  satisfy  ob- 
jectons,  which  would  still  fall  back  for  support  on  what  had  been, 
or  would  be  surely  alleged,  still  continued  to  exist  ?  Such  questions 
we  think  admit  of  but  one  answer. 

On  the  contrary,  we  are  persuaded  very  serious  consequences 
would  result,  from  the  change  proposed.  At  this  late  period,  after 
the  lapse  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  with  the  sacred  mem- 
ories and  hallowed  associations  clustering  around  it — not  to  speak 
of  records  and  voluminous  land  titles  and  the  charter  of  a  corporate 
existence — it  is  very  certain  widespread  dissatisfaction  and  deep 
seated  alienation  would  result.  The  loss  in  patronage  and  contri- 
butions would,  we  believe,  largely  exceed  any  supposed  pecuniar;/ 
benefit  which  might  result  from  the  change  of  name,  and  even  that 
benefit  is  highly  problematical.  Experience  has  taught  many  sore 
lessons  of  disappointment  to  those  who  were  willing  to  sell  their 
name  for  gain. 

The  shoct,  too.  to  that  feeling  of  affectionate  devotion  to  the 
University  of  the  South,  m  such. — for  as  such  only  has  it  been  no 
long  known, — it  would  be  difficult  to  estimate  fully  in  its  effects. 
We  cannot  afford  in  the  lowest  view  of  it,  nor  ought  we  from  a 
higher,  nobler  standpoint,  to  be  willing  for  the  change.  "We  ought 
to  be  true  to  ourselves,  true  to  those  who  have  gone  before  us,  and 
true  to  the  solemn  interests  involved  here.  We  can  well  afford  to 
lie  honest  and  to  be  manly  us  well.     Suppose  the  venture  to  be 
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made,  the  question  would  at  once  be  asked  here  aud  elsewhere 
Why  was  it  done?  Who  instigated  and  what  could  have  prompted 
it?  And  but  one  reply  could  be  honestly  given,  and  that  with 
shame. 

We  do  not  say  it  would  be  a  death  blow,  but  we  do  say,  as  our 
decided  convictions,  no  additional  life,  or  influence,  or  power  would 
be  imparted;  that  no  substantial  good  would  be  attained,  but  ouly 
loss  incurred. 

And  more  than  this.  We  are  moved  to  declare  that  with  this 
„anie— -University  of  the  South,"  as  it  is,  has  been,  and  was  de- 
signed to  be,  we  ought  to  be  willing  to  stand  or  fall.  It  is  not  mere 
sentiment,  or  unreasoning  reverence  for  the  past,  that  prompts  the 
declaration.  It  arises  from  the  deep  conviction  of  what  is  de- 
manded for  the  best  interests  of  the  University. 

In  the  beginning  it  was  believed  that  munificent  gifts  find  bequests 
from  our  own  people  would  accomplish  all  that  was  desired,  and 
but  for  the  change  and  desolation  afterward,  such  we  are  sure 
would  have  been  the  case.  But  again,  thank  God,  after  the  laps.- 
of  years  a  large  measure  of  prosperity  has  returned,  and  from  the 
accumulated  stores  of  many  of  those  here  represented,  we  believe 
this  great  work  can  be  carried  on,  if  they  will!  aud  the  fond  hopes 
of  earlier  days  be  realized.  Ct  remains  with  them  to  say  aud  do 
In  the  meantime,  our  brethren  in  other  parts  of  the  land,  blessed 
almost  beyond  precedent  in  wealth,  and  highly  favored  in  substance 
have  the  opportunity  offered  them  to  give  of  their  wonderful  in- 
crease. A  thousand  voices  will  plead  with  all— here  and  there. 
The  gifts  bestowed  in  whatever  quarter  will  be  blessed,  gladly  wel- 
comed and  appreciated  to  the  latest  generation. 

We  can  but  labor  and  pray,  as  in  the  past  has  been  done,  tor  the 
desired  consummation,  assured  that  if  it  is  God's  work,  as  we  will 
ever  believe,  it  will  be  prospered  in  the  end.

Monday,  July  29th. 

The  Board  met  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Bishop  of  Texas.  Alter  devotions,  the 
minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  L.  N.  Whittle,  of  Georgia,  appeared  and  took  his 
seat. 

The  Bishop  of  Alabama  appointed  Mr.  B.  H.  Micou  a 
lay  trustee  for  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  and  Mr.  Micou 
took  his  seat. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Alabama,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Tucker  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Organization  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams,  who 
had  been  ealled  home  on  urgent  business. 

The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  on  the  subject  of  the  time  of  holding  the  eon- 
test  between  the  Literary  Societies. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  contest  should  take  place  on 
the  same  night  as  heretofore. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  stated  that  important 
engagements  compelled  him  to  ask  to  be  excused  from 
further  attendance  upon  the  Board  at  this  meeting.  The 
request  was  granted. 

To  give  the  committees  time  to  work,  the  Board  ad- 
journed till  the  next  morning  at  1)  o'clock. 
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FOURTH   DAY. 


Tuesday,  July  30th. 

The  Board  met,  the  Bishop  of  Texas  in  the  chair.  Af- 
ter the  usual  devotions,  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  T.  B.  Lee  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  presented  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SANITARY  MEASURES. 
The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures,  to  which  was  referred  the 
report  of  the  Health  Officer  of  the  University  of  the  South,  congrat- 
ulate the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  the  very  favorable  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  this  institution  during  the  past  year. 

There  has  been  no  case  that  resulted  fatally,  and  only  four  eases- 
two  of  pneumonia  and  two  of  measles— that  proved  troublesome. 

In  this  the  University,  through  God's  blessing,  has  enjoyed  a  for- 
tunate exemption,  as  in  the  valleys  adjacent  to  this  plateau  measles 
has  been  reported  "as  more  than  usually  fatal." 

In  one  of  the  cases  of  pneumonia  that  presented  an  unusually  high 
thermometric  range,  the  health  officer  made  and  has  appended' to  his 
report  a  careful  record  of  morning  and  evening  temperatures. 

Tour  committee  begs  leave  again  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  what  was  said  last  year  in  relation  to  the  val- 
uable mineral  springs  upon  the  domain.  "Within  one  mile  of  the 
chapel,  and  looking  out  upon  one  of  the  most  beautiful  views  com- 
manded from  this  mountain,  is  a  chalybeate  spring  of  which  Dr. 
Elliott  speaks  "  as  a  very  valuable  medicinal  agent."  In  its  vicinity 
are  two  other  springs,*  one  a  chalybeate  and  the  other  an  alum 
spring,  which,  from  their  properties,  it  is  believed  can  be  made  th<' 
means  of  attracting  persons  seeking  health.  Upon  analysis  these 
chalybeate  springs  show  respectively  1.49  grains  and  1.73  grains  of 
iron  per  gallon  of  water.  We  beg  to  repeat  our  words  of  last  year, 
"that  the  reputation  of  some  successful  watering  places  has  been 
made  simply  by  such  an  elevation  above  the  sea  as  is  to  be  found 
here,  of  others  by  the  possession  of  waters  not  so  highly  charged 
with  beneficial  ingredients  as  those  under  consideration.  The  ele- 
vation and  water  combined  aggregate  a  capital  that  promises  solid 
results  if  utilized." 
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Add  to  this  the  immense  advantage  obtained  by  these  springs 
being  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  a  refined  literary  and  re- 
ligious society,  and  it  would  seem  as  if  a  good  hotel  -at  the  chaly- 
beate spring  would  secure  an  immediate  and  extensive  patronage  of 
the  best  character,  and  become  the  means  of  attracting  many  stu- 
dents to  the  University  by  acquainting  a  large  circle  of  people  with 
this  famed  locality  and  its  exceptional  social  and  educational  oppor- 
tunities.

Mr.  Fairbanks  offered  the  following,  which  was 
adopted: 

Resolved  (3),  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute 
in  reference  to  the  death  of  Gen.  Gorgas,  late  Vice-Chancellor  of 
the  University. 

The  chair  appointed  the  committee  as  follows :  The 
Bishop  of  Alabama,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Shoup  and  Mr.  Fair- 
banks, 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker,  from  the  Committee  on  Organiza- 
tion, presented  the  following: 

REPORT  OE  THE  COMMITTEE  OX  ORGANIZATION. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  T>-ustecs  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

Your  committtee  have  had  before  them  for  consideration  all  the 
matters  referred  to  them ;  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  sundry  members 
«f  the  Faculty  and  Hebdomadal  Board  have  also  personally  ap- 
peared and  made  statements  to  them,  and  they  herewith  submit  the 
result  of  their  labors,  and  recommend  the  following  action : 

As  regards  the  extension  of  the  course  of  study  in  the  school  of 
Political  Science  and  History,  they  present  the  following : 

Resolved  (4),  That  the  action  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  in  the  ex- 
tension of  the  course  of  study  in  the  School  of  Political  Science  and 
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History,  to  cover  two  years  instead  of  one  as  heretofore,  is  hereby 
approved. 

As  regards  the  Spanish  Language  they  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved  (5),  That  it  is  advisable  to  extend  the  course  of  study  in 
the  school  of  Modem  Languages,  to  include  the  Spanish  Language 
and  Literature.  To  this  end  there  should  be  engaged  an  assistant 
to  the  professor  holding  this  chair,  which  assistant  shall  teach  the 
primary  branches  in  this  school,  under  the  direction  of  the  professor 
thereof,  and  that  the  compensation  of  this  assistant  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  per  annum.  The  Vice-Chancellor,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Professor  of  Modem  Languages,  shall  select 
and  engage  such  assistant  if  instructed  to  do  so  by  subsequent  reso- 
lution of  this  Board  after  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
and  if,  during  the  ensuing  term,  the  finances  of  the  University 
shall  seem  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  justify  the  expense. 

After  considering  the  necessity  of  obtaining  additional  support  for 
the  University,  the  committee  recommend  this  action: 

Resolved  (6),  That  the  Rev.  Professor  Gailor  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  visit  the  principal  cities  in  our  Southern  Dioceses,  and  pre- 
sent the  claims  of  the  University,  and  that  he  be  requested  to  pre- 
pare a  schedule  of  visitation  through  correspondence  with  the 
clergy  of  the  cities  he  proposes  to  visit. 

Tour  committee  are  pleased  to  leam  from  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
that  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  last  year 
relative  to  the  separation  of  the  Grammar  School  boys  and  the 
University  students  in  their  boarding  houses,  is  in  process  of  execu- 
tion, and  that  the  desire  of  the  Board  will  be  made  the  rule  of  the 
University  as  soon  as  the  changes  can  be  judiciously  made. 

As  regards  the  matter  of  a  Proctor  and  teacher  of  elocution,  your 
committee  recommend  the  following  action  : 

Resolved  (7),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  learn  with  pleasure  of  the 
possibility  of  engaging  the  services  of  the  Rev.  John  Gass,  and  do 
hereby  authorize  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500 
for  his  salary  as  Proctor,  and  $250  to  remunerate  him  for  services  as 
instructor  in  Elocution,  if  justified  by  the  financial  condition  of  tin- 
University. 

With  regard  to  the  use  of  costume,  etc.,  your  committee  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved  (8),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Proctors  and  Sub-Proctors 
of  this  University  be  required  to  wear  the  academic  costume  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Statutes  of  this  Universitv,  and  that  the  Vice-Chan- 
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cellor  be  authorized  to  make  such  modifications  in  said  costume  as 
may  in  his  judgment  be  deemed  expedient. 

Resolved  (9),  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  it  is  impossible 
to  preserve  discipline  or  respect  for  the  law  of  the  University  among 
the  students,  if  any  points  of  discipline  are  evaded  or  neglected  by 
the  professors.  The  Board  therefore  hold  it  to  be  important  that 
the  professors  should  wear  their  official  costumes  at  all  times  when 
engaged  in  their  official  duties,  according  to  the  written  law  of  this 
Institution  and  the  declared  will  of  this  Board.  Also,  the  professors 
should  appear  in  their  proper  seats  and  in  official  costume  in  the 
chapel  at  all  services  attended  by  them. 

•     With  regard  to  resignations  of  officers  your  committee  present  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved  (10),  That  this  Board  of  Trustees  accept  with  regret  the 
resignation  of  Professor  R.  E.  Nelson.  "We  hereby  return  thanks  to 
Professor  Nelson,  both  for  his  efficiency  in  the  discharge  of  his  reg- 
ular duties  and  for  the  extra  labors  he  has  undertaken  and  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year.  "We  regret  his  loss  of  health,  and 
trust  that  in  his  new  field  he  may  soon  be  restored. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  P.  A.  Shoup  be 
elected  to  the  chair  of  Engineering  and  Physics,  made  vacant  by 
the  resignation  of  Professor  Nelson. 

Resolved  (11),  That  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose  as 
Chaplain  of  this  University,  in  consequence  of  his  inability  to  dis- 
charge its  duties  in  addition  to  those  of  the  several  professorships 
held  by  him,  as  stated  in  his  letter  of  resignation,  be  accepted  with 
regret  and  with  the  expression  of  our  high  appreciation  of  Dr. 
DuBose's  long  and  faithful  services  in  this  office. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  Rev.  Thos.  P.  Gailor  be 
elected  Chaplain  of  this  University. 

The  committee  considered  the  matter  of  a  Law  School,  and. re- 
commend the  following  action : 

Resolved  (12),  That  while  we  fully  appreciate  the  importance  of 
establishing  a  Law  School  in  connection  with  the  University  as  re- 
commended by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  still  the  Trustees  cannot  con- 
sent to  use  any  part  of  the  funds  or  income  of  the  University  for 
this  purpose  in  our  present  financial  condition. 

Regarding  Religious  Instruction  the  following  action  is  recom- 
mended : 

Resolved  (13),  That  one  hour  after  chapel  on  every  Monday  morn- 
ing be  devoted  to  religious  instruction  of  all  junior  and  University 
students. 
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Resolved  (14),  That  a  committee  of  three  Bishops,  in  connection 
with  the  Chaplain  and  Vice-Chancellor,  be  appointed  to  revise  the 
course  of  religious  studies  for  the  University  and  Grammar  School, 
to  prescribe  a  plan  for  thorough  church  teaching,  and  to  select  such 
text  books  as  may  be  required. 

"We  herewith  submit  a  schedule  of  salaries  as  presented  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Richard  H.  Wilmer,  Chairman. 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  were  taken  up  severally 
and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Miles,  the  Vice-Chancellor's  recom- 
mendation on  the  subject  of  salaries  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Alabama,  the  Board  pro- 
ceeded to  elect  officers  to  fill  vacancies. 

The  Eev.  F.  A.  Shoup,  D.  D.,  was  elected  to  the  chair 
of  Engineering  and  Physics. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  moved  to  reconsider  the 
resolution  accepting  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
DuBose  as  Chaplain. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  of  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose  as 
Chaplain  being  before  the  Board,  upon  motion  of  Mr. 
McNeal,  the  following  was  adopted : 

Resolved  (15),  That  action  upon  this  matter  be  suspended  for  the 
present,  and  that  a  committeee  of  three  Bishops  be  appointed  by 
the  chair  who  shall  consider  the  matter  and  report  nominations  to 
the  Board  lor  said  place. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  chair  appointed  the  committee  as  follows:  The 
Bishops  of  Alabama  and  South  Carolina  and  the  Assistant 
Bishop  of  Mississippi. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted : 
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Resolved  (16),  That  we  earnestly  urge  upon  the  clergy  and  laity 
of  the  Dioceses  associated  in  this  institution,  the  necessity  of  in- 
creasing the  number  of  the  students  as  of  vital  importance  to  its 
support,  and  to  the  enlargement  of  its  means  of  usefulness. 

Resolved  (17),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  commu- 
nicate this  resolution  to  the  clergymen  and  lay  readers  of  our  asso- 
ciated Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions,  calling  their  attention 
to  it  by  a  brief  statement  containing  such  information  as  may  qualify 
them  to  speak  intelligently  tx>  their  people  on  the  subject  of  the  ad- 
vantages here  afforded  for  the  education  of  their  sons. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  ottered  the  following,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved  (18),  That  the  attention  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  called 
to  Resolution  43,  page  39,  Proceedings  of  1882,  and  that  he  be 
asked  whether  it  has  been  complied  with. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock 
a.m.  the  next  day. 


FIFTH   DAY. 


Wednesday,  August  1st. 

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Bishop 
of  Texas  in  the  chair.  After  the  usual  devotions  the 
minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  Alabama,  from  the  special  committee 
on  the  subject  of  the  Chaplaincy,  made  a  verbal  report, 
recommending  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor  for  that  posi- 
tion. 

Mr.  Miles  moved  to  take  up  the  question  of  the  resig- 
nation of  the  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose  as  Chaplaiu,  which  motion 
prevailed,  and  the  resignation  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sneed,  the  Board  proceeded 
to  elect  a  Chaplain,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor  was 
unanimously  chosen. 

Mr.  McNeal  presented  the  following: 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  ths  University  of  the  South  : 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  ex- 
amined the  accounts  of  the.  Treasurer  and  have  carefully  compared 
the  same  with  the  accompanying  vouchers,  and  find  the  same  cor- 
rect. In  a  few  instances  the  vouchers  were  informal,  but  your  com- 
mittee have  had  free  conference  with  the  Treasurer's  office  as  to  the 
same,  aud  are  entirely  satisfied  as  to  the  statements  and  schedules 
submitted  to  them. 

The  receipts  in  the  Theological  Department  for  the  past  year  as 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  amount  to  $3,852.17.  A 
schedule  of  the  sources  of  the  same  is  filed  herewith  marked  A. 

The  disbursements  in  said  department  amount  to  the  sum  of 
$4,000,  of  which  was  applied  to  salaries  $3,800. 

This  statement  would  leave  a  balance  of  $147.83  as  due  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Theological  Department  guaranteed  by  the  action  of  the 
Board  last  year,  but  there  is  said  to  be  the  sum  of  $100  not  yet  re- 
ceived from  Jacksonville,  Florida;  and  it  also  appears  that  in  sub- 
scriptions during  the  past  year  between  $150  and  $200  were  paid  in 
the  cancellation  of  old  advances  by  some  members  of  the  Board  to 
said  department,  which,  having  been  expended  in  previous  years, 
the  Treasurer  did  not  include  in  his  receipts,  though  showing  them 
on  his  itemized  statement  filed,  and  after  consultation  with  the 
Treasurer  of  said  department,  the  committee  report  the  guarantee 
of  the  Board  to  them  as  satisfied. 

In  the  Academic  Department  your  committee  find  from  the  Bur- 
sar's report  that  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  foot  up —

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In  this  department  for  the  past  year  there  has  been  no  scaling  of 
salaries,  but  all  have  been  paid  in  full.  Under  the  action  of  the 
Board  last  year  only  two  salaries  were  subject  to  scale,  to  wit,  those 
in  the  department  of  Chemistry  and  Mathematics,  and  the  incum- 
bents of  those  chairs  have  received  their  full  salary  of  $1,800  each. 

In  the  department  of  the  Corporation  the  receipts  for  the  past 
year  (including  $4.15  balance  in  Treasury  at  last  report)  amounted 
to  $7,338.68.

As  to  item  10,  your  committee  state  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
Treasurer  sold  the  $200  of  bonds  in  the  transaction  in  which  he  sold 
the  Harrison  cottage  for  $800,  by  taking  up  a  bond  of  $1,000  and 
issuing  the  $200.

Tour  committee  refer  to  the  tables  presented  with  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor's report  as  to  the  assets  of  the  University  (Table  No.  2),  but 
desire  to  present  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  as  accurate  and 
thorough  a  statement  of  these  assets  and  their  character  as  possible, 
and  hence  call  the  attention  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  Resolution 
No.  17,  attached  to  report  of  this  committee  last  year,  and  recom- 
mend a  renewal  of  this  resolution. 

The  $400  item  appearing  in  Tables  2  and  3  with  Vice-Chancellor's 
report  should  be  left  out  of  the  University  accounts  hereafter,  as  we 
have  no  further  interest  in  the  matter,  the  money  having  been  paid 
into  court. 

Apart  from  the  $7,500  of  reserved  bonds  held  by  the  Theological 
Endowment  Fund  and  Fund  for  Endowment  of  Professorships  in 
the  University  (which  we  owe  to  our  own  departments),  our  indebt- 
edness is  as  follows :

There  also  still  remains  the  unadjusted  claim  due  Hyatt,  McBir- 

ney  &  Co.,  so  often  referred  to  in  the  reports  of  this  committee. 
For  the  ensuing  year  our  interest  account,  salary  for  assistance  iu 

the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Treasurer's  office  and  taxes,  will  be  aliont 
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$2,100,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  estimates  about  $1,200  for  ordin.irv 
expense  account  and  repairs.  The  latter  amount  could  be  made 
less,  if  necessary,  as  much  work  of  the  kind  has  been  done  the  past 
year,  but  should  the  income  allow  it  all  the  amount  could  be  advant- 
ageously expended. 

Tour  committee  fear,  however,  should  the  individual  offerings  fall 
short  and  collections  fail  upon  our  old  assets,  that  our  income 
would  not  meet  the  expenses,  as  our  certain  revenue  is  almost  en- 
tirely from  our  rents — that  from  royalty  being  very  small.  By  en- 
ergetic effort,  however,  to  collect  back  rents  due  and  old  assets  next 
year,  we  may  reasonably  expect  to  meet  expenses;  but  as  has  been 
urged  by  this  committee  for  two  years  past,  we  can  hardly  rely  on 
this  now  more  than  one  year  longer,  and  we  must  after  this  year 
have  some  other  source  of  income  in  order  to  certainly  meet  our 
present  amount  of  annual  expense. 

Tour  committee  have  also  considered  the  matters  in  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  report  in  regard  to  Chemical  and  Philosophical  Hall 
now  being  built,  and  the  statement  of  amounts  subscribed  and  re- 
ceived appended  to  his  report.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this 
building  was  expected  to  be  erected  by  subscription,  without  draw- 
ing upon  the  University  treasuiy,  but  from  the  Vice-Chancellor's 
report  it  appears  that  not  more  than  about  half  the  necessary 
amount  for  its  completion  and  equipment  has  been  subscribed.  It  is. 
very  important  that  the  original  idea  as  to  this  be  adhered  to.  and 
some  steps  should  be  taken  at  the  present  session  of  the  Board  to 
make  up  the  amount  necessary.  There  existed,  however,  such  <i 
necessity  for  this  building  that  your  committee  deem  the  action  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor  wise  in  beginning  the  work  at  once,  inasmuch 
as  in  case  of  failure  in  subscriptions  the  University  had  the  donation 
of  the  Texas  lands,  referred  to  in  his  report,  to  make  up  the  de- 
ficiency and  secure  us  against  debt  for  the  same. 

Tour  committee  warmly  commend  the  suggestion  of  the  Vice- 
chancellor  as  to  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Gailor  visiting  various  points  in  our 
Dioceses  in  the  interest  of  the  University,  and  believe  that  he  could 
accomplish  much  in  making  known  the  University  to  our  people, 
securing  students,  presenting  our  plan  for  the  support  of  the  Theo- 
logical Department  and  bringing  it  home  to  the  Parishes,  as  well  as 
the  hope  of  securing  endowment  or  a  beginning  of  the  same. 

Tour  committee  have  already  shown  that  our  necessary  (and  or- 
dinary) expenses  for  the  ensuing  year  must  be  $3,000,  perhaps  a 
little  more,  and  that  we  cannot  with  any  reasonable  certainty  count 
upon  more  than  that  amount  of  income,  and  without  aid  from  the 
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old  assets  and  back  rents  we  could  not  with  auy  confidence  expect 
so  much. 

We  should  not  rely  upon  the  sale  of  the  Texas  lands  to  meet  any 
■expenses  or  obligation  for  the  ensuing  year,  for  our  account  is  now 
•overdrawn  with  the  Treasurer  to  the  amount  of  $1,487.81,  and  in 
«ase  of  deficit  in  subscription  list  to  the  new  building  those  lands 
must  be  Telied  upon  to  meet  that.  Hence  it  would  be  manifestly 
most  unwise  for  the  Board  to  contract  any  new  obligation  now,  con- 
tingent or  absolute. 

Tour  committee  believe  that  should  Mr.  Gailor  go  out  on  behalf 
of  the  University  as  contemplated,  and  if  the  members  of  this 
Board  will  make  some  exertion  in  their  Dioceses  (more  especially 
our  Right  Reverend  Fathers  of  the  Board),  that  there  will  be  no 
reasonable  doubt  but  that  the  voluntary  contributions  from  the 
Dioceses  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  Theological  Department,  as  has 
been  the  case  the  past  year.  If  one  or  two  of  the  Dioceses  had  not 
fallen  so  behind  the  past  year,  we  would  have  had  a  surplus  in  the 
treasury  of  that  department.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  any 
professors  who  labor  here  should  depend  on  such  an  uncertain 
,  method,  but  your  committee  earnestly  urge  upon  the  Board  to  ad- 
here to  the  system  of  the  past  few  years  for  the  present  at  least. 
We  cannot  afford  to  promise  to  pay  when  we  have  no  assurance  of 
funds  for  the  purpose.  Tour  committee  therefore  recommend  that 
there  be  no  guarantee  of  salaries  whatever  by  the  Board  in  any  de- 
partment. 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  schedule  of  professors', 
teachers'  and  officers'  salaries  for  ensuing  year,  as  presented  to  the 
•Committee  on  Organization,  and  have  heard  their  report  and  recom- 
mendations thereon.  The  said  schedule  contemplates,  as  your  com- 
mittee understand,  an  increase  of  $500  to  the  salary  list  of  the 
Academic  organization.  Tour  believe  committee  that  this  can  be 
-done  safely,  and  submit  as  their  reason  therefor  the  fact  that  for  the 
four  years  beginning  August,  1878,  and  ending  August,  1882,  the 
average  salaries  received  by  the  professors,  on  a  conditional  salary  of 
$1,800,  as  scaled  for  these  years,  was  $1,437.00. 

Under  the  changes  in  organization  last  year  the  professors  and 
officers  have  received  their  full  salaries,  including  the  two  salaries 
of  $1,800.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  under 
the  present  arrangement  those  two  salaries  are  the  only  ones  subject 
to  scale.  The  matter  of  organization  is  not  the  province  of  your 
-committee,  hence  we  offer  nothing  save  the  statement  of  our  finan- 
cial condition  as  above. 
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Your  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved  (19).  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to 
publish  at  the  close  of  the- Journal  the  tabulated  list  of  contributions 
to  the  Theological  Department  for  the  past  year  filed  with  this  report. 

Resolved  (20),  That  Resolution  No.  17,  page  24  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  last  year,  offered  by  this  committee,  and  adopted  by  the 
Board,  be  in  all  respects  renewed. 

Resolved  (21),  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  pro- 
cure the  information  sought  in  Resolution  18,  page  24,  Proceedings 
of  last  year. 

Resolved  (22),  That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Board  to 
cancel  the  bonds  and  coupons  paid  by  the  Treasurer  during  the  past 
year,  and  report  to  the  present  meeting  of  the  Board. 

.Resolved  (23),  That  no  salaries  in  any  department  be  guaranteed 
by  the  Board,  but  the  policy  adopted  and  followed  prior  to  last 
August  be  adhered  to.

Mr.  Neal  offered  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 
To  the  Trustcei;  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

Your  Executive  Committee  respectfully  report  that  during  the 
past,  year  they  received  n   communication  from   Caskie  Harrison. 
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here,  filed,  late  professor  of  this  institution,  in  regard  to  the  rent 
upon  the  lot  on  which  he  resided.  The  committee  recommend  that 
the  Board  allow  the  rental  to  remain  at  the  price  he  has  paid  here- 
tofore, for  the  past  and  ensuing  year,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancel  lor 
be  so  instructed. 

Your  Committee  were  also  addressed  by  Mr.  H.  Hudson  Holly, 
architect,  of  New  York,  claiming  a  considerable  balance  due  him  as 
architect  of  St.  Lukes  Hall.  He  furnished  the  plans,  but  that  was 
the  amount  of  his  service  rendered,  as  he  never,  either  by  himself  or 
any  agent,  gave  any  supervision  to  the  building.  He  received  $600 
in  cash.  The  Board  have  heretofore  refused  to  recognize  any  fur- 
ther debt  to  him,  and  your  Committee  are  of  the  opiuiou  that  Mr. 
Holly  has  been  amply  remunerated,  aud  that  uo  further  action  is 
necessary  in  regard  to  his  claim,  unless  as  a  courtesy  to  him,  some 
one  or  more  members  of  the  Board  be  instructed  as  a  committee  to 
inform  him  of  our  conclusion  and  the  reasons  for  the  same,  which 
may  be  done  while  in  attendance  on  General  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  October. 

Your  Committee  also  had  some  correspondence  with  the  War 
Department  at  Washington,  in  regard  to  detail  of  a  military  instruc- 
tor, which  is  submitted  for  inspection  of  the  Board. 

The  matter  of  the  complaints  of  Col.  Lovell  in  regard  to  the  status 
of  his  alleged  contract  with  the  University,  and  the  memorial  of 
Mr.  Wadham  at  Sewanee,  which  involved  the  investigation  of  the 
same  questions,  have  also  beeu  considered  by  your  committee,  but 
being  so  far  from  this  point  and  from  exact  information,  they  are  not 
.yet  fully  prepared  to  report.  These  matters  should  be  speedily 
settled  however,  aud  your  committee  recommend  that  the  Board 
again  consider  and  make  order  as  to  the  same,  or  renew  the  refer- 
ence made  last  year.  In  case  of  trouble  with  any  parties  it  is  im- 
portant the  Yice-Chaucellor  or  Executive  Committee  have  authority 
(if  not  already  possessed  by  them)  to  employ  the  best  counsel  to 
represent  the  interests  of  the  University.

Mr.  Fairbanks  offered  the  following : 

Resolved  (25).  That  the  Bishops,  members  of  this  Board,  be  re- 
quested to  unite  in  an  appeal  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  their  respec- 
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tive  dioceses  requesting  that  an  Advent  offertory  be  made  for  the 
support  of  the  Theological  Department  in  every  parish,  and  that 
each  Bishop  be  requested  to  forward  such  appeal,  supplimeuted  by 
his  own  approval  and  that  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Whittle  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved  (20),  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  send  a  copy  of 
the  above  resolution  to  each  Bishop  in  connection  with  this  Univer- 
sity, attaching  thereto  the  amount  expended  from  his  Diocese. 

The  Kev.  Dr.  DuBose  and  Gen.  Kirby-Smith,  from  the 
Special  Committee  of  professors  appointed  last  year, 
and  the  Kev.  Davis  Sessums  on  the  part  of  the  Alimmi 
Association,  appeared  before  the  Board  and  submitted 
a  permenant  Constitution  for  said  Alumni  Association. 

Mr.  McNeal  submitted  the  following: 

Resolved  (27),  That  the  Constitution  presented  by  the  Associated 
Alumni  of  the  University  of  the  South,  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Statutes,  and  that  said  committee  report  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  allowing  such  association  represen- 
tation in  the  Board  by  one  Clerical  and  two  Lay  Trustees,  to  be 
elected  by  the  same. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  McNeal  moved  that  the  following  proposition  to 
amend  the  Constitution,  passed  by  the  Board  last  year, 
be  adopted  by  this  Board  as  required  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, to  wit: 

Resolved  (28),  That  Article  XVII.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "Diocese"  the  words  "or  Missionary 
Jurisdiction  ;  "  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "number  of  Trustees" 
after  the  word  ' '  same  "  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  article,  and  inserting 
in  lieu  the  words  "  Representation  in  the  Board  of  Trustees; "  and  by 
striking  out  all  of  said  article  after  the  words  "entitled  to"  in  the 
fifth  line  thereof,  and  adding  the  words  "and  Clerical  and  Lay  Trus- 
tees from  such  Missionary  Jurisdictions  shall  be  elected  by  the  con- 
vocation thereof,"  so  that  the  said  .article  will  read  as  follows: 

Article  XVII. — In  case  of  subdivision  of  any  of  the  existing 
Dioceses  connected  with  this  University,  or  the  establishment  of 
Missionary  Jurisdictions  by  reduction  of  the  territory  of  said  Dio- 
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oeses,  each  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  arising  out  of  such 
subdivision  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  representation  in  the  Board 
of  Trustees  as  the  respective  Dioceses  are  now  entitled  to ;  and  the. 
Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees  from  such  Missionary  Jurisdictions  shall 
be  elected  by  the  convocations  thereof. 

The  Constitution  was  so  amended. 

The  Kev.  Dr.  Porter  submitted  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were  adopted: 

Resolved  (29),  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  needed 
for  the  support  of  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of 
the  South  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Resolved  (30),  That  the  support  of  the  Theological  Department  is 
derived  solely  from  the  voluntary  offerings  of  the  Church. 

Resolved  (31).  That  the  several  Dioceses  be  earnestly  requested 
to  raise  the  sums  placed  after  their  names  respectively :  North  Car- 
olina $600,  South  Carolina  $600,  Georgia  $600,  Florida  $350,  Ala- 
bama $400,  Tennessee  $400,  Texas  $400.  Arkansas  $300,  Northern- 
Texas  $150,  Western  Texas  $150. 

Resolved  (32),  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  at  once  to 
each  Bishop  and  clergyman  in  all  these  Dioceses  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, and  that  the  same  be  sent  again  and  again  until  the  several 
amounts  are  raised. 

Resolved  (33),  That  the  Bishops"  and  Trustees  are  earnestly  urged 
to  bring  these  resolutions  to  the  notice  of  their  respective  Dioceses. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  next 
morning. 


SIXTH   DAY. 


Thursday,  August  2. 

The  Board  met,  the  Bishop  of  Texas  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  Whittle  moved  to  reconsider  the  resolution  adopted 
yesterday  fixing  the  schedule  of  salaries.  The  motion 
prevailed. 

On  motion,  the  schedule' was  amended  so  as  to  make 
the  salary  of  the  Kev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor  fourteen  hun- 
dred dollars  and  then  adopted. 
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Mr.  Fairbanks  submitted  tbe  following: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  present  a  minute  in  reference  to  the 
death  of  Gen.  Josiah  Gorgas,  late  Vice-Chancellor,  respectfully  re- 
port : 

MINUTE. 

General  Gorgas  was  chosen  as  the  head  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment of  this  University  upon  its  organization  in  1868,  and  remained 
at  its  head  until  the  close  of  the  Lent  term,  1876.  During  all  this 
period  his  rule  was  signalized  by  the  most  faithful  devotion  to  its 
interests,  the  most  exact  and  patient  performance  of  the  duties  of 
his  position— all  with  a  sweet  and  gentle  courtesy.  This  Board  de- 
sires to  record  its  high  admiration  of  his  character  as  a  Christian 
gentleman,  faithful  to  every  trust. 

Resolved  (34),  That  this  minute  he  spread  in  the  journal  and  a 
■copy  thereof  be  transmitted  to  Mrs.  Gorgas.

The  minute  was  adopted  unanimously  by  a  rising  vote. 
The  Bishop  of  Florida  offered  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DEGREES. 

The  Committee  on  Degrees  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 
In  the  earlier  years  of  the  existence  of  the  University,  when  the 
matter  of  costumes,  and  badges  of  officers  and  degrees,  was  being 
considered  and  settled,  it  was  felt  that  there  would  be  a  difficulty 
m  securing  any  considerable  degree  of  uniformity  when  those  hold- 
ing official  relations  to  the  University  should  appear  in  a  body  in 
the  Commencement  assemblages,  and  other  like  important  public 
occasions,  from  the  fact  that  nearly  all  who  held  the.  higher  academic 
degrees  had  received  them  from  colleges  which  had  no  badges 
answering  to  their  degrees. 

To  meet  this  difficulty  in  fact,  as  the  Bishops  connected  with  the 
University  were  ex-officio  and  life  long  Trustees,  as  well  as  chief 
patrons  of  the  University,  who,  more  than  any  others,  would  be 
likely  to  be  present  on  anniversary  occasions,  it  was  decided  to  con- 
fer upon  them  each,  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  ad  eundcm, 
mainly  as  a  legitimate  warrant  for.  their  use  on  public  occasions  of 
the  regulation  costume  and  uniform  ordered  to  be  worn  by  its  Board 
•of  Trustees,  as  distinctively  characteristic  of  this  University. 

The  Bishops  to  whom  this  action  applied  were  Bishops  Green, 
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Davis,  Atkinson,  Gregg,  "Wilrncr  of  Alabama,  Quintard,  Wiliner  of 
Louisiana,  Young,  Beckwith  and  Pierce.  Shortly  after,  the  degree 
of  D.  D.  was  conferred  ou  Bishop  Howe  of  South  Carolina. 

The  Bishops  added  to  our  Board  since  that  time  are  the  Bishops 
of  North  Carolina,  Northern  and  Western  Texas,  Louisiana,  and  the 
Assistant  Bishop  of  Mississippi. 

For  the  same  reason  that  prompted  the  action  of  this  Board  in 
the  former  case  above  referred  to,  your  committee  would  offer  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved  (35),  That  upon  the  Bishops  of  North  Carolina,  of 
Northern  Texas,  of  Louisiana,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Missis- 
sippi be  now  conferred  by  this  Board  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity 
ad  eundem,  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  having  received  the  de- 
gree of  D.  D.  from  this  University  in  1874. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  ad  eundem, 
be  conferred  on  Rt.  Rev.  T.  U.  Dudley,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop  of 
Kentucky,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  F.  Robertson,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Mis- 
souri, whose  welcome  presence  here  and  earnest  sympathy  with  the 
University  and  active  participation  in  its  exercises,  we  recognize 
and  appreciate. 

Sundry  applications  for  degrees  have  been  laid  before  your  com: 
mittee,  including  the  degrees  of  LL.  D.,  B.  C.  L.,  D.  C.  L.  and  D.  D. 
The  applicants  for  these  honors  hold  no  relations  to  this  University, 
and  excepting  one  of  them,  are  totally  unknown  to  its  authorities. 
They  have,  consequently,  no  claim  upon  its  recognition.  No  rea- 
son, therefore,  appears  to  your  committee  for  bestowing  these 
solicited  honor's,  beyond  the  fact  that  those  who  ask  for,  desire 
them.  For  this  reason,  we  have  no  recommendations  to  make 
respecting  them.

Mr.  Fairbanks  submitted  the  following : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS. 

The  Committee  report  that  they  desire  to  express  gratification  at 
the  improvements  which  have  been  made  and  are.  now  going  on  in 
refurnishing  and  arrangements  of  the  Grammar  School. 

They  report  that  the  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  Mr.  A.  E. 
Cornish,  the  Assistant  Librarian,  for  the  care  and  labor  bestowed 
by  him  upon  the  library.     They  also  report  that  the  University  is 
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indebted  to  the  family  of  Rev.  P.  Tell  Babbit  of  Georgia,  for  Kir, 
warding  of  the  library  of  the  late  Mr.  Babbit. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips,  late  of  Arkansas,  has  also  given  his  library 
to  the  University.     We  report  resolutions  of  thanks  to  both. 

In  reference  to  the  claim  of  Mr.  H.  Hudson  Holly,  architect,  for 
services  hi  furnishing  the  plans  for  St.  Lukes  Hall,  the  matter 
seems  to  require  further  examination,  and  we  are  unable  to  report 
definitely  on  the  subject.  We  have  requested  a  member  of  this 
committed  to  investigate  the  claim  and  place  the  same  in  shape  for 
adjustment  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

In  the  matter  of  the  rent  of  Prof.  Harrison's  late  residence,  now 
unoccupied,  we.  recommend  that  he  be  only  required  to  pay  a  rent 
of  five  dollars  for  the  past  and  present  year. 

The  renewal  of  the  lease  of  the  Coal  Mine,  we  report,  should  be 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Vice-Chaucellor  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  heretofore  authorized. 

In  regard  to  the  permanent  buildings  of  the  University,  the  com- 
mittee are  unable  to  recommend  any  present  action.  The  expense 
of  procuring  architectural  designs  and  the  necessity  of  a  very  com- 
plete and  comprehensive  study  of  the  subject  preclude,  in  our 
opinion,  any  definite  action  at  this  session  of  the  Board,  as  there 
seems  to  be  no  immediate  necessity  for  such  action. 

THE   CHEMICAL   HALL. 

We  are  gratified  that  this  new  hall  of  instruction,  so  important 
and  so  necessary  to  our  work,  has  been  begun.  We  trust  the  funds 
to  complete  and  fully  furnish  it  will  be  obtained  by  voluntary  sub- 
scription. It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  University  to  devote  its  cur- 
rent means  to  the  erection  of  buildings.  It  will  be  as  much  as  we 
can  do  to  keep  them  in  repair  and  provide  for  insurance,  care,  etc. 
For  this  reason  we  deem  it  unadvisable  to  devote  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  the  Texas  lands  to  this  object  unless  absolutely  neces- 
sary. 

The  Committee  desire  to  report  their  gratification  for  the  very 
liberal  donation  of  upwards  of  5,000  acres  of  land  in  Texas,  by  Mr. 
Asenath  Sherwood  of  Elgin,  Illinois.  We  report  a  resolution  of 
thanks  for  this  valuable  gift. 

In  reference  to  the  encroachment  on  springs,  referred  to  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  we  regard  the  preservation  of  the  vicinity  of  the 
springs  as  of  great  importance  and  to  be  carefully  guarded.  In  the 
instance  referred  to,  the  wall  which  has  been  erected  against  the 
cliff  is  not  unsightly  nor  calculated  to  mar  the  surroundings,  nor  does 
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it  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  use  of  the  spring.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  the  Vice-Chaneellor  give  permission  to  Prof.  Kirby- 
Smith  to  continue  the  use  of  the  spring-house,  with  the  understanding 
that  it  shall  be  removed  when  the  Vice-Chaneellor  and  Executive 
Committee  deem  advisable. 

In  reference  to  the  permission  given  to  Gen.  Kirby-Smith  in  1882, 
to  put  in  a  ram  below  Polk  Spring;  he  not  having  availed  himself 
of  the  permission,  we  recommend  its  revocation,  as  it  may  interfere 
with  other  uses  of  the  surplus  water. 

"With  respect  to  a  hotel,  your-  committee  are  impressed  with  the 
urgent  and  immediate  necessity  for  effective  action  on  that  matter. 
And  in  accordance  with' the  request  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  we  re- 
commend that  a  Special  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the 
chair,  with  full  power  to  organize  a  joint  stock  company,  provide 
and  furnish  a  suitable  building  for  our  present  necessity,  and  put 

the  enterprise  into  operation,  it  being  understood  that  no  expense  or 

liabilities  on  account  of  the  University  shall  be  incurred  by  said 

committee. 
The  Committee  recommend  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  cause  special 

seats  to  be  provided  for  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  in  Forensic  Hal], 

to  be  occupied  by  them  at  the  public  exercises  which  may  take 

place  in  that  hall. 
Resolved  (36),  That  the  subject  matter  of  a  hotel  be  committed 

to  a  committee  of  live,  with  full  power  to  organize  a  joint  stock 

company  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a  suitable  building  for  the 

necessities  of  this  community— it  being  understood  that  no  expense 

or  liabilities  shall  be  incurred  on  account  of  the  University  by  said 

committee. 
Resolved  (37),  That  the  Vice-Chaneellor   be   directed   to   cause 

special  seats  to  be  provided  for  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  in  Forensic 

Hall,  to  be  occupied  by  them  at  the  public  exercises  held  there. 
Resolved  (38),  That  the  thacks  of  this  Board  are  due  and  are 

hereby  tendered  to  Mr.  A.  E.  Cornish,  Assistant  Librarian,  for  the 

care  and  labor  bestowed  by  him  upon  the  Librarv. 
Resolved  (39),  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  herebv  tendered 

to  the  family  of  the  Eev.  P.  T.  Babbit  of  Georgia,  and  to  the  Rev. 

A.  E.  Phillips,  for  their  gifts  of  valuable  books  to  the  Library. 
Resolved  (40),  That  the  rent  of  Prof.  Harrison's  lot  be  adjudged 

at  five  dollars  per  annum  for  the  past  and  present  year. 
Resolved  (41),  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  tendered  to  Mr. 

Asenath  Sherwood  of  Elgin,  111.,  for  the  valuable  gift  of  5,000  acres 

of  land  in  the  State  of  Texas. 
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Resolved  (42),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  directed  to  give  per- 
mission to  Gen.  Kirby-Smith  to  continue  the  use  of  the  spring- 
house  erected  by  him,  with  the  understanding  that  the  same  shall 
be  removed  when  deemed  necessary  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
Executive  Committee. 

Resolved  (43),  That  the  permission  given  in  1882  to  Gen.  Kirby- 
Smith  to  erect  a  ram,  be  recalled.

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  the  Bishop  of 
Texas  was  added  as  chairman. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands,  to  whom  the  memorial 
of  Col.  W.  S.  Lovell  was  referred,  consider  that  the  subject  matter 
of  the  memorial  requires  a  fuller  examination  into  the  facts  than  can 
be  made  by  this  committee  during  the  session  of  the  Board,  and 
belongs  properly  to  the  Executive  Committee,  by  whom  the  matter, 
as  the  committee  are  informed,  is  now  being  considered.  The  com- 
mittee therefore  ask  that  they  be  discharged  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  memorial  of  Col.  Lovell,  and  that  it  be  referred,  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  subject  was  so  referred* 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas,  Mr.  McNeal, 
Judge  Farrar  and  Col.  Thompson,  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  explain  to  Col.  Lovell  the  action  of  the  Board 
-on  the  subject  of  his  memorial. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida,  appointed  the  Rev.  Albion  W. 
Knight  as  Clerical  Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  Florida. 
Mr.  Knight  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  McNeal  submitted  the  following: 
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SPECIAL  REPORT. 
Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  have  examined  the 
Constitution  of  the  Associate  Alumui  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
(a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  filed)  and  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  Constitution  of  the  University  of  the  South  he  amended  by  the 
addition  of  the  following  as  Article  20  to  said  Constitution,  to  wit. - 
ARTICLE  XX.— The  Associate  Alumui  of  the  University  of  the 
South  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
by  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  be  elected  by  said  Association 
from  their  membership  to  serve  for  three  years;  provided,  however 
that  any  amendments  at  any  time  made  to  the  present  Constitution 
of  said  Association  shall  receive  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University.

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  BOARD  AND  BOARDING 
HOUSES. 

The  Committee  on  Board  and  Boarding  Houses  have  nothing  to 
report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  houses  during  the  past  year,  no 
complaint  having  reached  them.  But  they  feel  it  their  duty  again 
to  urge  upon  this  Board  the  prime  necessity  of  an  immediate  sepa- 
ration of  the  University  students  from  the  Grammar  School  boys. 
While  your  Board  is  devising  plans  for  the  increase  of  its  patronage, 
we' are  persuaded  that  you  are  overlooking  the  most  essential  of  all 
the  plans,  that  of  making  this  separation.  The  advantage  of  a  total 
separation  is  apparent  to  you  by  the  results  which  have  followed  the 
erection  of  St.  Luke's  Hall.  Without  consuming  more  of  vonr  time, 
feeling  assured  you  realize  the  necessity  of  this  change  'in  admin- 
istration, we  offer  for  your  consideration  the  following  scheme. 

Erect  a  hall  at  once,  costing  not  more  than  $8,000,  which  could 
be  done,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  seventy-five  stu- 
dents—giving a  sitting  room  with  two  chambers  attached  for  the  use 
of  every  two  students.  Into  this  hall  compel  the  University  students 
to  move  until  it  is  full,— charge  each  student  ten  dollars  room  rent  for 
the  whole  session .  from  March  to  December.  This  would  yield 
$750.     This  ten  dollars  to  be  taken  from  the  amount  now  paid  to 
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boarding  houses.  The  students  could  take  their  meals  wherever 
they  might  select  until  such  time  as  the  Board  can  establish  a  com- 
mons hall.  $750  is  the  interest  on  $12,500;  but  as  we  only  propose 
to  expend  $8,000,  bearing  an  interest  of  $480,  we  should  have  a 
surplus  of  $270  for  the  first  year,  which  would  of  course  increase 
each  year,  to  be  applied  to  extinguishment  of  the  debt.  To  raise 
this  amount  the  $6,500  of  bonds  of  the  $40,000  issue  which  the 
Board  still  retains  should  be  placed  in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  hands 
to  be  disposed  of  to  the  best  advantage.  The  balance  of  the  money 
needed  to  complete  the  building  would  certainly  be  raised  by  one 
means  or  another,  as  in  all  other  eases  of  like  nature.  If  we  have 
confidence  in  the  University  of  which  we  are  trustees,  we  ought  to 
be  willing  to  take  some  risks  and  to  make  some  exertion  to  make 
it  a  success.  Ve  are  trustees  not  only  of  this  property,  but  of  the 
life  of  this  University — of  the  young  men  who  are  here,  and  more 
especially  of  the  boys  who  are  at  the  Grammar  School — and  as  at 
present  constituted  we  are  not  faithfully  discharging  the  trust. 

We  beg  to  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

lie-solved  (44),  That  it  is  expedient  to  erect  at  once  a  hall  for 
the  students  of  the  University  to  cost  not  more  than  $8,000. 

liesolved  (45),  That  the  unexpended  bonds  of  the  $40,000  issue 
now  held  by  the  Board,  aud  amounting  to  $6,500,  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Yice-Chancellor  with  authority  to  dispose  of  the  same, 
and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  erection  of  said  hall. 

Resolved  (46),  That  when  this  hall  is  completed  all  the  students 
of  the  University  who  can  be  accommodated  in  it  shall  be  required 
to  take  rooms  therein,  aud  that  the  sum  of  $..'..  be  charged  to  each 
as  rent  for  the  whole  session,  which  amount  shall  be  taken  from  the 
sum  now  paid  to  boarding  houses. 

Resolved  (47),  That  the  students  living  in  said  hall  may  board 
where  they  shall  select  until  the  Board  makes  other  arrangements. 

Resolved  (48),  That  the  plan  of  the  hall  shall  provide  a  sitting 
room  aud  two  chambers  adjoining  for  the  use  of  every  two  students.

The  chair  appointed  the  following  Committee  on  Sacred 
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•Studies,  as  provided  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Organization:  The  Bishops  of  Alabama,  Tennessee  and 
Florida. 

Mr.  Whittle  offered  the  following : 

Resolved  (50),  That  we  recognize  the  balance  of  $428.88  due  to 
Rev.  G,  P.  Patterson,  D.  D.,  as  an  existing  debt  of  the  Theological 
Department  of  the  University,  which  will  be  paid  him  as  Roon 
as  the  University  shall  be  in  funds. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Whittle  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved  (51),  That  the  Vice-Chaucellor  be  requested  to  have 
prepared  a  suitable  book,  to  be  called  "Record  of  Alumni,"  which 
shall  be  ruled  in  proper  columns,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the 
names  of  the  Alumni,  date  of  matriculation,  date  of  graduation  and 
degree  conferred,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  Alumni  at  the  time  of 
receiving  their  diplomas. 

On  motion,  the  Board  took  a  recess  until  4:30  P.  M. 


4  O'clock  P.  M. 
The  Board  reassembled. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  offered  the  following,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved  (52),  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consult  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor  as  to  all  academic  and  other  arrangements  for  com- 
mencement week,  and  that  the  order  of  services,  in  all  its  details,  be 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  members' of  this  board,  and  all  in  attend- 
ance on  the  exercises  of  commencement  week. 

The  chair  appointed  the  Bishops  of  Tennessee  and 
Florida  to  act  with  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved  that  the  Bishop  of 
Texas  be  added  to  the  committee  as  chairman,  which 
motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Miles  offered  the  following : 

Resolved  (53),  That  Professors  Elliott  and  Kirby-Smith  be  allowed 
to  leave  the  Uuiversitv  next  summer  after  thev  have  finished  their 
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examinations,  to  pursue  certain  scientific  researches  proposed  to  be 
made  by  them  in  the  interest  of  the  University. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved  the  following  as  a 
substitute,  which  was  adopted :

Resolved  (56),  That  the  Yice-Chaucellor  be  requested  to  cancel 
the  six  bonds  for  $100  each,  paid  and  on  deposit  in  bank  at  Nash- 
ville, and  report  his  action  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Resolved  (57).  That  the  Vice- Chancellor  be  authorized  to  issue 
two  $100  bonds  out  of  the  bonds  reserved  in  his  hands  in  exchange 
for  the  bond  of  $1,000  taken  up  in  sale  of  the  Harrison  cottage  for 
$800. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved  (58),  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  expend  the 
usual  amount  for  transcribing  the  minutes,  and  that  the  Treasurer 
pay  the  bill  for  the  same  upon  draft  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  Porter  submitted  the  following,  which 
was  adopted: 

Resolved  (59),  That  this  Board  will  not  adjourn  without  putting 
on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  untiring  zeal  with  which  the  Vice^

Resolved  (60),  That  this  Board  of  Trustees  offer  to  the  Yice-Chan- 
cellor  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  generous  interest  he  has  mani- 
fested in  giving  himself  up  to  the  welfare  of  the  University,  dis- 
charging most  onerous  financial  duties  beside  those  appertaining  to

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church  university,    which  we  hope   the   University   of  the   South 
will  be.

application  for  such  absence. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Bishops  of 
Mississippi  and  Florida,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams,  George 
R.  Fairbanks  and  Silas  McBee  were  appointed  the  Com- 
mittee on  Degrees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved  (62),  That  Hon.  B.  Johnson  Barbour,  of  Virginia,  be  in- 
vited to  deliver  the  Commencement  Oration  in  1884. 

Resolved  (63),  That  Rt.  Rev.  W.  B.  McLaren  be  invited  to  de- 
liver the  Commencement  Sermon  in  1884. 

Resolved  (64),  That  a  committee  of  three  Bishops  be  appointed  to 
invite  the  above  named  orator  and  preacher  for  1884,  with  power  to 
supply  their  places  in  case  of  declination. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Miles,  the  Board  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing 
year,  which  resulted  as  follows:  The  Rt.  Rev.  C.  T. 
Quintard,  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Shoup,  D.  D.,  Mr.  Jacob  Thomp- 
son, Mr.  Albert  T.  McNeal,  Johu  B.  Elliott,  M.  D. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  presented  the  following: 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  cancel  coupons  and  bonds 
which  have  been  paid,  report  that  they  have  performed  the  duty 
assigned  them  and  return  herewith  the  coupons  properly  defaced, 
also  one  bond,  No.  162,  donated  to  the  University  by  W.  B.  Miller. 
Esq.  The  other  bonds  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chau- 
cellor,  he  informs  us,  are  in  bank  in  Nashville,  and  therefore  this 
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committee  cannot  now  cancel  them,  but  will  do  so  in  conjunction 
with  the  Vice-Chaucellor  and  report  as  soon  as  possible.

building,  etc.,  respect  fully  report  : 

That  the  committee  organized  shortly  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  Hoard  and  proceeded  with  the  work  assigned  them',  and  adopted 
the  following  as  a  basis  of  action,  viz:  That  a  joint  stock  hotel 
<■ pain- is,  in  their  opinion,   the   mosi    feasible   mod attaining 

hie.  of  persons  interested  in  the  University,  and  that  such  privi- 
leges he  accorded  to  said  company  as  might  be  deemed  advisable 
by  the  committee,  giving  as  much  encouragement  to  the  enterprise 
as  possible;  that  the  hotel  should  contemplate  the  furnishing  of 
accommodations  for  from  75  to  100  persons,  but  should  not  be  re- 
quired to  begin  with  that  amount  of  accommodation:  that  such 
hotel  company  should  have  the  exclusive  privilege  of  a  hotel,  with 
the  condition  that,  if  larger  accommodations  are  needed,  the  hotel 
company  should  have  the  refusal  of  the  privilege  of  erecting  the 
same  for  a  reasonable  time,  to  enable  them  to  determine  whether 
they  will  themselves  furnish  such  additional  accommodation  or 
build  such  hotels:  and  that  the  articles  of  association  should  be 
approved  by  the  committee. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  a  company  he  authorized  to  he 
formed  on  the  above  basis,  and  a  sub-committee  was  authorized  to

purchase  on  behalf  of  the  company  the  I'helan  property,  "inch 
has  been  enlarged,  repaired  and  fitted  up  for  hotel  purposes.  Mr. 
G.  R.  Fairbanks  has  refitted  and  very  greatly  enlarged  the  large 
house  known  as  the  Cotton  House,  and  the  two  houses,  with  their 
cottages,  were  opened  on  the  first  of  June  as  The  University  Hotel. 
These  gentlemen  have  expended  upwards  of  $10,000  in  carrying 
OUt  the  wishes  of  the  Hoard,  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  aide  to  report 
that  the  purpose  for  which  the  committee  was  appointed  has  been 
satisfactorily  accomplished  by  the  opening  of  a  well -furnished,  con- 
venient and  well-kept  hotel. 

The  experience  of  the  present  season  has  already  shown  that  we 
need  very  greatly  enlarged  hotel  accommodations.  We  hope  that 
additional  stock  will  be  subscribed  to  earn-  out  the  full  plans  of 
the  hotel  company  in  time  for  next  season. 

The  committee,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  conferred  upon  them, 
have  approved  the  articles  of  association  embraced  in  a  code  of  In- 
laws submitted  to  them.

2'2  Proceecihujs  of  the  Board. 

We  are  glad    to   lie   in  Ion 1    that   the  suit,  of  the   Estill   heirs 

again ts  the  University  has  been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  .it' 
tlie  State  in  favor  of  the  University.  As  this  ease  involved  some- 
what the  title  ()f  the  lands  ol  the  domain,  its  settlement  was  im- 
portant as  being  the  only  remaining  cloud  on  our  titles  t<>  any  por- 
tion of  the  domain. 

Referring  to  that  portion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  ejectment  nl  non-rent  paying  lessees  who  are  an  un- 
desirable elass  „f  persons,  the  committee  fail  to  see  the  benefit  of 
destroying  the  buildings  which  may  in  this  manner  revert  to  the 
University.  It  seems  to  the  committee  that  the  buildings  so  va- 
cated could  lie  temporarily  leased  to  respectable  tenants.  There  is 
an  evident  necessity  of  hinviug  a  laboring  population  around  us, 
and  the  effort  should  be  to  build  up  a  respectable  laboring  commu- 
nity on  our  domain. 

Your  committee  commend  the  zeal  of  the  ladies  who  have  formed 
the  St.  Augustine  Chapel  Association,  and  we  are  pleased  to  learn 
that  a  considerable  sum  has  already  been  obtained,  and  we 
earnestly  hope  that  their  plans  may  be  successfully  carried  out. 
The  location  suggested  by  the  Yice-Chaueellor  upon  the  Otcy  Hall 
lot  does  not  seem  to  lie  in  accordance  with  the  general  plans  for  the 
laying  out  of  the  grounds  and  location  of  the  permanent  buildings 
made    by    Bishop   Hopkins,   ami    which   has    more   than   once   been 

adopted  and  re-afh'r d  In  the   Hoard.     Your  committee  consider 

it  of  great  importance  that  the  University  should  have  a  well  de- 
fined plan  for  the  location  of  its  permanent  buildings,  so  that  the 
buildings  successively  erected  shall  form  a  part  of  one  harmonious 
plan,  having  reference  not  only  to  those  already  erected,  but  having 
also  in  view  others,  which  in  the  progress  of  time  will  be  necessary. 
Such  a  plan  of  location  having,  at  an  expense  of  several   thousands 
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The  buildings  and  grounds  air   in  g 1  order  and   well   kept 

Especial  attention  should  be  giren  to  carrying  out  existing  regula- 
tions in  respect,  to  the  springs,  to  prevent  encroachments  and  to 
have  tli (mii  kept  neatly  in  their  surroundings  and  approaches,  and 
••specially  everything  done  to  preserve  then-  purity  and  freedom 
from  contamination. 

The  committee  deem  the  preservation  of  the  growing  timber 
upon  our  domain  a  matter  of  paramount  importance,  as  bearing 
upon  the  question  of  our  future  water  supply,  as  also  on  the  beauty 
and  healtht'ulness  of  our  domain.     We  recommend  that  the  cutting 

Wherefore,  we  respectfully  surest  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions:

Upon  call  and  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Board  and  Boarding  Houses  was 
taken  from  the  table,  and  the  consideration  severally  of 
the  resolutions  proposed  by  the  committee  was  made 
the  special  order  of  business  for  4  o'clock  i>.  M. 

Adjournment  was  had  to  4  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  4  o'clock  r.  m..  the 
Rt,  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Texas  presiding. 

According  to  special  order,  consideration  was  re- 
sumed of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Board  and 
Boarding  Houses. 

Upon  vote  by  orders,  called  for  by  Kev.  Dr.  Porter, 
the  whole  report  was  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  for  return  thereof  by 
them  to  the  Board  at  its  next  annual  session. 
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A  communication  from  Sewanee  Light  Artillery  Com- 
pany requesting  "an  annual  recess"  of  four  days  after 
the  15th  of  August,  was  referred  for  advice  to  the  Heb- 
domadal Hoard  and  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  communicated  to  the  Hoard  a 
written  programme  of  the  commencement  exercises 
from  Monday,  July  28th,  to  Thursday,  July  31st. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organization: 

Whereas,  a  difference  of  opinion  exists  in  regard  to  the  functions 
of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  ire  respectfully  request  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  will  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  in  respect  to  matters  of  discipline  and  of  the  educational  in- 
terests of  the  University. 

The  above  resolution  was  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Hebdoma- 
dal Board,  held  on  duly  22,  1884.

That  in  view  of  the  danger  of  fire  to  our  school 
buildings,  some  provision  should  be  made  for  meeting  promptly 
any  such  emergency  that  may  arise,  both  by  having  a  reservoir  of 
water,  and  by  such  apparatus  as  may  be  made  available. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  presented  a  supple- 
mentary report  from  the  Committee  on  Sanitary  Meas- 
ures, suggesting  that  the  Hoard  require  certain  hygienic 
precautions  to  be  observed  in  the  case  both  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  of  the  boarding  houses,  and  the  report  was 
adopted. 

By  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  it  was 

Resolved  (32),  That  the  Bishop  of  Texas,  the  Secretary  and  Mr. 
G.  R.  Fairbanks,  are  appointed  a  committee  to  look  through  the 
proceedings  of  this  session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  have  so 
much  of  the  same  published  as  they  may  think  proper. 
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Mr.   MeNeal    presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes: 
TV)  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  if  the  South  .- 

Vonr  Committee  on  Constitution  mid  Statutes  respectfully  report 
<m  the  matters  referred  to  them: 

In  regard  to  the  contract  of  the  University  with  the  Hotel  Com- 
pany, your  committee  urge  upon  the  Board  the  importance  of  very 
great  care  in  its  provisions.  While  in  the  hands  of  the  present 
owners  the  Hoard,  perhaps,  would  not  feel  that  there  was  any  dan- 
ger of  trouble  or  misunderstanding  of  any  kind,  but  in  the  course,  of 
business,  property  is  continually  passing  from  one  hand  to  another, 
and  we  cannot  know  how  long  the  hotel  property  will  remain  in  its 
present  hands.  Yonr  committee  feel  that  the  Board  should  grant 
liberal  terms  to  the  company,  but  if  the  exclusive  privilege  of  keep- 
ing a  hotel  or  hotels  on  the  domain  be  granted,  even  coupled  with 

the  conditions  nai 1  in  the  memorandum  of  contract  submitted 

to  them,  your  committee  think  it  should  certainly  be  limited  to  ten 
years.  It  would  hardly  be  reasonable  lor  one  company  to  have  an 
hotel  privilege  on  this  domain  forever. 

In  regard  to  the  conditions  upon  the  exclusive  privilege  men- 
tioned in  the  memorandum,  your  committee  recommend  that  the 
reasonable  time  be  allowed  the  Hotel  Company  in  which  to  signify 
that  it  will  avail  itself  of  the  privilege  of  adding  larger  accommo- 
dations, or  build  other  hotels,  required  by  the  Hoard,  be  fixed  at 
a  period  of  not  longer  than  six  months  alter  notice,  and  in  ease 
the  company  do  so,  then  the  work  must  be  begun  at  once  and  pushed 
to  completion  within  the  time  ordinarily  and  reasonably  required 
for  such  completion. 

The  committee  also 
understanding,  that  a 
shall  interfere  in  no 
private  boarding  houses  ;  and  another  clause,  providing  that  in  no 
case  will  students  of  the  University  or  Grammar-school  be  received 
as  boarders  at  the  hotel  without  the  approval  of  the  University 
authorities.

By  motion  of  Mr.  McNeal,  the  portion  of  the  minutes 
recording  the  resolution  relative  to  the  Alumni  Trustees, 
pending  examination  of  the  Minute-Book  for  1883,  was 
held  for  final  action  on  call. 

The  remainder  of  the  record  was  approved. 

The  Rev.  C.  B.  Hudgius,  Kentucky,  entered  as  a  vis- 
itor. 

Mr.  McNeal  presented  the   following   report   of   the 
Finance  Committee: 
To  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

The  Finance  Comuiitte  respectfully  report: 

They  have  examined  the  account  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compared 
it  with  the  vouchers  accompanying  the  same. 

They  have  carefully  examined  also  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Theological  Department  and  of  the  Bursar. 
The  receipts  of  the  Theological  Department  for  the  past 

year  (as  shown  by  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  that  de- 
partment, with  itemized  list  of  sources  accompanying 

it)  aggregate $2,716  36 

Of  which  was  applied  to  salaries $2,696  35 

Applied  to  expense  account 20  00—  2,716  35 

Of  the  above  amount  applied  to  salaries  in  said  department, 
$372.20  came  from  the  University  Treasury,  and  $100  from  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  Dioceses  connected  with  the  University,  thus  leav- 
ing only  $2,244.15  received  from  the  Church  in  the  Dioceses,  a 
large  falling  off  from  the  receipts  of  the  year  before.  This  is  dis- 
couraging to  those  who  have  faith  in  the  present  plan  for  the  sup- 
port of  this  department,  and  is  not  only  discouraging  but  embar- 
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rassing  and  trying  to  the  professors  in  said  department,  who  have 
so  long  and  faithfully  labored  therein,  relying  upon  the  interest  of 
the  clergy  and  laity  in  their  work.  Four  committee  still  believe 
that  at  this  time  the  same  plan  lor  the  support  of  this  department 
should  continue.  The  reasons  for  it  have  been  discussed  over  and 
over  again  in  this  Hoard.  We  believe  only  two  are  needed  to  give 
the  system  permanent  efficiency  and  success. 

1.  A  more  active  personal  effort  in  its  behalf  each  year  on  the 
part  of  the  Bishops  and  Trustees. 

2.  The  establishment  of  a  closer  connection  between  the  depart- 
ment and  the  parishes  in  the  Dioceses,  by  having  the  parish  con- 
tributions sent  direct,  to  the  University,  instead  of  through  the 
Diocesan  Treasurers  as  heretofore.  The  labor  of  the  correspond- 
ence consequent  upon  direct  connection  between  this  department 
and  the  parishes  will  be,  we  believe,  more  than  compensated  by 
the  acquaintance  and  sympathy  it  will  produce. 

If  this  can  be  done,  and  the  active  personal  co-operation  of  the 
Bishops  and  Trustees  accompany  it  in  their  respective  Dioceses, 
and  the  parish  contributions  can  be  thus  made  more  general  and 
the  habit  established,  the  amount  required  from  each  parish 
annually  will  be  so  small  it  will  not  be  felt  as  a  burden.

1  our  committee  call  attention  as  they  have  done  heretofore  (by 
way  of  explanation)  to  the  fact,  that  in  quite  a  number  of  accounts 
kept  in.  the  University  books,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  repair  ac- 
count and  expense  account,  where  only  disbursements  are  expected 
items  of  receipts  appear  as  above.  It  would  make  vour  committee's 
report  entirely  too  cumbersome  and   lengthy  to  explain  all  items 
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but  they  have  deemed  it  best  for  years  past,  in  order  that  the  Fi- 
nance Report  might  comprise  in  brief  the  financial  history  of  the 
University,  and  give  an  easy  key  to  an  investigation  of  the  books, 
to  make  the  reports  an  analysis  of  the  books  as  they  stand,  so  that 
easy  reference  might  be  had.  instead  of  giving  mere  balances,  so  we 
present  the  entire  aggregates  of  receipts  and  disbursements  as 
shown  by  the  books  after  careful  examination  by  the  committee. 

In  the  items  of  receipts  given  above,  we  explain,  in  short, 
that  the  receipts  on  repair  account  are  for  materials  on  hand  not 
needed  by  University  and  sold,  rebates  on  freight,  etc.  The  re- 
ceipts on  expense  account  are  sometimes  for  similar  matters— for 
damages  by  students  or  others,  paid  for,  and,  as  in  the  present  case, 
for  a  mule  sold,  which  had  been  heretofore  bought  and  used  for 
University  purposes. 

The  receipts  on  the  Theological  Department  account  represent 
memorial  offerings  and  janitors'  fees  paid  by  the  societies. 

The  receipts  on  interest  account  represent  interest  and  coupon 
notes  of  the  University  not  yet  due. 

Upon  the  disbursement  side,  item  h.  Royalty,  seems  to  need  ex- 
planation, as.  instead  of  bringing  income,  we  came  out  in  debt. 
The  outlay  was  from  hire  of  woodcutting,  hauling,  the  purchase  of 
a  mule,  etc..  the  University  having  taken  charge  of  the  matter  of 
furnishing  wood.  etc.  The  investment,  from  the  result,  seems 
bad,  but  your  committee  learn  the  chief  object  was  to  break  up 
wholesale  trespassing  on  our  timber,  and  that  this  has  been  accom- 
plished for  the  time. 

The  Treasurer  has  rendered  also  a  special  account  of  receipts 
and  disbursements  upon  the  new  building— Chemical  and  Philo- 
sophical Hall :

H  our  committee  does  not  attempt  to  give  the  exact  value  of  some 
»«    these.      They   believe,    with   careful  attention,   the  Coupon   and 
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Endowment  Notes  to  he  worth  very  much  more  than  the  estimate, 
but  have  never  heen  able  to  get  the  statement  necessary  to  deter- 
mine. They  are  scattered  in  the  hands  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurers, 
and  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  all  notes,  claims  and  papers 
of  any  description,  in  which  this  University  is  concerned,  should 
be  called  in  and  returned  or  delivered  to  the  Treasurer,  that  they 
may  be  carefully  examined  and  steps  taken  here  to  make  whatever 
disposition  of  them  may  seem  best. 

These  assets,  however,  are  unquestionably  sufficient  to  satisfy 
our  indebtedness  outside  of  the  bonds. 

ft  must  be  remembered,  however,  the  sources  of  them  are  extra- 
ordinary. They  do  not  proceed  from  income.  We  cannot  afford 
to  risk  too  much  upon  hope  from  such  sources. 

Our  expenses  for  the  next  year  should  be  confined  within  neces- 
sary limits,  and  our  efforts  now  should  be  to  have  our  floating-  debt 
paid. 

The  estimates  for  Repair  Account  and  Expense  Account  for  the 
past  year  were  $1,200.     The  expenditure  has  been  nearly  $4,200.

This  would 
add  that  much  to  the  amount  to  be  met  at  our  next  meeting. 

The  fact,  however,  that  the  coupon  notes  above  spoken 'of  have 
fallen  due  since  last  meeting,  and  the  conviction  of  \-our  committee 
(from  personal  knowledge  rather  than  from  the  papers,  for  the  notes 
are  scattered  in  the  dioceses,  ami  we  have  no  statement  to  base 
opinion   upon)  that    they  are  worth   much   more  than  the  estimate 
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given  us,  justify  us  in  saying  that  we  can  confidently  expect  our 
income  to  meet  the  estimated  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  if  these 
notes  be  attended  to,  and  we  hope  for  much  better  results. 

Our  endeavor  should  be  to  liquidate  our  floating  debt  from  our 
assets  at  once,  and  to  confine  expenses  hereafter  rigidly  within  the 
limits  of  income,  and  under  no  circumstances  to  increase  our  debt 
to  the  extent  of  one  dollar.  We  should  hold  in  reserve  our  $6,300 
of  bonds  not  yet  issued,  and  realize  upon  other  assets  above  stated 
to  liquidate  the  floating  debt. 

The  said  bonds  should  not  be  issued  save  by  order  of  the  Hoard. 
The  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  financial  tables  accom- 
panying it,  may  have  conveyed  an  erroneous  impression  to  the 
Board,  as  in  point  of  fact  the  said  $6,300  of  bonds  reserved  have- 
not  been  issued  at  all,  being  now  on  deposit  for  safe  keeping  in  the 
First  National  Bank  vaults,  at  Nashville,  as  your  committee  learn 
after  conference  with  the  Vice-Chancellor.  We  have  made  the 
statement  of  our  report  in  accordance  therewith.

Your  committee  cannot  at  this  time  undertake  to  furnish  any 
plan  for  endowment.  Many  are  suggested,  as  they  have  been  here- 
tofore, and  will  be  hereafter,  but  the  success  of  any  plan  will  come 
rather  from  the  individual  energy  of  those  in  charge  of  it  than  from 
any  resolution  of  this  body.  We  note  as  most  hopeful,  however, 
the  earnest  and  vigorous  interest  of  the  Alumni  of  the  institution, 
which  has  been  made  evident  to  us  with  increasing  force  in  the  past 
two  or  three  years.  A  plan  of  endowment  under  their  supervision 
and  management  is  proposed  by  one  of  their  number.  Rev.  J.  A. 
Van  Hoose,  of  Alabama,  which,  if  actively  taken  hold  of  by  the 
Alumui  as  a  body,  we  believe  will  be  successful 

The  committee  hope  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  will  not  abandon 
his  own  plan  for  endowment,  suggested  in  his  report, 'and  trust 
that  all  the  members  of  the  Hoard  will  give  all  aid  possible  in  their 
respective  Dioceses,  which  is  a  much  more  efficient  assk-tauce  than 
the  passage  of  a  resolution.

Your  committee  note  another  instance  of  Mrs.  Manigault's  con- 
tinued interest  in  the  University,  in  the  establishment  of  St.  An- 
drew's Scholarship,  whose  sum  is  $5,000.00;  the  interest  thereof 
going  towards  the  support  of  a  theological  student,  who  shall  be 
an  appointee  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 

Your  committee  present,  and  recommend  for  the  action  of  the 
Board,  the  following  resolutions  :  \ 

Resolved  (33).  That  the  uncollected  pledges  made  for  the  build- 
ing of  Chemical  and  Philosophical  Hall  1^  called  for  at  once  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  and  their  settlement  earnestly  pressed,  so  that 
this  account  may  be  closed  on  our  books  as  early  as  possible. 

Resolved  (:S9).  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  vigorously  press,  without 
delay,  the  collection  of  past-due  rents  from  every  tenant  of  the 
University;  and  if  otherwise'  unable  to  adjust  the  same,  he  employ 
counsel  under  contract  to  eject  them,  and  that  he  adjust  and  settle 
the  amount  due  from  us  accrued  as  to  similar  proceedings  hereto- 
fore, or  ai  y  oilier  open  accounts  referred  to  herein,  so  as  to  have  no 
indefinite  balances  outstanding  against  the  University. 

Resolved  (40).  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  call  upon  the  Diocesan 
Treasurers,  or  any  agents  or  attorneys  of  the  University,  to  return 
all  notes,  accounts  or  claims  of  any  kind  whatever,  sent  from  here 
to  them,  and  that  he  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  giv- 
ing a  full  list  of  all  such  assets,  and  such  information  as  to  them  as 
he  can  acquire,  so  that  the  Board  can  intelligently  act  upon  and 
make  final  disposition  of  the.  same.

By  supervision  we  understand  a.  personal  looking  after  and  fre- 
quent inspection  of  the  work  as  it  progresses,  in  order  to  assure  the 
carrying  out  of  the  plans  correctly  and  the  use  of  good  materials. 
This  service,  if  actually  performed,  would  entitle  the  architect  to 
li  per  cent,  and  traveling  and  hotel  expenses,  which  in  this  case. 
owing  to  the  distance  from  New  York  to  Sewauee,  would  have 
been  considerable.  The  correspondence  had  we  regard  as  necessary 
to  the  proper  understanding  and  carrying  out  of  the  plans,  and  inci- 
dent thereto.  We  report  therefore,  that  as  appears  from  the  investi- 
gation wc  have  made,  Mr.  Holly  was  entitled  on  the  conclusion  of 
the  work,  say  January  1,  ]880.  to  a  balance  of  $275,  upon  the  basis 
of  an  allowance  of  the  established  charges  for  plans,  elevations  and 
detail  drawings,  being  3$  percent,  on  the  estimated  amount  of  the 
cost  of  building. 

Resolved  (48).  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  Treasurer  of  the 
University,  be  directed  to  pay  to  H.  Hudson  Holly,  architect,  the 
sum  of  $275,  in  settlement  of  his  claim  for  services  rendered  as  the 
architect  of  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Hall,  so  soon  as  in  funds.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution,  "to  confer 
with  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  and 
Proctor,  as  to  the  discipline  of  the  University,  especially  with  ref- 
erence to  the  practice  of  hazing,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  after  said 
conference  and  the  information  obtained,  they  feel  justified  in 
statin-  that  the  University  discipline  has  never  been  better,  and  that 
the  practice  referred  to  is  confined  to  the  hoys  of  the  Grammar 
School,  and  is  gradually  giving  way  to  the  public  sentiment  created 
by  the  firm  and  judicious  efforts  of  the  University  authorities,  in 
which  they  have  had  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  gowns- 
men and  undergraduates  generally.  The  result  has  been  that  the 
most  objectionable  features  of  the  practice  have  to  a  large  extent 
disappeared,  and  it  is  confined  now  for  the  most  part  to  sportive 
pranks,  which  may  by  degrees  pass  away. 

Your  committee  feel  that,  to  attempt  to  repress  the  evil  by  severe 
remedies  would  most  likely  tend  to  increase  the  .same.  Instead  of  this 
course,  they  desire  to  commend  most  warmly  the  efforts  that  have 
been  made  by  the  authorities  and  older  students,  and  to  request 
earnestly  that  these  efforts  be  continued,  and  every  influence 
brought  to  bear,  by  kind  counsels  and  a  loving  discipline,  to  bring 
the  practice  complained  of  to  an  end.

The  Trustees  believing  that,  before  they  separate  and  return  in 
their  homes,  it  is  fit  and  proper  that  they  should  give  some  general 
expression  of  their  judgment  as  to  the  condition  of  this  University, 
adopt  the  following  resolutions  as  true  exponents  of  their  belief  on 
the  subject : 

Resolved  (57),  That  while  there  are  some  things  which  thev 
would  have  otherwise  than  as  they  exist,  but  which  thev  hope  to 
cure,  still,  in  the  main,  it  is  with  great  thankfulness  that  they 
are  enabled  to  say  that  they  are  gratified  at  the  great  improvement 
and  advance  made  in  the  institution  in  the  last  two  years,  and  es- 
pecially in  the  last  twelve  months,  aud  that  they  feel  that  the  Uni- 
versity and  its  affairs  are  upon  a  firmer  basis  than  ever  before  in  its 
history. 

Resolved  (58),  That  this  state  of  things  is  in  a  large  degree  owing 
to  the  great  unity  of  purpose  existing  among  its  professors  and 
teachers,  bound  together  aud  prompted  by  their  love  for  the 
University  and  their  determination  to  do  all  that  in  them  lies  to 
build  up  and  render  successful  this  great  work,  at  whatever  per- 
sonal sacrifices  to  themselves,  and  the  Trustees  hope  aud  believe 
the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  increased  resources  of  the  insti- 
tution will  enable  them  more  fully  to  requite  the  professors  and 
teachers  for  their  services. 

Resolved  (59),  That  among  the  marked  evidences  of  improve- 
ment is  the  continued  advance  in  the  moral  tone  and  gentlemanly 
bearing  of  the  students,  as  well  in  the  Grammar-school  as  in  the 
University,  and  the  Trustees  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  record  that 
in  these  respects,  in  their  opinion,  the  students  are  equalled  by 
those  of  few  and  excelled  by  those  of  no  other  institution  of  learn- 
ing in  the  whole  country. 

Resolved  (60).  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  he  requested  to  make 
these  resolutions  known  to  the   professors,  teachers  and  students. 

By  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas,  the  de- 
gree of  D.  C.  L.  was  conferred  upon  Prof.  Basil  L.  Gil- 
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dersleeve,  Ph.  I).,  LL.  I).,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity. 

As  proposed  by  by  Mr.  McNeal,  it  was 

Resolved  (61).  That  hereafter  no  degree  shall  in  any  case  be  con- 
ferred by  the  Board  without  a  previous  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Degrees,  and  a  report  from  them  on  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Sessuius,  the  Committee  on 
Degrees  was  requested  to  report  to  the  Board  the  proper 
manner  as  fixed  by  statute  or  usage  of  formulating, 
signing  and  delivering  honorary  degrees  conferred  by 
the  University  of  the  South. 

Mr.  Whittle  moved  to  suspend  ballot  in  election  of 
Executive  Committee  for  1884-1885,  and  the  committee 
in  office  was  re-elected. 

Adjournment  was  had  to  July  31st,  9  o'clock  a.  m.

The  Board  assembled  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  Bishop  of 
Texas  presiding. 

After  devotional  service,  the  minutes  for  July  30th 
were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  Bishop  of  Teunessee,  from  the  Committee  of 
Conference  with  the  Alumni,  proposed  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved  (62).  That  this  Hoard  heartily  endorse  the  plan  for  the 
permanent  endowment  of  the  Academic  Professorships  of  the  Uni- 
versity by  the  Alumni,  and  pledges  itself  to  give  to  the  work,  a- 
far  as  may  be  practicable,  the  combined  and  individual  efforts  of  the 
members  of  this  Board. 
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Mr.  McNeal  presented  the  Supplementary  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes: 

To  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  the  Uiucerxity  of  the  South 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  whom  the  mm 
ter  of  contract  with  the  University  Hotel  Company  has  again  been 
referred  (iu  conjunction  with  Committee  on  Hotel  appointed  at 
meeting  of  last  year),  re .- pee t fully  report,  that  after  a  lull  confer 
euee  with  said  Committee  on  Hotel  and  the  University  Hotel  Com- 
pany, they  recommend  a  form  of  contract  between  the  University 
of  the  South  and  the  University  Hotel  Company,  which  is  agreed 
to  by  the  said  Hotel  Company,  and  is  herewith  submitted,  to-wit : 

This  memorandum  of  agreement  between  the  University  of  the 
South,  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
and  the  University  Hotel  Company,  also  a  corporation  under  the 
laws  of  Tennessee,  witnesseth  : 

That  whereas  the  said  University  Hotel  Company  has  been  or- 
ganized for  the  purpose  of  building  and  operating  a  hotel,  or  hotels, 
upon  the  domain  of  the  University  of  the  South,  in  Franklin 
County,  Tennessee,  under  contract  with  the  University  of  tin- 
South,  the  owner  of  said  domain  ; 

Now  the  said  University  of  the  South  agrees  to  grant,  and  doe.- 
hereby  grant,  unto  said  University  Hotel  Company  the  exclusive 
right  and  privilege  to  build  and  operate  a  hotel,  or  hotels,  upon  its 
domain  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  August  1st.  1884.  upon  the 
express  and  precedent  condition  that  at  any  time  from  this  date  for- 
ward duriug  the  said  ten  years,  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
University  deem,  in  their  judgment,  that  additional  accommoda- 
tions, or  improvements  to  supplement  those  already  provided  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  provided,  be  needed  or  required,  or  that  one 
or  more  watering-place  hotels,  in  addition  to  the  hotel  already  in- 
augurated, be  needed,  then  upon  notice  of  such  additions  or  require- 
ments by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  the 
said  University  Hotel  Company  shall,  within  six  months  of  tin- 
giving  of  such  notice,  indicate  in  writing  to  the  said  Board  their 
intention  to  comply  with  their  requirements,  or  to  the  contrary. 
and  if  the  said  Hotel  Company  decide  to  comply,  then  the  said 
Hotel  Company  will  so  notify  the  said  Board  of  Trustee.-,  and  will 
proceed  at  once  to  fulfil  the  requirements,  and  complete  the  same 
within  the  ordinary  and  reasonable  time  necessary  therefor.  But 
in  the  event  said  requirements  shall  be  such  as  the  University 
Hotel  Company  may  be  unwilling,  or  unable,  to  comply  with,  then 
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upon  response  to  that  effect  by  the  University  Hotel  Company,  or 
in  event  of  failure  to  make  any  response  within  six  months  from 
said  notice,  then  the  University  of  the  Smith  agrees  that  anv  srrant 
by  it  to  another  Hotel  Company  shall  he  c.mple.l  with  the"  condi- 
tion upon  the  said  new  company,  it's  grantee,  that  it  shall  purchase 
the  property  of  said  University  Hotel  Company  at  a  fair  valuation. 
to  be  determined  either  by  agreement,  or  in  event  of  failure  to 
agree,  by  three  arbitrators,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  partv  to  this 
agreement  and  the  other  to  be  chosen  by  the  two  so  chosen  as  above. 
The  said  University  Hotel  Company  ngrees  to  keep  up  a  well- 
ordered  and  a  well-furnished  hotel,  to  he  Kept  open  each  year  dur- 
ing the  said  term  of  ten  years,  at  least  as  long  as  watering-place 
hotels  in  this  section  and  latitude  are  kept  ordinarily  open  for 
guests,  and  further  agrees  to  bold  their  said  hotel  property  and  its 
franchises  and  privileges  strictly  subject  to  all  the  statutes,  rules. 
and  regulations  of  the  University  of  the  South  applicable  to  leases 
of  its  domain,  and  also  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  leases  of  the 
lots  the  said  Company  occupies,  save  so  far  as  modified  hv  this 
agreement. 

The  said  Hotel  Company  further  agrees  that  it  will  in  no  event 
receive  students  of  the  University  or  any  of  its  departments,  or  it. 
Grammar-school,  as  guests  unless  by  consent  and  approval  of  the 
University  authorities.  The  said  Hotel  Company  further  agrees 
that  this  contract  shall  in  nowise  interfere  with  the  existence  or 
establishment  of  boarding-houses  on  the  University  Domain  or 
their  operation. 

The  University  of  the  South  further  agrees  that  at  the  expiration 
of  the  ten  years,  the  said  University  Hotel  Company,  having  din- 
ing said  term  fulfilled  its  agreement,  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
renewal  for  a  second  term  of  ten  year-:,  upon  such  terms  as  mav  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  University  of  the  South  and  said  Hotel 
Company,  and  shall  have  the  option  or  refusal  of  anv  offer  or 
proposition  as  to  hotel  privileges  upon  the  Universitv  domain;  and 
at  the  expiration  of  the  second  term  of  ten  rears,  having  fulfilled 

its  agreements  therein,  shal ve  n  similar  privilege  or  option  lor  a 

third  term  of  ten  years. 

Your  committee  also  recommend,  upon  application  of  said  Hotel 
Company,  that  the  license    he   granted    it    for   billiard-tables* awl 
bowling-alleys,  as  provided  in  resolution  below  : 
VTc  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  (63),  That  the  contract  with  the  University  Hotel  Com- 
pany be  closed  with  said  Companv  hv  written  instrument  as  „>„„,. 
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to  be  signed  on  part  of  the  University  of  the  South  either  by  its 
Vice-Chancellor,  or  by  the  Chairniau  and  Secretary  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  this  Board. 

Resolved  (04),  Thai  license  be  granted  the  University  Hotel  Com- 
pany to  keep  billiard-tables  and  erect  bowling-alleys  for  the  use  of 
its  guests;  provided,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University 
reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  the  privilege  above  granted  at  any 
time,  if  in  their  opinion  it  proves  detrimental  to  the  discipline  and 
interests  of  the  University.     Respectfully  submitted,

The  resolutions  were  severally  adopted  ;  and  so  the 
entire  report,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle. 

On  reconsideration,  moved  by  Bishop  of  Western 
Texas,  resolution  No.  56  was  amended  to  conclude  at 
the  word  Proctor ;  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
request  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  his  judgment,  to  inform 
the  students  individually  of  the  substance  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Whittle  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved  (65),  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  the  South  are  hereby  returned  to  the  various  persons  who  have 
made  gifts  of  books  to  its  library  since  their  last  meeting. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  presented  the  Supplementary  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Degrees  : 

The  Committee  on  Degrees  further  report: 

That  where  an  honorary  degree  shall  have  been  granted  bv  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  parties  upon  whom  such  degrees  shall  have 
been  conferred  shall  be  notified  by  the  Chancellor  thereof,  with  an 
attested  copy  of  the  order,  or  resolution  of  the  Board,  under  seal 
of  the  University,  and  that  a  diploma  be  subsequently  transmitted 
in  due  form.

By  motion  of  Bishop  of  Western  Texas,  the  matter 
of  publishing  the  Commencement  Sermon  of  Bishop 
McLaren,  as  to  style,  publisher,  and  distribution,  was 
referred  to  the  Secretary. 
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Mr.  McNeal  moved,  and  it  was  so  ordered,  that  the 
Hou.  Proctor  Knott.  Governor  of  Kentucky,  be  invited 
to  deliver  the  Commencement  Oration  tor  1885. 

As  proposed  by  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved  (66),  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  annually 
10  consult  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  as  to  all  academic  and  other 
arrangements  for  Commencement  week,  and  that  the  order  of 
services,  in  all  its  details,  he  printed  previously  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Board,  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the.  Board  and  all  in  at- 
tendance on  the  exercises  of  Commencement  week. 

As  the  Committee  for  1884-85,  the  Chair  appointed 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Dr.  J.  B.  Elliott,  and  Rev.  Dr. 
F.  A.  Shoup. 

By  motion,  a  recess  was  ordered  till  4  o'clock  r.  M. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  4  o'clock  p.  u.,  the 
Bishop  of  Texas  presidiug. 

The  Minutes  for  the  entire  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

By  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Sessums,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted : 

Rcsolrcd  (67),  That  the  Board  request  the  Vice-Chancellor  to 
ascertain,  as  far  as  this  may  be  done,  whether  the  student.-,  ap- 
pointed to  deliver  speeches  at  the  time  when  degrees  and  diplomas 
are  conferred,  have  thoroughly  committed  their  speeches  to  mem- 
ory, and  that,  should  he  in  auy  case  recognize  defect  iu  this 
respect    he  instruct  that  the  speech  be  read  from  manuscript. 

By  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Board  assemble 
iu  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  for  devotional  service,  iu  con- 
clusion of  its  session  of  1884. 

Adjournment  was  then  had  sine  die.
